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The Duck Pond at beautiful Larz Anderson 
Park is the scene of the cover photograph. 
The photograph is by George J. Sherry, a 


graduate of the Brookline Public Schools 
who was employed by the Recreation Divi- 
sion under the College Work Study Pro- 
gram while attending Franklin Institute. 


The photograph on the title page is of the handsome white Georgian clapboard mansion, located 
on the former site of Cardinal Cushing College on Boylston Street. It was built in 1926 by Robert 
Gregg Stone, the son of Galen Luther Stone, founder of the brokerage firm of Hayden, Stone & 
Company. The long classical facade with two Palladian windowed wings and a large service wing 
rises from sweeping lawns designed by J. Lovell Littell of the architectural firm of Littell & Russell, 
Boston. The house has outstanding examples of rich carving and the use of Palladian and classical 
pattern motivations. 


Mr. & Mrs. Stone and their five children lived in the house for nearly 20 years. In 1946, with the 
encroachment of Route 9, the entire estate was sold to the Sisters of the Holy Cross. 


The landscaping on the estate was done by Frederick Law Olmsted, who designed New York’s 
Central Park and in Boston created the nation’s first regional park system, the Charles-to-Charles 
corridor known as the “Emerald Necklace.”

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At the Board’s organizational meeting on March 12, 
following the annual Town election, Sumner Z. Kap- 
lan was elected Chairman. Other Board members 
are Robert C. Cochrane, Jr., Herbert Abrams, 
Eleanor Myerson, and Haskell A. Kassler. Richard T. 
Leary was reappointed as Executive Secretary to the 
Board for the ensuing year. 


The success of local government in a democracy 
depends upon an informed citizenry. This annual 
report, covering the activities of the Town for 1973, 
is dedicated to the purpose of better acquainting the 
citizens of Brookline with their municipal govern- 
ment. It is intended, in addition, to deal with those 
specific programs and projects undertaken during 
the past year and to explain the organization and 
functions of your Town government, the respon- 
sibilities of its various departments, and the underly- 
ing principles and policies that direct or guide the 
administration of its affairs. 


Several developments distinguish Brookline’s town 
government today from what has been customary in 
the past. Because of the greater number of issues 
that now arise, the Selectmen are required to cope 
with such diverse subjects as the energy crisis, 
police-community relations, binding arbitration for 
police officers and fire fighters, and a reorganiza- 
tion of the traffic and parking function. 


Further, there is a marked increase in the degree of 
citizen participation, not only in controversial mat- 
ters but in routine items that formerly evoked little 
community interest; the Selectmen’s hearings on 
various licenses that are issued, which were 
sparsely attended in the past, now are characterized 
by substantial citizen and neighborhood input into 
the decision-making process. Beyond the regular 
license hearings, the Board felt it necessary during 
the past year to conduct public hearings on major 
questions such as the proposed School Street 
widening; plans to use the Cardinal Cushing Col- 
lege site for a school for emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren; dog control; and amendments to the Police 
Department rules and regulations, with particular 
attention to the section governing the use of 
firearms. 


Finally, it has become necessary to devote consid- 
erably more time to newer issues — revenue shar- 
ing, rent control, human relations, and solid waste 
disposal, to name but a few. These must be con- 
sidered in addition to the traditional Town services 
of public works, public safety, public health, code 


enforcement, etc. Brookline is not the only com- 
munity confronted with these problems, but the de- 
gree of involvement of the townspeople in the 
projects and issues coming before the Selectmen 
must transcend that existing elsewhere. 


In order to deal constructively and effectively with 
the challenges posed by the foregoing develop- 
ments, several significant changes in the Board’s 
operations occurred during 1973. 


Development of Selectmen’s Long-range Agenda 

It was agreed that those programs and projectsto be 
accorded priority status by the Board would be 
scheduled well in advance of their consideration in 
order to permit development of full supporting in- 
formation and data. There had been a general feel- 
ing in the past that the Selectmen had been overly 
involved in “reacting to crises’ at the expense of 
planning appropriate future projects for study, con- 
sideration, and eventual decision. By adopting a 
long-range calendar planning procedure, the 
Board, it was felt, would be better able to prepare for 
possible beneficial changes in all phases of Town 
affairs, e.g., early discussion of matters for Town 
Meeting, development of the Town’s program 
budget, and ongoing evaluation of the activities of 
the several boards, commissions, and departments. 


The initial long-range calendar covered a period of 
nine months commencing shortly after completion 
of Town Meeting. There have been several subse- 
quent revisions to reflect new projects and pro- 
grams. Major issues scheduled for consideration 
during 1973 included the appointment of special 
committees in the areas of comprehensive plan re- 
view, legal services, revenue and rent control, rev- 
enue sharing, and an advisory committee on 
police-community relations; reorganization of code 
enforcement procedures and of the Department of 
Traffic and Parking; various capital projects includ- 
ing the Pierce School and Lincoln School; Police 
Department federal grant programs and reorganiza- 
tion; restructuring of programs and services falling 
within the area of human resources; and solid waste 
disposal. 


Periodic preparation of such a projected calendar 
has greatly assisted the Board in planning its work 
program over a period of several months. It marks a 
substantial improvement inthe manner in which the 
functions of the Board of Selectmen are carried out 
and assures carefully considered decisions based 
upon all available facts and a long range overview.

Open Meeting Law Report 


A blue-ribbon committee consisting of Chairman 
Sumner Z. Kaplan; Eliot Conviser of the Brookline 
Taxpayers’ Association; Esther L. Felix of the 
League of Women Voters; Edith W. Fine, Assistant 
Corporation Counsel for the City of Boston; Law- 
rence H. Grady, News Editor of the Newton-Waltham 
News Tribune; and Owen J. McNamara, Editor of the 
Chronicle Citizen was formed to assist the Select- 
men in furthering their policy of restricting the ex- 
ecutive session portion of Selectmen’s Meetings to 
those matters which are of a confidential nature 
only. Its report, based upon a consideration of all 
available materials on the general subject, including 
the open meeting statute and a comprehensive legal 
opinion of Town Counsel rendered in January, 1972, 
stressed the importance of the Selectmen and 
other Town boards and commissions conforming 
with the spirit as well as the letter of the open meet- 
ing law. 


Except in very unusual circumstances, the commit- 
tee recommended that the public be made aware of 
the meeting's complete agenda and whether the 
items are to be discussed in public or executive 
session. There should be a presumption that each 
item will be discussed and voted on in public ses- 
sion. If a particular item is appropriate for discus- 
sion in executive session under the terms of the 
open meeting law, the agenda should so indicate 
with ashort statement of the basis for the determina- 
tion. 


Probably the committee’s major conclusion was 
that the only justifiable bases for discussing a matter 
in executive session should be those referred to in 
the statute, and they should be narrowly construed. 

Thus, a matter should only be regarded as having a 


possible adverse effect on the financial interest of 
the Town if such an effect would be immediate, 
direct, and substantial; for example, if it involved 
negotiations on the purchase or sale of property in 
the course of which the proposed purchase price 
would be revealed. With respect to matters which 
might adversely affect a person’s reputation, the 
committee suggested that executive session dis- 
cussions should be limited to complaints about in- 
dividuals, disciplinary discharges, promotions, etc. 
On the other hand, general investigation of the per- 
formance of a municipal board or agency should be 
discussed in public, notwithstanding the possible 
effect on the reputation of some responsible official. 
The limits of the other two exceptions to the re- 
quirement of public sessions permitted in the stat- 
ute (matters affecting public security and matters 
required by law to be kept secret) are more obvious. 
The report as a whole strongly buttressed the prin- 
ciple on which open meetings is predicated, i.e., that 
public knowledge of the considerations leading to 
governmental action is essential to the democratic 
process. 


The Selectmen accepted the committee’s report on 
May 7 and directed all Town boards, committees, 
and commissions to implement its proposals forth- 
with. Complying with the committee’s recommen- 
dation relative to the dissemination of executive 
session minutes, the Selectmen now release such 
minutes periodically and follow a policy of reporting 
the substance of the executive sessions on a 
monthly basis, unless the need for confidentiality 
continues. 


Use of Sub-committees 


In order to facilitate the work of the Board of 
Selectmen as a whole, the practice of assigning 
Special projects to a sub-committee chaired by an 


individual Board member was continued and ex- 
panded during 1973. Sub-committees were active in 
the following areas: coordination of school projects 
— Selectman Cochrane; coordination of agencies 


| concerned with planning, code enforcement, hous- 


ing, and future town development — Selectman 


_ Myerson; revenue and rent control — Selectman 


Kassler; and St. Mark’s Church property, acquisition 


| or lease — Selectman Kassler. 


In brief, Selectman Cochrane’s sub-committee was 
| primarily concerned with the status of appro- 


priations for the New Pierce School and garage 


facility and development plans for the New Lincoln 
| School including the acquisition of the State-owned 
| property at Boylston Street and Warren Street. 


_ Selectman Myerson’s sub-committee dealt with the 


implementation of several capital projects approved 
at the 1973 Annual Town Meeting and the proposed 
rehabilitation program for the Central Village Area. 


| Commonly referred to as SACC, this coordinating 


committee provides the means for keeping the vari- 


+ ous Town agencies abreast of developments in the 
_ areas mentioned above. 


| Selectman Kassler’s Revenue and Rent Control 
| Study Committee was charged with studying and 
_ reporting on such items as whether rent control has 
| increased the granting of real estate tax abate- 


ments; whether rent control has resulted in shrink- 
ing the Town’s tax base; whether rent control has 
adversely affected sales prices of controlled build- 
ings; and whether rent control has resulted in an 


undue shift of the tax burden to one- and two-family 
dwellings or other properties. In accordance with 
the resolution adopted at the October Special Town 
Meeting, the St. Mark’s Church Study Committee 
considered the feasibility of accommodating vari- 
ous Town programs in St. Mark’s Church, taking 
into account estimated costs for reconstruction, 
remodeling, and furnishing, as well as estimated 
operational costs on an annual basis. 


Preparation for Town Meetings 


In addition to preparing for the Annual Town Meet- 
ing, which consisted of a 46-article warrant, the 
Selectmen devoted several sessions and many 
hours to formulating reports on 23 articles for the 
October 15 Special Town Meeting and to considera- 
tion of substantive zoning amendments which re- 
quired four Special Town Meeting sessions in De- 
cember. 


Although the Selectmen generally agree that there 
is aneed fora Special Town Meeting each year inthe 
fall in order to act on by-law amendments, ease- 
ments, proposed legislation, and other non-fiscal 
matters, the heavy schedule of Town Meetings has 
made it increasingly difficult for the Board to con- 
centrate on ongoing programs and activities. There 
does not seem to be an easy solution to this prob- 
lem; however, the Selectmen will attempt to develop 
improved Town Meeting procedures during 1974 in 
the interest of reserving more time for consideration 
of overall Town policy and administrative matters. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN PUBLIC SAFETY AREAS 


POLICE 


The Police Department continued to progress in 

1973 with the assistance of federal grant funds total- 

ing $84,950, which were devoted to several projects. 
e Planning and Research — $22,950 


Brian D. Baldwin, formerly Assistant Police Planner 


_ forthe City of Newton, was chosen to serve as Police 


Planner in Brookline effective August 8, 1973. One 
of the primary functions of the Police Planner is to 
analyze statistics, predict trends, evaluate the re- 


sources available, and determine whether the de- 


partment is meeting present and future needs. Dur- 


_ ing 1973 Mr. Baldwin not only maintained his role as 
- anadministrative resource to the Chief of Police, but 


also assumed new reporting responsibilities to the 
Board of Selectmen. His duties now include prepar- 
ing the department's operating budget, and he was 
largely responsible for preparing the FY 75 program 
budget. Mr. Baldwin is presently engaged in a study 
of the police manpower resource utilization. This 
will include an investigation into geographical areas 


covered and the times and routes by which they will 
be covered. 


In addition to these duties, the Planner continues to 
act as liaison officer with the Governor’s Committee 
on Law Enforcement and Administration of Criminal 
Justice to administer both his own grant and those 
for the Legal Advisor and the project entitled Innova- 
tive Operations and Management Study. 


e Legal Advisor — $12,000 


This sum represented the funding for the second 
year of atwo-year federai grant to provide the Brook- 
line Police Department with a full-time, in-house 
Legal Advisor. The federal grant was completed in 
December of 1973. The Legal Advisor’s duties in- 
clude participation in training, both in-service and 
pre-service, administrative assistance, research, 
field work, liaison functions, and case consulta- 
tions. The Legal Advisor is available to the depart- 
ment on a twenty-four hour basis. 


Vital assistance is also rendered in drawing up 
search warrants and offering advice on methods of 


arrest. Training bulletins are periodically issued by 
the Legal Advisor's office keeping all men aware of 
any changes in current legislation. He is readily 
available to answer questions that an officer or 
patrolman may have concerning recent amend- 
ments to the law and their specific impact on an 
individual officer’s job. This constant flow of infor- 
mation and ready access for all men has helped 
immeasurably to expand the knowledge and im- 
prove the calibre of all officers in the department. 


e Innovative Operations and Management Study — 
$50,000 


The Town’s consultant, Harbridge House, is pres- 
ently conducting the department's first supervisory 
training program. This is a very sophisticated train- 
ing segment aimed specifically at the department's 
sergeants, lieutenants, and captains. It will deal with 
the particular responsibilities those men have in di- 
recting their subordinates to complete the mission 
of the department. 


Under the Innovative Operations area of this grant, 
the department in 1973 investigated the acquisition 
of certain types of equipment to enable it to function 
more efficiently. The equipment, which will be 
purchased shortly, includes complete video tape 
system with recorder, a camera, playback unit, and 
editor; radios; and a microfilm system which will 
enable the department to record more accurately 
and store with greater safety the department's 
records. 


Police Department Reorganization 


The Board deemed it appropriate in 1973 to con- 
sider the reorganization of the Police Department 
since there were vacancies in two out of the four 
positions of captain. A revised Table of Organization 
consisting of the four line divisions of Patrol, Crimi- 
nal Investigation, Community Relations, and Ser- 
vices, each headed by a captain, was adopted on 
October 29. The Community Relations Division in- 
cludes the two youth officers previously assigned to 
the Criminal Investigation Division, as well as a posi- 
tion of female patrolman. The Services Division has 
supportive responsibilities for training, records, 
communications, and dog control. In the new 
structure there are 4 captains, 7 lieutenants, 15 
sergeants, 127 patrolmen and 2 parks police offi- 
cers, an increase of one lieutenant and one patrol- 
man. 


Advisory Committee on Police-Community 
Relations 


The Selectmen gave further consideration at mid- 
year to the matter of effecting the following changes 
recommended by the Police-Community Relations 
Committee: the establishment within the Police De- 


partment of a Community Relations Division; the 
incorporation into the Community Relations Divi- 
sion of the Youth Bureau; the establishment of a 
Public Relations Bureau in the Police Department; 
and the establishment of a permanent Advisory 
Committee on Police-Community Relations. Most of 
these recommendations had been implemented in 
the reorganization outlined above. The proposal re- 
garding the establishment of a permanent Advisory 
Committee was adopted by a majority vote on May 
29, with the understanding that the matter of im- 
plementation would be considered at a later date. 
On July 23 the Board formally established an Advi- 
sory Committee on Police-Community Relations 
consisting of the Chief of Police, Police-Community 
Relations Officer, Director of Human Relations — 
Youth Resources, a representative of the Brookline 
Police Association, and seven citizens of the Town. 


The powers and duties of the Advisory Committee 
are several but relate principally to considering all 
complaints from citizens regarding the police after 
they have been handled administratively by the de- 
partment in the usual manner, conducting periodic 
public hearings to inform citizens of police policies 
and practices as well as to provide a forum for citi- 
zen participation, and advising the department in all 
matters related to the development of an ongoing 
training program for all police officers in effective 
police-community relations. The Committee reports 
quarterly to the Board of Selectmen and meets at 
least once every month or more often on call of the 
Chairman or any three members. 


After an intensive recruitment program and several 
interviews, the following were appointed on Oc- 
tober 9 to serve as members of the Advisory Commit- 
tee on Police Community Relations for the term 
noted:

The Selectmen are certain that this committee will 
be a definite asset to the community. By working 
quietly and efficiently, it has already fostered a con- 
siderable degree of joint respect and mutual under- 
standing between the police and the public. 


Educational Incentive Compensation 


The 1973 Annual Town Meeting approved the 
Selectmen's recommendation that an improved 
educational incentive program for police officers be 
established. The specific program presented to 
Town Meeting was particularly tailored to the needs 
of Brookline rather than based on general enabling 
legislation for all communities in the Common- 
wealth. Essentially, it provides for a flat grant which 
does not vary as the person's rate of pay increases; 
payments are related directly to the courses the man 
has completed and the degree obtained. These are 
substantial grants, ranging from $300-$2,500, are 
based upon the progress of a police officer's educa- 
tional career, and are received as a matter of right 
rather than as the result of collective bargaining. 
The program affords substantial latitude for the type 
of education and fields of study so long as the indi- 
vidual is willing to commit 50% of his courses to law 
enforcement, criminal justice, etc. Supervision and 
control of the courses of study are left with the Town 
rather than an outside agency, thereby assuring 
flexibility in determining which courses will be 
deemed acceptable. 


Inasmuch as one of the provisions of the Town Meet- 
ing vote permitted the Selectmen to adopt stan- 
dards to determine eligibility, a sub-committee 
composed of Selectmen Abrams and Kassler was 
designated to develop guidelines for implementing 
the Educational Incentive Pay Plan. The basic re- 
quirements for eligibility are that an officer must 
have completed a course of study (1) in the field of 
law enforcement or criminal justice; (2) in any field 
provided that he has completed a _ substantial 
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number of credits in areas directly related to law 
enforcement or criminal justice; and (3) in any field, 
the pursuit of which the Selectmen deem to be of 
particular benefit to the Police Department and the 
Town. 


Following the sub-committee’s review of all pending 
applications for educational incentive compensa- 
tion, the Board approved payments to 16 officers in 
amounts ranging from $300 to $2,200. 


In recommending the Police Educational Incentive 
Program to Town Meeting and in subsequently im- 
plementing its provisions, the Selectmen reiterated 
their commitment to the concept of encouraging 
members of the Police Department to further their 
education in fields relating to law enforcement and 
providing appropriate compensation for those who 
take this opportunity. 


Police Regulation — Firearms 


The Board held several public hearings on the ques- 
tion of adopting new police regulations, with par- 
ticular attention being given to the section relating 
to the use of firearms and other weapons. Discus- 
sion at these hearings centered on the draft regula- 
tion prepared by the Police Department’s study 
team composed of officers of all ranks and on the 
recommendations of the citizen's task force for 
police-community relations. 


The key question raised during the hearings was 
whether a police officer should be permitted to carry 
a firearm while off-duty. The original proposal onthe 
matter provided that officers, when going off duty, 
should leave their assigned firearms at the Police 
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Station and must secure them in locked racks pro- 
vided by the Department, unless specifically ex- 
cused from doing so by the Chief of Police in writing 
for good and sufficient reason. At the conclusion 
of the hearings the vote adopted by the Board 
specified that officers who retain their firearms 
while off duty would be required to sign out for such 
firearms on an approved form and that officers leav- 
ing their assigned firearms at the Police Station be- 
fore going off duty should deposit same ina locked 
rack provided for such purpose. 


The Board adopted the firearms regulation only 
after devoting several hours to hearing the views of 
the Chief of Police, the Brookline Police Associa- 
tion, and many interested citizens who expressed 
themselves both orally and in writing. The exercise 
was extremely worthwhile in that it resulted in the 
establishment of proper guidelines for the handling 
and keeping of weapons. The Selectmen are con- 
vinced that this problem has been resolved in the 
best interest of the entire community. 


FIRE 


New Responsibilities 


The 1973 Annual Town Meeting authorized the filing 
of legislation abolishing the office of fire commis- 
sioner which had existed since 1899. Under the 
terms of the legislation, the Board of Selectmen 
assumed the powers and duties of the former com- 
missioner, thereby establishing the same relation- 
ship between the Board and the Fire Department as 
has existed with respect to the Police Department 
for many years. 


The Selectmen decided shortly after Town Meeting 
that it would be appropriate for the Board to assume 
the responsibilities of departmental administrator 
prior to formal action by the Legislature. To comply 
with the existing statute, Chairman Kaplan was 
designated to serve as fire commissioner effective 
May 1, with the understanding that all decisions 
relating to the operations of the Fire Department 
would, in fact, be made by all members of the Board. 
This course was discussed in advance with Fire 
Commissioner Arthur A. O’Shea, who had assumed 
the duties of Commissioner upon the sudden death 
of former Commissioner William H. Burke in 1970. In 
acceding to the Board’s request that he administer 
the affairs of the Fire Department on what was con- 
sidered to be an interim basis, Mr. O’Shea, who had 
retired in 1968 after completing a distinguished 
career of 26 years as the Town’s Executive Secre- 
tary, assumed another major responsibility and 
characteristically discharged it in an exemplary 
manner. His efforts resulted in an improved fire ser- 
vice, and the Selectmen are deeply grateful for his 
continued service to the Town. 


We 


Chapter 534 of the Acts of 1973 was enacted by the 
Legislature and accepted by the Selectmen on Au- 
gust 6, thus formalizing the transition process. 


Fire Protection Survey 


We will not attempt to discuss in detailin this section 
of the Annual Report the June, 1973 Fire Protection 
Report submitted by the Municipal Survey Service. 
The principal findings of this survey are reviewed 
and discussed in the Fire Department’s annual re- 
port appearing on Pages 43 and 44. The last such 
survey was conducted by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters in 1956; thus it was felt that another 
comprehensive review of the Town’s fire service 
would be beneficial at this time. Components of the 
study included consideration of the water supply 
pressures and distribution, the effectiveness of fire 
equipment, the reliability of the alarm system, the 
effectiveness of the fire prevention function, and 
general operating efficiencies. 


Some of the survey recommendations already have 
been implemented, while plans are in progress for 
others, particularly in the areas of fire service com- 
munications and emergency response, fire preven- 
tion, and in-service training. The Selectmen intend 
to monitor closely the implementation of the fire 
survey recommendations in order that the commu- 
nity will obtain maximum results in terms of preserv- 
ing the present attractive fire insurance rates and 
improving fire protection. 


Fire Department Inspection Program 


The Board was particularly concerned that the Fire 
Department intensify its program of residential and 
commercial inspections and coordinate its efforts in 
this regard with the Building, Health, and Federal 
Code Agencies. Fire inspection services are per- 
formed in accordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 148 of the General Laws and related fire preven- 
tion regulations. The Fire Prevention Division, 
which was reorganized during the past year, is now — 
composed of two lieutenants and two fire fighters 
who serve as inspectors; one lieutenant is assigned 
full-time to the Health Department for inspection of 
lodging houses, day care centers, etc. Major apart- 
ment and office structures, as well as college dor- 
mitories and houses of worship, are inspected for 
familiarization and fire preplanning purposes by 
company officers. Aschool inspection program was 
reinstituted early in 1973. 


Presently under consideration is the question of 
adopting the National Fire Code, which would 
supplement the existing authority contained in 
Chapter 148, the Fire Prevention Law, and the rules 
and regulations promulgated thereunder. It is felt 
that the adoption of this code, which would be con- 
sistent with and complement the provisions of the 


National Building Code (BOCA) adopted by Town 
Meeting in 1972, would provide the Fire Department 
with the most effective fire prevention code possi- 
ble. 


The Selectmen are pleased to note that there is 


excellent coordination and cooperation at the pres- 
ent time between the Fire, Building, and Health De- 
partments in the matter of code inspections, even 
though present statutes repose specific authority, 
duties, and responsibilities on the inspectors in 
each department. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAINING LEGISLATION 


The Board took a very strong position last fall on 


$.1771, legislation providing for compulsory and 
binding arbitration for fire fighters and policemen. A 
similar bill had been passed in the previous legisla- 
tive session but had been vetoed by Governor 
Sargent. 


Basically, the measure stipulates that in cases 
where police officers and fire fighters are unable to 
reach agreement on a new Collective bargaining 
contract, the dispute can be referred to an arbitra- 
tor. The arbitrator is required under the statute to 


_ choose between the last best offers of the two sides. 


His decision is final and binding and must be sub- 
mitted to the Town’s legislative body for approval 


_within 30 days. The municipality has no alternative 


but to fund the arbitrator's decision. 


Upon learning that this legislation was being con- 
sidered, the Selectmen immediately contacted our 


State Representatives and Senator and expressed 


strong opposition to S.1771. The Board’s position 
was based on its opinion that compulsory arbitra- 
tion would remove fiscal control from the hands of 
elected officials and Town Meeting Members and 


would result in higher costs to taxpayers. Further, 
compulsory arbitration would tend to discourage 
good faith bargaining and would inhibit continua- 
tion of the constructive and productive collective 
bargaining experience which has existed in Brook- 
line since formal collective bargaining commenced 
inthe mid-1960s. It would, in addition, further erode 
the concept of home rule, which has been violated 
by the State Legislature on numerous occasions in 
the past. Finally, passage of this bill was seen as 
the “‘foot-in-the-door’ with the obvious next step 
the inclusion of all employee bargaining units. Inthe 
Board’s judgment, compulsory arbitration over the 
long term would serve neither the interests of the 
cities and towns and the public employee groups 
nor, moreimportantly, the interests of the citizens of 
the Commonwealth. 


We regret to report that our entreaties in this matter 
were unsuccessful. Compulsory arbitration for fire 
fighters and police officers was included in a com- 
prehensive labor relations bill enacted by the Legis- 
lature and signed by the Governor in November, 
1973. Its provisions will take effect on July 1, 1974. 


CONTINUING PROBLEMS AND CONCERNS 


Solid Waste Disposal 


As reported previously, the Town has been explor- 
ing alternative solutions for solid waste manage- 
ment systems which could be coordinated with 
other area or regional plans. We have been under an 
order of the State Department of Public Health to 
comply with the air pollution control regulations by 
July 31, 1975. 


Sanitas Technology and Development Corporation, 
our consultant on this problem, completed its study 
of the Town's refuse collection and disposal system 
last fall and recommended the construction of a 
solid waste transfer station at the site of the munici- 
pal incinerator. This interim solution to the solid 
waste disposal problem is one which will comply 
with the State’s air pollution control regulations and 
be compatible with the developing regional disposal 
plan, and ultimately with the long-range possibilities 
such as an energy plant. 


Our commitment to construct a solid waste transfer 
station has been recognized by the State agencies 
as a sound alternative to the present method of 
handling solid waste disposal in Brookline. Storage 
of the Town’s refuse outside Brookline, utilizing a 
transfer station, will meet the stringent State regula- 
tions, conserve the existing landfill area, and further 
maximize the Town’s disposal options at other 
facilities. There are several existing plants willing 
and able to accept noncompacted disposal waste, 
with others already in the planning stages. 


The following compliance schedule has been sub- 
mitted to the appropriate State officials who have 
indicated their approval of our proposed course: 


1. Plan submission of the selected solid waste 
processing and disposal alternative which 
will satisfy the governing regulations — 
April 30, 1974. 


2. Order applicable pollution abatement or 
processing equipment — May 15, 1974. 


3. Initiate construction of alternative proc- 
essing of pollution abatement system — 
November 1, 1974. 


4. Pollution abatement equipment or alterna- 
tive processing system in operation — May 
Pmicieer 


5. Compliance with Air Pollution Control Reg- 
ulation 2.5 achieved — July 31, 1975. 


The Selectmen view the consultant's proposal as a 
feasible, economical and environmentally compati- 
ble program for meeting the Town’s future solid 
waste requirements as well as those of today. The 
Board emphasized throughout the solid waste study 
process that the effects on the surrounding neigh- 
borhood must be borne in mind and carefully 
analyzed. We are pleased to report that the proposal 
has the endorsement and suppori of the major citi- 
zen groups in the area as well as the League of 
Women Voters, which has been studying the prob- 
lem of solid waste disposal since 1969. 


We remain of the opinion that the eventual solution 
to the solid waste disposal problem lies in a regional 
approach which must be developed in collaboration 
with State agencies and responsible officials in 
neighboring communities. Pending such a regional 
arrangement, it is imperative that the Town move 


immediately to comply with the Air Pollution Control 
Act of 1970. 


Concentrated Code Enforcement 


The Neighborhood Improvement Program, located 
in the Washington Square area, had its inception in 
June, 1971. Scheduled to be completed by April, 
1974, the Program receives % of its funding from the 
Federal Government and the remainder from the 
Town in the form of public improvements or in-kind 
services. The purpose of the program is to arrest the 
spread of housing blight and to restore the stability 
of the Washington Square Neighborhood. This is 
accomplished by an intensified inspection program, 
extensive housing rehabilitation, and a large-scale 
public improvements program. To date approxi- 
mately 95% of the structures in the area have re- 
ceived initial inspection. These inspections showed 
that 70% of the structures-were in some form of 
violation of the State Sanitary Code. While a large 
number of violations found could be deemed minor 
in nature, some conditions were considered dan- 
gerous and given immediate attention. 


The workload for the Improvement Program staff 
now lies in getting those properties which are in 
violation up to code standards. To accomplish this, 
technical assistance is available in the form of con- 
struction advice, writing of construction specifica- 
tions, contractor negotiations, architectural assis- 
tance, and financial assistance in the form of out- 
right grants of up to $3,500 for those who qualify. 
Despite the lack of Federal funding for 3% long-term 
loans, the Neighborhood Improvement Program

staff has developed a sizable private rehabilitation 
workload and is attempting to assist property own- 
ers in removing code violations. Area residents are 
calling for information on everything from whom to 
call to have a handrail installed, to how to build 
masonry retaining walls. In some cases property 
owners have deposited personal funds with the 
Program, just as they would have done in connec- 
tion with a Federal loan, and asked that it be paid out 
to the contractors when the work was completed to 
the satisfaction of both the property owner and the 
Program’s rehabilitation specialist. This arrange- 
ment has enabled the property owners to take ad- 
vantage of all free services, while being protected 
against the possibility of unscrupulous workmen. 


The Summer Work Program, carried out in conjunc- 
tion with the Youth Services Office, provided sum- 
mer jobs for an expanded number (65) of the Town's 
young people from the less advantaged families. 
These youngsters in the 17-21 age group were 
selected from over two hundred applicants and as- 
signed for ten weeks to various Town departments 
to supplement existing staffs, thereby gaining valu- 
able job experience for future use. A highlight of the 
program was a boat tour of Boston Harbor arranged 
through the cooperation of Boston Gas Company. 


The public improvement portion of the Program saw 
the reconstruction of Addington Road, Bartlett 
Street, Bartlett Crescent, Beaconsfield Road, Col- 
bourne Crescent, Tappan Street, and Westbourne 
Terrace. Washington Street and a portion of Beacon 
Street were rehabilitated. Some of the reconstruc- 
tion projects remain unfinished due to a granite 
curbing strike and the arrival of winter, but are 
scheduled to be completed promptly in the spring. 
With close cooperation between the Selectmen's 
Office, the Department of Public Works, the Neigh- 
borhood Improvement Program, and area residents, 
some very unique treatments in the planting of 
shrubs and trees in Washington Square and on 
Beaconsfield Road were implemented. 


Westbourne Terrdce residents were instrumental 
and worked closely with the Engineering staff of the 
Department of Public Works in the imaginative de- 
sign of a bus turn-around in front of the Driscoll 
School for the safety of school children, the use of 
paving brick in place of the former unsightly tree 


lawns, and the planting of shrubbery on unused: 


portions of sidewalk on one side of the street. 


The Washington Square Improvement Program has 
been most productive in terms of improving both the 
neighborhood housing structures and the public 
facilities in the area. Further, the Town’s organiza- 
tion for code enforcement has been substantially 
improved since the inception of the federally sup- 
ported code compliance program in 1967. The im- 
proved methods and procedures which have been 
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developed by the staff of the Neighborhood |Im- 
provement Office will be adapted insofar as practi- 
cable in the operations of the established Town 
agencies with continuing responsibilities inthe area 
of code enforcement. Thus, when the Federal pro- 
gram terminates on December 31, 1974, the Town 
will be prepared to continue concentrated code en- 
forcement at the same level of productivity as ob- 
tained in the Federal code areas. 


Energy Shortage 


The Board made a concerted effort to deal with the 
energy crisis which confronted all segments of the 
community in late 1973. A task force consisting of 
the Executive Secretary to the Board of Selectmen, 
Purchasing Agent, Commissioner of Public Works, 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools — Funds and 
Facilities, Director of Public Health, and the Build- 
ing Commissioner was established to develop re- 
commendations for reductions in energy consump- 
tion at the local level. The charge to the task force on 
the energy shortage was to approach the problem as 
realistically as possible and develop a feasible plan 
for implementation, both on an immediate and ona 
long-range basis. 


Priority rankings were established for heating fuel 
reflecting the necessity of conducting vital public 
services suchas Fire, Police, Central Administration 
(Town Hall), certain Department of Public Works 
activities and Public Health. Secondary priorities 
were considered to be Education, Library Services, 
and Recreation. Eleven interim recommendations 
were submitted by the task force and approved by 
the Selectmen on November 19 for immediate im- 
plementation. They included the following: that 
stringent measures be adopted to reduce the con- 
sumption of fuel in all public buildings; that meet- 
ings of boards and commissions be restricted to 
Monday and Tuesday evenings at Town Hall; that 
the Purchasing Agent be directed to purchase com- 
pact and sub-compact cars insofar as possible; that 
all departments be directed to turn off lights during 
daylight hours on bright, sunny days; and that 
businesses be encouraged to restrict their use of 
advertising and decorating lights and to turn off all 
unnecessary lighting after closing hours. These 
specific steps were part of the overall Town program 
aimed at achieving a decrease in energy use of 15 
percent. Department heads were further requested 
to develop contingency plans for reductions of 30 
percent and 50 percent should that become neces- 
sary. 


In addition, a priority system for dispensing gasoline 
was instituted based on the Town’s expected alloca- 
tion of 30,000 gallons per month, which was later 
reduced to 27,000 gallons. A reduced allocation of 
15 percent was applied to all departments, and it 


was further decided to discontinue separate gar- 
bage collections, sidewalk plowing, and snow re- 
moval from the commercial areas; eliminate as 
many vehicles as possible; and arrange all investiga- 
tions and inspections by scheduled appointments. 
The policy decision with respect to sidewalk plow- 
ing was later modified to permit resumption of plow- 
ing on certain streets. 


The Selectmen designated the Health Department 
as the Town’s central housing assistance office 
under the administrative coordination of the Health 
Director. This action was taken because of the 
Board’s concern for the health and safety of 
Brookline’s elderly population if temperatures re- 


mained below 70° for any length of time. We were 
fortunate in not having to implement the contin- 
gency plan of setting up emergency shelters and 
programs for the care of the elderly during the fuel 
shortage. 


We are pleased to report that all Town agencies 
cooperated in the endeavor to conserve and to re- 
duce gasoline consumption. Despite these efforts, 
however, substantial budgetary deficits had to be 
replenished either by Reserve Fund or Surplus Re- 
venue transfers. The operating budget increase for 
FY 75 due to the ramifications of the energy shor- 
tage amounts to approximately $500,000. 


RESTRUCTURING AND STUDIES IN PROGRESS 


Department of Transportation 


Prior to 1968, there had been considerable difficulty 
in coordinating action on traffic matters due to the 
lack of centralized authority and control. At the time 
of the enactment of Chapter 375 of the Acts of 1968, 
legislation establishing a Department of Traffic and 
Parking in the Town, it was felt that all authority to 
act with respect to these matters should be vested 
exclusively in a professional department head, the 
Traffic Director. That legislation essentially followed 
the Cambridge ordinance which centralized re- 
sponsibility for the entire traffic and parking func- 
tion in the person of the City’s Director of Traffic. 


The 1968 law also provided for a citizen Traffic Ap- 
peals Board which had authority to void regulations 
adopted by the Director if petitioned by at least 50 
registered voters but which could not act at all upon 
its own initiative. A Traffic Advisory Board com- 
posed largely of department heads advised the Di- 
rector as requested but had no substantive author- 
ity. A citizen Advisory Committee created by bylaw 
similarly advised the Board of Selectmen on general 
policy matters relating to the circulation of vehicles 
and pedestrians and enforcement of traffic regula- 
tions, again without substantive authority. 


While the former statute had served to relieve the 
Board of Selectmen of involvement with day-to-day 
traffic matters, it had created other problems. The 
Town as a body politic was severely limited in its 
ability to formulate and implement policy for the 
department at a time of rapidly increasing citizen 
interest in and concern with the impact of the au- 
tomobile on the quality of life in Brookline. Certain 
operational difficulties also had been noted during 
the period of our experience with the former ar- 
rangement. 


The vacancy in the position of Director of Traffic and 
Parking which arose when the former Traffic Direc-

tor entered private consulting practice this past 
summer, presented the Selectmen with an oppor- 
tunity to examine the statute as well as the 
department’s operating practices and procedures 


with a view toward making any desirable legislative © 


and/or organizational changes prior to appointing a 
new Director. This approach was concurred in by 
the Advisory Committee on Traffic and Parking and 
was strongly endorsed by interested citizens 
throughout the town. In general, it was felt that the 
Town's policies concerning traffic, parking, and 
transportation should be redefined with a simul- 
taneous reorganization of the Traffic and Parking 
Department. 


The new statute which was proposed by the Select- 
men and adopted by the October, 1973 Special 
Town Meeting provides a careful balance of author- 
ity, giving a citizen board a real voice in policy for- 
mulation while assuring sufficient insulation of the 
Professional staff from public pressure to make 
possible efficient day-to-day operation of the de- 
partment. 


i 


In brief, the key provisions of the Act are as follows: 


(1) The present arrangement of a Traffic Ad- 
visory Board and Traffic Appeals Board will 
be replaced by a single Transportation 
Board. This six-member board to be ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen will have author- 
ity to set traffic policy and issue regulations 
as required. 


The qualifications for the position of Direc- 
tor of Transportation are broad and flexible 
in order to provide an opportunity to re- 
cruit a professional person skilled in all 
facets of transportation planning and op- 
erations. 
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The Transportation Board can adopt, alter, 
or repeal new rules or regulations only 
after public notice and at a public meeting 
if it determines by the vote of at least four 
members that such actions serve the pub- 
lic safety, welfare, environment, or conve- 
nience. Implementation of such rules and 
regulations must be deferred until 30 days 
have expired following formal publication 
unless urgent action is required in the in- 
terest of public safety or welfare. 


An appeals process is established by which 
a small number of registered voters of the 
town (10) can petition the Board of Select- 
men for review and repeal of any rule or 
regulation adopted by the Transportation 
Board. 


The Selectmen would like to extend their apprecia- 
tion to Robert E. Hillman, Chairman of the Traffic 
Advisory Board; to the members of the Conservation 
Commission; and to several citizens who contrib- 
uted to the formulation of this proposal. 


(4) 


While many traffic issues are technical ones to be 
dealt with by a professional, many others involve 
priority ordering and convenience balancing which 
the citizens themselves should influence. Pro- 
cedurally, the establishment of a citizen Transporta- 
tion Board with continuing responsibility and au- 
thority should markedly improve communication 
between the department and residents of the com- 
munity. With increased citizen input and a major 
change in the focus of the department to a broader 
consideration of the environmental impacts of au- 
tomobile traffic and Town programs for transporta- 
tion alternatives to the private automobile, our goals 
and objectives in this area should be capable of 
achievement. 


Division of Human Relations — Youth Resources 


An important change in the Town’s organizational 
structure was agreed upon at recent conferences 
between the Board of Selectmen and the Human 
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Relations Commission, one which will be submitted 
to the 1974 Annual Town Meeting for ratification. 
This would provide for a consolidation of the func- 
tions of the Division of Youth Resources and the 
Human Relations Commission into one administra- 
tive agency, the Division of Human Relations — 
Youth Resources under the direction of a Director of 
Human Relations — Youth Resources. The pro- 
posed bylaw amendments also provide for the ex- 
pansion of the Human Relations Commission to 15 
members and the establishment of a standing com- 
mittee on youth. 


The program budget for FY 75 reflects this cen- 
tralized department, with sub-programs established 
in the areas of administration, youth affairs, and 
affirmative action. The Director has already effected 
a staff consolidation to the point where the perma- 
nent and temporary employees of both agencies are 
working out of the same office. 


Legal Services Study Committee 


In 1971 the Selectmen concluded that the legal ser- 
vices function should be handled by a law firm with 
expertise in all facets of municipal law. Several law 
firms were interviewed, and after careful considera- 
tion, the firm of Tyler and Reynolds was selected. 
Under this arrangement, the firm’s principal rep- 
resentative in Brookline serves as general counsel 
to the Board of Selectmen and to the Town’s other 
officials, boards, and commissions. He is supported 
by other members of the firm who possess 
specialized knowledge in several areas of municipal 
law — for instance, eminent domain proceedings, 
code enforcement prosecutions, major rent control 
litigation, appellate tax board matters, defense of 
suits, claims and actions against the Town, and a 
wide variety of other items. 


Although the Town’s experience to date with this 
arrangement has been favorable, the Selectmen 
deemed it desirable in June, 1973 to appoint a legal 
services study committee which would review the 
entire gamut of legal services provided for the Town. 
Such a study would include consideration of all pre- 
vious Surveys and reports on this subject with a view 
toward determining the most effective and econom- 
ical method of conducting the legal service func- 
tion. Specifically, the study would include, but not 
necessarily be limited to, the following: the current 
demand for legal services; the manner in which 
these services are being provided by the firm of Tyler 
and Reynolds; the problems, if any, with regard to 
the availability of legal services to the various de- 
partments; how services can be improved; and how 
the manner in which legal services are performed in 
Brookline compares with the systems in effect in 
other municipalities and in large private corpora- 
tions. In sum, the purpose of the study would be to 
ascertain the best means of providing competent 


legal services to the Town, taking into consideration 
cost, staff requirements, operational efficiency, and 
the service demands of the Town departments.

Since beginning their deliberations in October, the 
committee has conferred with city solicitors and 
town counsels from other municipalities, the heads 


of major departments, representatives of certain 
boards and commissions, several members of the 
Board of Selectmen, a representative of the Advis- 
ory Committee, and David M. Roseman, Esq. of Tyler 
and Reynolds. The committee has been giving par- 
ticular attention to the scope of services included in 
the contract with Tyler and Reynolds and to those 
few areas specifically excluded from the contrac- 
tual arrangement. Additionally, the committee has 
been reviewing the summary of appropriations and 
expenditures for legal services during the past 10 
years and the reports of previous legal services 
study committees in 1968 and 1971. 


The Board is indeed fortunate to obtain the services 
of the outstanding citizens serving on this commit- 
tee. We look forward to receiving their report in the 
near future. 


AFFIRMATIVE ACTION PROGRAMS 


Considerable progress was made during the year 
with regard to the affirmative action programs gov- 
erning employment procedures in the town and the 
solicitation of minority vendors and contractors. On 
the recommendation of the Human Relations Com- 
mission, the Selectmen voted to adopt affirmative 
action employment procedures which are designed 
to increase job opportunities for minorities in all 
agencies and departments of the Town. Most of the 
Town positions are, of course, governed by civil 
service regulations. Whenever a job opening occurs 
in any Town department, however, notice of the 
Opening is publicly advertised and prominently 
posted, and full notification of job titles, descrip- 
tions and salary ranges are forwarded to the Human 
Relations Commission. The Commission's staff 
then aids Town agencies and departments in en- 
couraging minority candidates to apply for job op- 
portunities and, if qualified, in facilitating their 
employment. 


The affirmative action program for minority vendors 
and contractors which was adopted in 1972 has also 
progressed very well. As the result of meetings ar- 
ranged by the Purchasing Agent and the Director of 
Human Relations, 55 minority businesses have been 
added to the Purchasing Department's bidders list 
for various categories of supplies and equipment. 
An orientation meeting was held in April and was 


attended by approximately 20 minority business 
representatives. Since that time bids have been sent 
to all companies on the list as requirements for the 
various items occurred. The largest number of po- 
tential minority contractors seems to fall in the 
categories of cleaning services, printing, and man- 
ufacturers and sellers of wooden furniture. 


In addition to maintaining bid lists and encouraging 
minority bidders wherever possible, we have at- 
tempted to publicize the affirmative action program 
to as many other cities and towns as possible, with 
the request that they consider adopting a similar 
policy. Purchasing Agent Edward F. Clasby in- 
cluded the subject of affirmative action in a lecture 
which he gave at the Massachusetts Institute for 
Governmental Services Purchasing Seminar. All 
municipal officials attending this seminar received a 
copy of the Board of Selectmen's vote adopting an 
affirmative action program for minority vendors and 


contractors as well as a copy of our proposal for | 


implementing the program. A copy of the Town's 
bylaw in this area has been included in the 
Massachusetts Municipal Purchasing Guide. 


All of the foregoing reflects the Selectmen’s com- 
mitment to strong and effective affirmative action 
programs in the major areas identified by the Human 
Relations Commission as requiring attention. 


BICENTENNIAL COMMISSION 


In order to prepare for the Town's participation in 
the 1976 Bicentennial celebration, the Selectmen, in 
March, 1973, established a Bicentennial Commis- 
sion for the Town. This commission, which is 
chaired by Jason Aisner, has met several times since 
its formation and has organized itself into commit- 
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tees dealing with (1) the preparation of a com- 
memorative map with the 1640 Map of Brookline as 
a base; (2) creation of a bicentennial park which 
would be developed in cooperation with the Park 
and Recreation Department, Conservation Com- 
mission, the Southern Brookline Garden Club, and

other interested community organizations; (3) his- 
torical update of the Town, supplementing earlier 
histories written by Nina Little and Charles Blan- 
chard; (4) development of an art project involving 
the school children and Brookline merchants; and 
(5) a pageant to be held on April 19, 1975 in connec- 


tion with the official start of the Bicentennial. 


These committees are now formulating specific ac- 
tivities which will be treated in considerable detail in 
subsequent reports. Despite the lack of Federal and 
State funding for local observances, it is important 
that Brookline, with its rich heritage, play a signifi- 
cant role in the Bicentennial celebration. 


“TERRA COGNITA”’ AT TOWN HALL 


The Selectmen would like to take the opportunity 


_ afforded by this report to acknowledge the generos- 
| ity of Mr. and Mrs. C. Fayette Taylor, 24 Monmouth 


Court, in offering to the Town Mr. Taylor’s piece of 
sculpture called ‘Terra Cognita’. Mr. Taylor was a 
professor at M.I.T. in Mechanical Engineering until 
1965, when he retired to become a professional ar- 
tist. His work in metal sculpture has developed over 


| the past ten years, and is now his principal activity. 


The Board believes that the lobby of Town Hall

adornment and has requested the Building Com- 


mission and the Planning Board to recommend a 
suitable setting. “Terra Cognita’” is now being 
shown as part of the New England Sculptors’ As- 
sociation exhibit at Boston City Hall. 


In offering this gift, Mr. and Mrs. Taylor noted that 
they were doing so in appreciation of the privilege of 
having resided in Brookline for the past 24 years. In 
accepting it on behalf of all the residents of Brook- 
line, the Selectmen conveyed grateful thanks and 
would now like to recognize and salute publicly 
these generous and public-spirited citizens.

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APPOINTMENTS DURING THE YEAR 


Department Heads 


The year 1973 brought the following changes in 
Department Heads. These most recent appoint- 
ments add to the number of skilled professional 
department heads and experienced administrative 
personnel which the community presently has in its 
employ. 


e Dr. Evelyn M. Kirrane, a professionally qualified 
career employee of the Recreation Division, was 
appointed as Director of the Recreation Division on 
April 15, succeeding James J. Lynch who retired on 
that date. Miss Kirrane, well Known for her contribu- 
tions indeveloping the Town's recreation programs, 
has been employed by the Recreation Division since 
1947, serving as a Recreation Supervisor until 1960 
when she was appointed Assistant Superintendent.

STATUS REPORT ON THE ARTICLES IN THE WARRANT 


1973 Annual Town Meeting 


With regard to articles relating to legislation, bills 
concerning retroactive payments to Fire Depart- 
ment employees (Article 5); retroactive payments to 
Police Department employees (Article 6); abolition 
of position of Fire Commissioner and removal of 
position of Chief of Police from Civil Service (Article 
13); and repeal of the requirement that the Director 
of Public Health be a medical doctor (Article 34) 
have been enacted and implementation of the legis- 
lative authority completed. 


The status of the following articles relating to capital 
improvements projects is as follows: 


Article 14 


Sewer and Drain Improvements $70,000 


Sewer and drain repairs have been completed in 
Woodland Road, Eliot Street, Park Street, Man- 
chester Road, Naples Road, Brington Road, 
Chestnut Street and Boylston Street amounting 
to $56,000+. Repairs are programmed for six lo- 
cations when construction begins in the spring. 
This work has been done under a contract with 
Joseph Capone & Son, Inc. prepared by the En- 
gineering Division. 


Article 15 


Water Main Improvements $130,000 
Water mains in Sumner Road, Gardner Road, 
Beacon Street, Cypress Street and Highland 
Road have been cleaned and lined under a con- 
tract with the Ameron Pipe Lining Co., Inc. 


Article 16 


Highway Construction Chapter 90 $94,600 
Three streets were completed this year under the 
Chapter 90 Program: Beverly Road under a con- 
tract with the Belli Construction Co. for $27,070; 
LaGrange Street under a contract with Capone 
Brothers, Inc. for $37,190; and Tappan Street 
under a contract with Arnold Belli, Inc. for 
$180,000. Beverly Road and LaGrange Street 
were resurfacing projects supervised by the 
State. Tappan Street reconstruction was super- 
vised by the Brookline Public Works Department. 


Article 17 


Water Division Storage Facility $68,709 
A contract has been signed with the Bratko Corp. 
and work is under way with completion expected 
by early spring. 


Article 18 


Construction of Pedestrian Bridge 


over Washington Street $440,000 


A contract was signed with the Wales Corp. for 
$413,000. Although problems with various public 
utilities interfered with the progress of the work, 
the spans were placed December 15, 1973. Incle- 
ment weather and the Energy Crisis caused the 
contractor to suspend operations during the 
winter. It is anticipated that the Project will be 
completed in the late spring. 


Article 22 


Ice Skating Rink 


Anderson Park—Reconstruction $160,000 


Bids were opened on March 7 and the Park and 
Recreation Commission plans to request 
$145,000 in supplementary funds at the 1974 
Annual Town Meeting. 


Article 23 


Schick Park—Reconstruction $56,000 


Bids were opened on January 15 and the contract 
has been awarded to Heavey Landscape and 
Gardening Corp. in the amount of $42,974. The 
reconstruction of Schick Park will commence in 
the spring. 


Article 26 — The vote adopted under Article 26, 
which approved the construction of four night- 
lighted tennis courts at Soule Recreation Center, 
was rescinded at the October 15th Special Town 
Meeting, the Park and Recreation Commission after 
further study having determined that an alternate 
location was more suitable. This project will be re- 
submitted to the 1974 Annual Town Meeting. 


Article 27 — In accordance with the resolution 
adopted under Article 27, the Park and Recreation 
Commission is pursuing the construction of an in- 
door ice skating rink, and has submitted for inclu- 
sion in the Warrant for the 1974 Annual Town Meet- 
ing a request for funds for plans and specifications. 


Article 31 — With respect to the leasing of the 
State-owned land on Boylston Street between War- 
ren Street and Hedge Road for school parking pur- 
poses in connection with the development of the 
New Lincoln School, the State has requested that 
the Town complete an Environmental Assessment 
Form. This Form has been referred to the Planning 
Director and on its completion will be submitted to 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Works. A 
determination will then be made as to whether an 
environmental impact report is necessary. 
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Article 33 — The vote adopted under this Article 
authorized the establishment of a Comprehensive 
Plan Review Commission to work with the Planning 
Board. The Commission has requested that the time 
for completion of this directive be extended until 
such time as the Comprehensive Plan, as revised, 
has been approved by the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board and the Comprehensive Plan 
Review Commission submitted their recommenda- 
tions on Zoning By-law amendments which were 
acted upon at the December 10 Special Town Meet- 
ing in accordance with the schedule established 
under this Article. The latter part of the Town Meet- 
ing directive states that other parts of the Com- 
prehensive Plan not included in the Land Use Re- 
port and recommendations due before October 29 
be submitted to the Selectmen as soon as practica- 
ble thereafter, butin any event not later than 30 days 
prior to the commencement of the 1974 Annual 
Town Meeting, and that the Comprehensive Plan 
and Report be submitted for action at the 1974 Town 
Meeting. The Commission submitted an interim re- 
port prior to February 5, 30 days before the first part 
of the Annual Town Meeting, with the request that 
the time for submission of its final report be ex- 
tended from 30 days prior to the 1974 Annual Town 


Landscaping improvements at the Hearthstone 
Plaza along the MBTA Riverside Line in the Marsh Urban 
Renewal Area 


Meeting until 30 days prior to the next Town Meeting 
following the adoption of the revised Comprehen- 
sive Plan by the Planning Board. The Commission 
anticipates that it will be dissolved by the Selectmen 
as soon asthe Town Meeting has acted upon its final 
report, as suggested in the vote establishing the 
Commission. 


October 15 Special Town Meeting 


Article 1 — Further clarifying amendments to Chap- 
ter 310 of the Acts of 1971, entitled ‘An Act providing 
for the payment of funeral and burial expenses of 
fire fighters and police officers killed in the perfor- 
mance of duty,”’ which was accepted at this Special 
Town Meeting, have been submitted to the legisla- 
ture for enactment at the 1974 Session. 


Article 5 — The Selectmen’s committee appointed 
to consider the feasibility and suitability of acquiring 
the St. Mark’s Methodist Church property is pursu- 
ing its study in anticipation of submitting its recom- 
mendation to the 1974 Annual Town Meeting. 
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Article 9 — Alteration and widening of the northeast 
corner of Holden Street and Pierce Street — the 
taking has been completed and recorded; construc- 
tion is scheduled in the spring.

EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


The year 1973 was an extremely active one for the 
Executive Secretary's Office, with emphasis di- 
rected toward improving the Town’s operating 
budget system, providing better staff assistance to 
the Selectmen in the interest of assuring policy de- 
cisions based upon complete factual information 
and data, instituting a new system aimed at facilitat- 
ing the disposition of citizen complaints and re- 
quests for service, and coordinating the myriad ac- 
tivities of twenty-five departments, boards and 
commissions, plus a number of ad hoc and special 
study committees. 


Program Budget 

Our primary involvement was, of necessity, the con- 
version to a program-type budget for all depart- 
ments and agencies of the Town. 


With the total Town budget now exceeding $35 mil- 
lion, the Selectmen determined early in 1973 that in 
the interest of meaningful budget review, we should 
convert to a Program Budget system for FY 75. Such 
a refinement in the Town’s budgetary procedures 
had been under consideration for several years but 
one problem or another, most recently the necessity 
to prepare an 18-month operating budget to coin- 
cide with the new fiscal cycle, forced its postpone- 
ment. Our former line-item, object-of-expenditure 
type budget doubtless was one of the best of its 
kind, not only in this area but throughout the coun- 
try. However, the sheer size of the document and the 
requirement for a line-by-line review of each 
department's requested appropriations had re- 
sulted in a time-consuming and relatively unre- 
vealing annual experience. 


The benefits of both the process and its product, the 
program budget, are extensive. First, for the Execu- 
tive Secretary, Selectmen, and Advisory Committee, 
who must monitor and review operating depart- 
ments, program budgeting provides a better under- 
standing of what each department is doing or trying 
to do. Moreover, because it lays out the purposes, 
anticipated outputs, and costs of each program 
within the departments, it makes it possible to com- 
pare the costs and benefits of the various activities. 
Such information facilitates the tasks of choosing 
priorities, assessing the impact of required budget 
cuts, and developing overall budget recommenda- 
tions. It enables the Selectmen and Advisory Com- 
mittee to make sounder decisions on policies and 
programs and thus better fulfill their public respon- 
sibilities. 
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At the operating level, the program budget process 
redirects administrative attention toward program 
output and the control of the quality of these ser- 
vices. Because traditional budget and management 
methods emphasize the control of expenditures and 
the use of the inputs, i.e., personnel, equipment, 
etc., the purposes of activities were easily lost sight 
of. Finally, the process helps administrative officers 
identify areas where needs are not being met, where 
services are duplicated, or where services are avail- 
able, yet not recognized by the community. Because 
departments are required to state their objectives, it 
creates a basis for departmental accountability. 


For the members of the community who must ulti- 
mately bear the cost burden for municipal services, 
program budgeting offers a clearer picture of what 
their tax dollars are buying, and it should provide 
numerous opportunities for the community to ex- 
press its needs and desires to the various depart- 
ments prior to and during the budget development 
process. Only too often did the traditional system of 
budget preparation entail simply adding a ‘‘reason- 
able’’ increase to last year’s budget in order to arrive 
at a new budget request, thus usually failing to de- 
termine in any formal way whether the services were 
still needed by the Town, or whether improvements 
were required. 


The Selectmen’s administrative staff recommended 
that the transition to a fully integrated program 
budget be accomplished in stages and for the first 
year that it be carried out within the framework of 
the present departments. Such an approach was 
essential in order that the process would be control- 
led and fully understood by all concerned. An addi- 
tional reason for retaining the existing jurisdictional 
lines was the necessity to relate the budget to the 
Comptroller's method of appropriation accounting 
and to adapt it to the Town’s new computer system. 


It was possible in this first year of program budget- 
ing to compare and evaluate the relative merits of 
many ongoing activities; however, it was difficult, as 
expected at this early stage in the process, to rede- 
fine priorities, finalize value judgments, and achieve 
meaningful cost savings — a few of the main goals 
associated with the budget conversion. Pending 
such considerations and results and further refine- 
ments in the preparation of program budgets, it was 
the Executive Secretary's recommendation and the 
Selectmen's stated budget policy that, except for 
extraordinary circumstances, no new programs be 


instituted at this time. In other words, we attempted 
to place primary emphasis on clearly delineating the 
scope and cost of previously approved programs 
without complicating the exercise by introducing 
new elements. 


All department heads, boards, and commissions are 
to be commended for their cooperation, diligence, 
and achievement in submitting program budgets 
which have evoked many favorable comments and 
which, with further refinements, will be of inestima- 
ble value in the years ahead. it was a major effort 
involving countless hours of preparation; the re- 
sults, | believe, reflect great credit on all those who 
participated in the process. 


Community Development — The Executive and 
Planning Relationship 


Federal administrative changes made over the past 
two years have markedly shifted the direction of 
housing and community development programs. 
Basically, these directions, called ‘‘the new 
federalism,’ are a shift of responsibility from the 
Federal to State and local governments. Stated ina 
different way, these directions reject a lead by the 
Federal government in establishing national objec- 
tives and priorities in the community development 
field and in Federal assistance programs to achieve 
them. This shift is a basic reversal of the trend that 
began in the 1930s and reached its climax during the 
1960s in a broad range of categorical assistance 
programs designed to achieve specific national 
purposes. These policy directions are generally 
geared to giving more responsibility and decision- 
making to general purpose State and local govern- 
ments: special revenue sharing for urban commu- 
nity development, for example, is to be directed to 
States, cities, and counties rather than to the tradi- 
tional local public agencies. They also involve the 
use of general formulae (population, poverty, etc.) 
for the distribution of assistance funds rather than 
relying on applications from local communities; this 
approach is seen in both general and special 
revenue sharing legislation. Still further, these pol- 
icy directions contain a strong preference for having 
responsibility assumed by the individual rather than 
by a governmental entity. 


Overriding all of these policy directions is the basic 
goal of reducing both the Federal government es- 
tablishment and its costs. The change in direction at 
the Federal level makes it compelling for all local 
communities to develop a new approach to the 
manner in which they conduct urban renewal and 
development programs in general. AS community 
development revenue sharing becomes a reality, itis 
increasingly urgent to add support to each locality’s 
executive capacity to propose, manage, and 
evaluate development programs. The Department of 
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Housing and Urban Development, under its com- 
prehensive planning and management assistance 
(701) programs, has as one of its primary goals im- 
provement of government management at the local 
level. It seeks to assure the implementation of plans 
by improving the ability of mayors, city and town 
managers, and boards of selectmen to identify prob- 
lems, develop policies and programs, and evaluate 
their effectiveness. AS communities begin to pre- 
pare for the effective use of community develop- 
ment revenue sharing, which is expected to become 
available during the next year, this program can be 
important in building the executive’s capacity to 
plan and manage community development pro- 
grams. 


The Town of Brookline has received a grant of 
$20,000 in 701 program planning assistance funds 
which will be most helpful in strengthening the 
community management function by giving special 
emphasis to the relationship between executive 
management and the planning process. Since the 
basic goal of the planning assistance grant is to 
improve the program management and evaluation 
function of town government, an integral part of the 
program is the necessity for close coordination and 
cooperation among the various town departments 
and agencies. To achieve this, the Executive Secre- 
tary is directing the coordination of the program, 
and the Board of Selectmen serves as the program's 
general policy-making body. The Planning Director 
has been designated by the Selectmen as the ad- 
ministrator directly responsible for the technical 
supervision and administration of the planning as- 
sistance program. 


It is felt that by analyzing current programs and 
community development elements through the 
comprehensive planning assistance program, many 
of the problems (both existing and potential) can be 
minimized. To date under the prescribed work pro- 
gram, top priority has been given to increased citi- 
zen participation. This has been basically in re- 
sponse to one of the three major goals of the execu- 
tive management and coordination function of the 
program: 


To improve citizen awareness of development is- 
sues and to insure that the decisions reached will 
be responsive to the needs of residents directly 
affected by development policies and programs 
as well as to the needs of the community and the 
region. 


Other specific work elements under the program 
are: (1) developing a system to utilize existing data 
as a planning and management tool; (2) completing 
the current revision of the Comprehensive Plan; (3) 
developing a Housing Work Program — the 1968 
Neighborhood Analyses and the CRP housing 
studies will be updated and amplified with a re- 


newed focus on the issue of low and moderate in- 
come housing; consideration will also be given to 
the level of efficiency and effectiveness of housing 
services such as inspections, code enforcement, 
police and fire protection, snow removal, etc.; (4) 
revising Brookline’s environmental and design re- 
view regulations in order to streamline administra- 
tive implementation of the environmental impact 
and design review process including the prepara- 
tion of a standardized impact statement form; (5) 
defining the scope of future renewal activities; and 
(6) maintaining continued involvement with the Bos- 
ton Transportation Planning Review to encourage 
improvement of mass transit facilities and service. 


As special revenue sharing begins to replace 
categorical grants for development programs, 
Brookline is moving ahead in developing its own 
administrative mechanism to handle the town’s 
future needs in this area. 


Centralized Complaint Procedure 


It had become increasingly evident during the past 
year or two that the adoption of new procedures in 
the Selectmen's Office for the prompt disposition of 
citizen complaints and requests for service was im- 
perative. The level of activity in this area had 
reached approximately 50 such matters each week, 
including referrals from the Board of Selectmen, 
written communications, and telephone calls. There 
had been suggestions from time to time in the past 
that serious consideration should be given to the 
establishment of a central complaint office or om- 
budsman as several other communities already had 
done. Pending further study, however, and bearing 
in mind current budgetary constraints, we decided 
to forego such a far-reaching change at this time, 
but to institute internal procedures for dealing with 
this problem within the Town’s administrative of- 
fice. 


In June, 1973, the Executive Secretary recom- 
mended to the Board of Selectmen that a new syS- 
tem of departmental communication be established 
to assure the prompt handling of complaints and 
requests for service filed with this office. Such a 
system of internal control or centralized ‘‘tickler 
file” would enable us to pinpoint at any time the 
Status of a particular complaint and facilitate its 
disposition. The Board agreed with the suggested 
approach to this problem and requested that de- 
tailed instructions for implementing this new pro- 
cedure be established forthwith and forwarded to all 
Town departments. 


Basically, the new system Operates as follows: The 
particular complaint or service request is first re- 
corded on a worksheet at the Selectmen’s Office; it 
is then typed onto a triplicate form with the Original 
and first copy being sent to the appropriate Town 
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agency, while the second copy Is retained in a sus- 
pense file in the Selectmen's Office. A specific time 
limit for response is prescribed at the time of refer- 


_ral. In the “‘report’”’ section of the form, the referral 


agency describes any actions taken or those plan- 
ned in response to the complaint or request. The 
original copy is then returned to the administrative 
office, along with any necessary supporting papers. 
The first copy is retained by the referral agency. 
Laurence S. Duffy, Administrative Assistant — 
Budget and Management, then conveys the action 
taken on the matter to the originator of the com- 
plaint or request. 


The new system has worked very well since its adop- — 
tion early last fall, and over 100 matters have been 
resolved quickly and to the satisfaction of con- 
cerned citizens in addition to many more which did 
not require formal referral but could be handled bya 
simple phone call. We have stressed to the various 
departments that they are to continue to service the 
large majority of complaints and service requests 
that are received on a daily basis at Town Hall. The 
new procedure established in the Selectmen’s 
Office is designed to facilitate the prompt disposi- 
tion of those items which are referred here because 
citizens feel that their complaint has not been hand- 
led satisfactorily by a particular department in the 
first instance or in cases where the subject matter is 
clearly within the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Selectmen. In other words, it is not our intention to 
assume any of the present responsibilities of the 
several departments but to systematize the 
Selectmen’s internal procedures in this most impor- 
tant area of community public relations. 


Improved Communications System 


The rapidly escalating cost of our central telephone 
service at Town Hall has been of considerable con- 
cern to budget reviewing authorities for some time. 
In addition to the cost factor, we had received 
numerous complaints from citizens attempting to 
reach Town Hall, who were unable to make a con- 
nection. Also, Town employees, teachers, princi- 
pals, and department heads were having difficulty in 
placing outgoing calls due to the inadequate 
number of lines available. 


There were further operational difficulties as- 
sociated with the consolidated Town Hall switch- 
board, as both telephone operators were required to 
handle School Department and Town Hall lines. This 
situation did not lend itself to a smooth flowing 
switchboard operation, nor did the time spent by the 
operators in directing calls to various agencies en- 
hance operational efficiency. In sum, the telephone 
system was seriously inefficient and did not effec- 
tively handle our communications requirements. 


In dealing with this problem, it was important to 
consider the fact that the School Department was 
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Town Hall Telephone Operators Lillian Kivian and Patricia 
Paige Become Familiar With Series 200 Console 


using over 50 percent of the existing telephone 
equipment and that construction of the New Pierce 
School and renovation of the Lawrence School 
would generate a substantial additional burden on 
an already overtaxed system. An indepth communi- 
cations study conducted last spring resulted in the 
recommendation that the School Department’s 
equipment and lines should be separated from the 
Town Hall system, and a modern Series 200 Feature 
Service Dial System with console switchboard and 
related equipment should be installed to service the 
school needs. Complementary recommendations 
called for the addition of lines and telephone in- 
struments in those schools where a lack of tele- 
phone equipment created an inefficient method of 
operation as well as the inclusion of the Health De- 
partment as part of the Town Hall telephone system 
and removal of their present manual switchboard. 


We are pleased to report that significant benefits 
have already been achieved since the new console 
was installed in November, 1973. Monthly charges 
for telephone equipment and service have been re- 
duced substantially, and better service to residents 
of the town has reduced irritation and frustration. 
Calls are now processed faster, since there is con- 
siderably more potential for direct dialing and thus 
the need for operator assistance in placing calls is 
virtually eliminated. 
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Youth Intern Program 


The Selectmen’s Office and several other depart- 
ments in Town Hall have been participating in the 
Individualized Studies Program conducted at 
Brookline High School under the direction of Mrs. 
Anita Firestone. This program, which has been 
evolving over the past six years, allows selected 
students to earn credit for field experience in which 
they are involved for a minimum of six hours weekly. 
Participants contract with Mrs. Firestone, and they 
reflect different ability levels and varying interests. 
The program is designed to provide something very 
unusual in depth for the students to learn from and 
to develop their interests — if not into a career, at 
least into something which broadens their under- 
standing of the people and the problems which oc- 
cupy the world outside of the classroom. 


Rena Weiss and Stephen Rothstein were assigned 
this past year to observe meetings of the Board of 
Selectmen and the administrative operations of the 
Selectmen's Office. Other students participating in 
this program during 1973 and the departments to 
which they were assigned are as follows: Leslie 
Cohen, Personnel — School Department; Jerome 
Tisser and Karl Gee, Conservation; and Sepp 
Bergschneider, Planning. In addition, several stu- 
dents attended a Criminal Justice Seminar which 
was given by Lieutenant Richard Trahon of the 
Police Department. 


It has been evident for some time that students at the 
high school level who are interested in government 
should be given an opportunity to supplement their 
regularly scheduled courses by participating in 
career experiences away from the high school. We 
look forward to providing such an experience to 
more students in the future in the hope that they may 
be motivated to pursue a Career in Federal, State, or 
local government. 


Visit of Philippine Administrators 


It was a pleasure for the Town of Brookline to par- 
ticipate in the University of Connecticut’s mid- 
career management program for administrators 
from developing countries. Two administrative offi- 
cials from the Philippines, Messrs. Celedonio F. 
Manglicmot and Feliciano P. Emos, spent three days 
with us last March, and, after being furnished witha 
general overview of the Brookline Town Govern- 
ment, held discussions with Comptroller Frank E. 
Mauritz, Director of Personnel Gerard J. Hayes, 
Commissioner of Public Works Leo D. Picardi, and 
Director of Planning John E. Woodward, Jr. on the 
specific activities of their departments. 


This development administrators training program 
in local government places particular emphasis on 
decision-making, budget concepts, management 


skills and organizational development, comprehen- 
sive planning, and management processes and 
techniques for urban development. 


During their stay in Brookline, the administrators 
from the Philippines were afforded every opportun- 
ity to familiarize themselves with all facets of the 
Town functions referred to above. Upon leaving, 
they expressed gratitude for the opportunity to ob- 
serve these activities and receive detailed informa- 
tion with respect to the personnel, planning, public 
works, and finance operations in Brookline which 
they felt gave them an unequaled perspective of 
good management and administration in practice. 
They further indicated that many of the tech- 
niques employed in ourcommunity could be utilized 
to advantage in their respective provinces. 


Due to the increasing number of policy matters com- 
ing before the Board of Selectmen for decision, an 
important continuing responsibility of the Executive 
Secretary is the preparation of background papers, 
with recommendations, for the Board’s considera- 
tion. In 1973, staff reports were developed on issues 
such as the proposed consolidation of the Human 
Relations Commission and the Youth Resources Di- 
vision; improved code enforcement procedures; 
energy conservation measures and their implemen- 
tation; revenue sharing; the charge to the Legal 
Services Study Committee; the Town’s financial 
status and the projected tax rate; reorganization of 
the Department of Traffic and Parking; and, of 
course, the conversion to a program budget system. 
The availability of this information and data has en- 
abled the Selectmen to direct their attention to the 
key aspects of each issue and hopefully to arrive 
expeditiously at sound policy decisions. 


The administrative staff as a whole was engaged toa 
considerable extent during the year in servicing the 
requirements of the Selectmen’s sub-committees, 
the activities of which are outlined in the Board’s 
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annual report, and in providing assistance to the 
Legal Services Study Committee and the Revenue 
Sharing Committee. These ancillary respon- 
sibilities, while somewhat demanding interms ofthe 
staff time required, are important and productive in 
that they assure a coordinated approach to the par- 
ticular problem being dealt with. 


Very close contact has been maintained with indi- 
vidual department heads on a day-to-day basis and 
with all department heads at periodic meetings 
which are held for discussion of problems involving 
more than one department and relating to such mat- 
ters as preparation for town meetings, development 
of the six-year capital improvements program, utili- 
zation of data processing equipment, collective 
bargaining, and the processing of Federal and State 
grant applications. In addition to this general coor- 
dinative function, the Executive Secretary meets 
regularly with smaller groups of department heads 
whose activites are closely related, e.g., code en- 
forcement agencies, or in connection with particu- 
lar projects such as the Selectmen’s task force on 
the energy crisis. 


The Executive Secretary continues to serve as a 
member of the Executive Board of the Mas- 
sachusetts League of Cities and Towns and was 
elected 2nd vice-president of the League at its an- 
nual meeting in October. An additional office held 
until June 30, 1973 was that of President of the 
Massachusetts Municipal Management Associa- 
tion, a professional organization whose member- 
ship is composed of approximately 75 municipal 
administrators from communities throughout the 
Commonwealth. The relationships established 
through these affiliations are most helpful in terms 
of keeping abreast of current developments at the 
State level pertaining to cities and towns generally, 
and making our Board of Selectmen's views on vari- 
ous policy issues known to officials and other in- 
terested parties who are in a position to influence 
the ultimate decisions on same. 


TOWN MODERATOR 


As we approach our country’s Bicentennial, it is 
significant and heartening to see that our earliest 
form of grass roots democracy, the Town Meeting, 
has emerged today in an even stronger and more 
relevant form. In these troubled days of 1973, when 
every citizen has been looking for honesty and de- 
cency in his government, Brookline’s representative 
form of Town Meeting has seen the greatest partici- 
pation of its elected representatives, as well as citi- 
zens of the Town. Debates covered the widest range 
of Town policy and program — from social welfare 
and rent control; to school and recreational facility 
construction; to a vast and complex series of zoning 
changes. 


At no time in the history of the Town has the Town 
Meeting been asked to legislate such a large and 
varied group of articles. And at no time have its 
members worked harder, or better represented their 
constituencies. 


Regular Fall Town Meeting 


In response to a request by the Moderator two years 
ago, the Selectmen have agreed to and followed a 
plan of a regular fall Town Meeting, to defer as many 
of the articles of the annual meeting as possible, and 
to better spread the legislative work load over the 
year. This year, as a result of a vote under Article 33 
in the 1973 Annual Town Meeting, a Special Town 
Meeting was also held in December, primarily on 
zoning. 


As in the past, before each Town Meeting, the Mod- 
erator has made himself available by phone during 
scheduled calling hours to advise any Town Meeting 
Member who wishes guidance in presenting mo- 
tions, making amendments, or just to list himself or 
herself as wishing to speak. It is gratifying to see the 
increasing number of Town Meeting Members and 
citizens of the Town who have taken advantage of 
these consulting hours. 


In addition to the calling hours, and prior to the 
Annual Town Meeting, the Moderator held an indoc- 
trination meeting for new Town Meeting Members 
and those Town Meeting Members who wanted to 
refresh their memories on procedure and protocol. 
This was held under the auspices of the Town Meet- 
ing Members Association. 


December Special Town Meeting 


The December Special Town Meeting on zoning was 
the most lengthy and complex a series of zoning 
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articles and map changes ever to be presented to 
Brookline or any other Town Meeting. In order to 
make certain that the Town Meeting Members could 
thoroughly understand the complex and overlap- 
ping map changes and text changes that were being 
suggested, the Moderator, for the first time, took an 
active part in the coordinating and planning of the 
method of organization and presentation of the 
votes in the combined report of the Selectmen and 
Advisory Committee. With the complete coopera- 
tion of the Selectmen, Planning Board, Comprehen- 
sive Plan Review Commission and Citizen Groups 
and with the substantial technical assistance and 
work of John E. Woodward, Jr., Planning Director, 
the Moderator was able to develop a lengthy but 
workable approach that enabled the Town Meeting 
to complete all of its work in four sessions. While 
obviously all of the votes were not resolved to the 
satisfaction of everyone, there was little confusion, 
and every citizen as well as Town Meeting Member 
who wished, had an opportunity to speak. 


To further assist the Town Meeting Members in their 
advance study of this Town Meeting, the Town Meet- 
ing Members Association, under the leadership of 
Luster Delany, initiated anew concept for the Brook- 
line Town Meeting — a bus tour of all of the areas 
involved in the rezoning, in which almost 100 mem- 
bers of the Town Meeting participated. The Mod- 
erator wishes to congratulate the TMMA in its effort, 
and hopes that this type of tour will not only be 
continued wherever applicable in future Town Meet- 
ings, but that Town Meeting Members will consider 
their participation in such a tour essential. 


Moderator’s Appointments 


In 1973, the Moderator made seven appointments to 
a committee chaired by John R. Lake to make re- 
commendations to the Town Meeting for bylaw 
changes to assist the Advisory Committee in its 
work; as well as meet with the Committee on Town 
Organization and Structure to develop a joint re- 
commendation on new and creative innovations 
that would help to continue the effectiveness of our 
Town Meeting. While the Moderator has selected his 
proposed members of a Moderator’s Committee 
created under Article 31 of the Annual Town Meet- 
ing, he has refrained from appointing and organiz- 
ing such acommittee until the status of the lease of 
the State-owned land has been resolved. The Mod- 
erator also made eight new appointments to the 
Advisory Committee and reappointments to that 


Committee as well as the Committee on Town Or- 
ganization and Structure. 


As of January 1, 1974, the Town has been redivided 
by the State Legislature from 12 precincts to 16 
precincts and all Town Meeting Members (as well as 
new candidates for Town Meeting) will have to run 
for the 240 positions in the new precincts at the 
annual Town election. In addition, the Advisory 
Committee of 30 (Finance Committee) will have all 
of its Town Meeting Member positions reappointed 
this year instead of the usual one-third each year. 
Immediately after the election, the Moderator will 
send out a questionnaire to all Town Meeting Mem- 
bers so he may be thoroughly familiar with their 
qualifications, special talents and interests before 
making appointments to the Advisory Committee 
and other committees. 


Town Meeting Tapes Available 


Beginning with the Annual Town Meeting in 1971, 
the Moderator has with the cooperation of Cyrus 
Jacobs, a Town Meeting Member, and president of 
Interstate Music, been taping the Town Meetings so 
that they might be studied by him at a later date in 
order to determine ways of improving the operation 
of the meeting. The Moderator has completed his 
study of the 1971 and 1972 tapes which he is pre- 
senting to the Brookline Public Library for use and 
study by all. The 1973 tapes and those of subsequent 
years will be added to the collection as the Mod- 
erator completes his study of them. 


Finally, the Moderator wishes to thank Miss Barbara 
Rabinovitz, former Town Meeting Member from 
Precinct 12, who for the second year has written the 
narrative of the Town Meeting highlights for 1973 
and the summary of the annual and fall Town Meet- 
ings, which follows this report. The summary and 
Aighlights are not intended to be a substitute for the 
detailed official report of the Town Clerk as reported 
in Part Il of the Annual Report and available in all 
public libraries. It is hoped, however, that this sum- 
mary will impart to those citizens unable to attend 
the Town Meeting some of the spirit, determination 
and concern of the Town Meeting and its work. 


High School Students Participate 


The Moderator wishes to thank Liz Banner, Jeff 
Becker, Ricky Close, Belinder Curtin, Jerry Fleish- 
man, Robert Mitchell, Leslie Quint, Joey Rabinovitz, 
Allen Rose and Natalie Stein, all students of the 
Brookline High School, who acted as volunteers for 
one or more of the Town Meeting evenings and the 
Annual Town Meeting by carrying the portable 
microphones to the Town Meeting Members wish- 
ing to ask questions so they might address the meet- 
ing from their seats. This is the third year that stu-

way. It has continued to enable both Town Meeting 
Members and spectators to hear all comments and 
questions without the necessity of repetition by the 
Moderator. While the procedure was eliminated in 
the Fall Town Meetings, it was sorely missed and will 
be reintroduced at the Annual Town Meeting of 
1974. 


It is important to reaffirm to all citizens of the Town 
that the Town Meeting is their meeting, and time 
permitting their participation is welcomed. Any citi- 
zen wishing to address the Town Meeting on any ~ 
Article in the Warrant of any Town Meeting should 
so indicate to the Moderator through the Town 
Clerk’s office and, wherever time permits, the Mod- 
erator will acknowledge to them the time which has 
been allocated for their presentation. 


In September 1972, at the request of the Moderator, 
the Committee on Town Organization and Structure 
began a study of the work load of Town Meeting, 
which has continued to occupy it during 1973. 


A report was issued in May, 1973, which included 
recommendations for a committee system for Town 
Meeting, a full-time paid resource person, and pro- 
vision for dividing the Annual Town Meeting into 
two sessions when necessary, the second session to 
be held early in June. 


In cooperation with the Moderator’s Committee to 
Amend the By-Law, chaired by John R. Lake, the 
Committee has continued to explore the desirability 
of such changes as well as other changes in the 
bylaw on the Advisory Committee. 


TOWN MEETINGS 


HIGHLIGHTS 


Town Moderator Justin L. Wyner gaveled the 1973 
Annual Town Meeting to order on the evening of 
March 27, the start of five nights of debate on issues 
ranging from parity for fire fighters and a pedestrian 
overpass for Brookline Village to a moratorium on 
apartment building, and requests for a new ice skat- 
ing facility. 


Attendance at the opening session was recorded by 
Town Clerk Thomas F. Larkin at 248 out of the total 
possible 274 Town Meeting Members. It was the 
highest attendance of the Annual Meetings held in 
the High School auditorium. The lowest was re- 
corded on April 4, the fourth session, when 198 
Town Meeting Members were present. 


With a redistricting of the precinct lines at the end of 
the year, the meeting marked the last time the Town 
would send 274 members to an Annual Town Meet- 
ing from its 12 precincts. The redistricting resulted 
in 16 precincts, each to be represented by 15 Town 
Meeting Members. With the 22 at-large members, 
the Town Meeting would now have a total of 262 
members. 


Almost 40 percent of the 46-article Warrant was dis- 
pensed with in the early part of that first night, but 
the pace slackened during the discussion of the 
budget. Sumner Z. Kaplan, Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, preceded that discussion with the an- 
nouncement that the estimated increase in the 
Town’s tax rate for 1973 was $3.50 for a total of $73 
per $1,000 valuation. The relatively small increase 
was attributed to the Town’s receiving $1 million in 
revenue sharing funds. 


Among the budget items questioned was the 
$129,933 allotment for the Youth Resources Coun- 
cil. After much discussion about the Council’s exis- 
tence, it was decided to vote an appropriation that 
would include the New Perspectives School and 
salary for an additional social worker. 


Veterans’ services, the subject of some heated de- 
bate at recent Town Meetings, came under scrutiny 
again at this meeting. A sum of $930 was deleted 
from the budget for Memorial Day activities, despite 
arguments that the Town's veterans’ groups were 
the target of ‘sniping because of the unpopularity of 
the Vietnam War.” 


The fire fighters’ request for parity with police offi- 
cers on the matters of longevity raises and educa- 
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tional incentive pay was defeated as opponents ar- 
gued that Town Meeting was not the appropriate 
forum for decisions on wage negotiations. 


A $440,000 appropriation was approved for con- 
struction of a pedestrian bridge linking the Marsh 
and Farm areas on either side of Washington Street 
in Brookline Village. Opponents argued that the 
bridge might not be fully used and suggested that 
alternatives for improved traffic study and pedes- 
trian safety in the area be explored. 


The Town Meeting Members voted in favor of a 
seven-month moratorium on construction of luxury 
apartment buildings. The vote was a compromise 
with supporters of a fifteen-month halt. 


An article appropriating $160,000 for refurbishing 
the Larz Anderson skating rink won passage, but a 
request for $50,000 in architects’ fees for a new rink 
was defeated. A proposal for a two-rink enclosed 
skating facility was endorsed “‘in principle’ but will 
be the subject of further study. 


Proponents of a $21,000 appropriation for ‘‘en- 
vironmental improvements’’ for the High School 
cafeteria were unsuccessful in winning majority 
support for the expenditure. They contended that 
the noise level and institutional atmosphere of the 
cafeteria warranted the improvements, but oppo- 
nents of the article suggested there be more super- 
vision in the cafeteria, rather than remodeling. 


A package of proposals from the Police Community 
Relations Committee won partial acceptance from 
the Town Meeting Members. They voted to petition 
the Legislature to remove the Police Chief from Civil 
Service and to transfer the office of Fire Commis- 
sioner to the Selectmen, who would then become 
the Commissioners of both the fire fighters and 
police officers. An article calling for creation of a 
Public Safety Department failed to win enough sup- 
port for passage. 


Rent control, a long-standing issue among Town 
Meeting Members, cropped up again at this meeting 
inthe form of an article calling for the establishment 
of a Rent Review and Grievance Board. Those favor- 
ing such a board argued that rent control restricted 
the income of landlords and resulted in requests for 
tax abatements which, the proponents said, drain 
the Town's revenue. Those opposed to the article 
maintained that the Rent Control Board was proving 
itself successful. After a ‘‘no action’ vote on the 
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article, the Selectmen indicated that they would ap- 
point a committee to study rent control and its tax 
revenue ramifications. 


Fall Special Town Meeting 


A 23-article warrant was dispensed with in one night 
of a Special Town Meeting on October 15. Discus- 
sion centered on a cul-de-sac entrance way in front 
of the new Pierce School, a Community Relations 
Division within the Police Department and acquisi- 
tion of St. Mark’s Church on Park Street for use asa 
community center. 


A‘‘no action’ vote dashed plans to construct a large 
turnaround for vehicles and a protected pedestrian 
right of way for students at the Pierce School. Con- 
troversy developed over the section of the plans 
which called for blacktopping a part of the small 
park next to the Town Health Center to compensate 
for the loss of parking spaces due to the widening of 
Pierce Street for the cul-de-sac. 


The proposal for the Community Relations Division, 
which would have included the Town’s Youth 
Bureau, went down to defeat on a 107-107 tie vote. 
Opponents argued that the Town’s “juvenile prob- 
lem’ was not serious enough to warrant such an 
agency; proponents contended the Division should 
be considered a priority item. 


By an amendment to the article dealing with the 
purchase of St. Mark’s Church, the Selectmen were 
authorized to outline programs for the proposed 
community center to be located at the church and to 
estimate remodeling and operating expenses. 


December Special Town Meeting 


An end-of-the-year Special Town Meeting was 
called on December 10 to discuss several proposed 
amendments to the Town’s zoning bylaws. 


In four sessions ending December 18, the Town 
Meeting Members approved a number of changes 
which it is expected will have the effect of control- 
ling the growth and density of the Town. 


Among the amendments approved was a package of 
proposals to restrict the size of developments in 
specified areas of the Town by reducing allowable 
floor area ratios and by limiting the size of structures 
adjacent to public lands. 


Proponents of the changes, in urging favorable 
votes on the amendments, stressed the importance 
of preserving -open space and the residential 
character of the Town. 


For the most part, there was a very active and 
thorough discussion on every Article. The lengthiest 
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and most controversial debated related to the ques- 
tion of fire safety standards in high-rise buildings 
and the disposition of some individual properties in 
the Coolidge Corner area. 


SUMMARY OF ACTIONS TAKEN 


The following is a summary of the actions taken by 
the Annual and Special Town Meetings on the arti- 
cles in the warrants for those meetings. The more 
detailed official Town Records appear in Part II of 
this Annual Report, copies of which are available in 
the Town Clerk’s Office, the Selectmen’s Office, and 
the Public Libraries. 


Annual Town Meeting, March 27, 1973 


Article 1. Measurers of Wood and Bark. It was 
unanimously VOTED that the number of Measurers 
of Wood and Bark be two, to be appointed by the 
Selectmen. 


Article 2. Temporary Borrowing. |t was VOTED to 
authorize the Treasurer to borrow from time to time 
in anticipation of the revenue for the 18-month 
period beginning January 1, 1973, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year. 


Article 3. Amendments to Classification and Pay 
Plans. lt was VOTED to amend sections of the Clas- 
sification and Pay Plans to provide for pay raises for 
certain Town employees and for new classifications, 
reclassification and deletions of certain positions. 


Article 4. Educational Incentive Pay Plan. The pro- 
posed bylaw amendment on this matter was incor- 
porated under Article 3 and approved. Accordingly, 
NO ACTION was required under this article. 


Article 5. Retroaciive Payments to Fire Fighters. It 
was unanimously VOTED to petition the Legislature 
for an act that would provide retroactive compensa- 
tion of certain employees and retired employees of 
the Fire Department. 


Article 6. Retroactive Payments to Police Officers. \t 
was unanimously VOTED to petition the Legislature 
for an act that would provide retroactive compensa- 
tion of certain employees and retired employees of 
the Police Department. 


Article 7. Increase in Retirement Allowances. It was 
unanimously VOTED to increase the retirement al- 
lowance of any former employee of the Town who 
was retired on account of injury sustained in the 
performance of his duty. 


Article 8. Annual Appropriation Vote. It was VOTED 
to adopt an operating budget for the 18-month 
period in the amount of $51,268,965 which included 
the following changes to some budgets as submit- 
ted:

Article 9. Unpaid Bills. It was unanimously VOTED 
to authorize payment of two unpaid bills which were 
incurred during 1970 and 1971 but submitted late. 


Article 10. Revocation of State Law Dealing with 
Rent Control. A motion for adoption of an article that 
would have discontinued rent control was DE- 
BEATED: 


Article 11. Repeal of Section of Town Bylaw Dealing 
with Rent Control. NO ACTION was taken on a peti- 
tion for repeal of a section of the Town bylaw au- 
thorizing the establishment of local rent control. 


Article 12. Revocation of State Law Dealing with 
Rent Control and Substitution of Rent Review and 
Grievance Board. A motion for adoption of an article 
replacing the rent control system with a Rent Review 
and Grievance Board was DEFEATED. 


Article 13. Establishment of a Department of Public 
Safety. It was VOTED to petition the Legislature for 
an act that would abolish the office of Fire Commis- 
sioner and remove the office of Chief of Police from 
Civil Service. 


Article 14. Sewer and Drain Improvements. |\t was 
unanimously VOTED to appropriate $70,000 for re- 
construction of a sewer on Woodland Road and 
Heath Street and for repairs to other sewers. 


Article 15. Water Main Improvements. It was unani- 
mously VOTED to appropriate $130,000 for laying 
and relaying water mains in portions of several 
Town streets. 


Article 16. Highway Construction Programs. |t was 
VOTED to appropriate $94,600 for the reconstruc- 
tion and repair of several streets. 


Article 17. Water Division Storage Facility. \t was 
VOTED to appropriate $68,709 for the construction, 
erection and furnishing of a new building to be lo- 
cated adjacent to the Town Water Building. 


Article 18. Construction of a Pedestrian Overpass. It 
was VOTED to appropriate $440,000 for the con- 
struction of a pedestrian bridge over Washington 
Street in Brookline Village. 
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Article 19. Washington Street Alteration and Widen- | 
ing. |twas VOTED to permit the alteration, relocation | 
and widening of Washington Street in the vicinity of | 
Pearl Street and to authorize the Selectmen to take © 
land in fee or rights of easement thereof by eminent 
domain. 


Article 20. Juniper Street Alteration and Widening. It 
was VOTED to permit the laying out, relocation and 
widening of Juniper Street in the vicinity of | 
Washington Street and to authorize the Selectmen 
to take land in fee or rights of easement thereof by 
eminent domain. 


Article 21. Central Village Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Project. It was unanimously VOTED to appro- 
priate $20,000 for consultant services to prepare an 
application to the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for a Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Program or similar rehabilitation program in 
the Brookline Village area. 


Article 22. Ice Skating Rink. \t was unanimously 
VOTED to appropriate $160,000 for reconstruction 
of and repairs to the Anderson Park Artificial Ice 
Skating Rink. 


Article 23. Schick Park. It was unanimously VOTED 
to appropriate $56,000 for landscape architect's 
fees for final plans and specifications and construc- 
tion of Schick Park. 


Article 24. Town Hall Heating System. NO ACTION 
was taken on a request to appropriate $20,300 for 
the installation of additional heating radiation and 
controls in the first floor offices of Town Hall. 


Article 25. Indoor Ice Skating Facility. A motion to 
refer to a Moderator’s committee the request for a 
$50,000 appropriation for architects’ fees for the 
preparation of final plans and specifications for the 
construction of a new indoor ice skating facility was ~ 
DEFEATED. 


Article 26. Construction of Tennis Courts. |t was 
VOTED to appropriate $60,000 for the construction 
of four tennis courts at Soule Recreation Center. 


Article 27. Enclosed Skating Facility. It was RE- 
SOLVED that it was the sense of the Town Meeting 
that the Town construct at the earliest practicable 
time and with the most feasible financing an indoor 
skating rink or rinks. 


Article 28. Sauna Bath Facility at the Municipal 
Swimming Pool. NO ACTION was taken on a request 
for a $7,000 appropriation for the installation of a 
sauna bath facility at the municipal swimming pool. 


Article 29. High School Cafeteria. A motion for 
adoption of an article requesting a $21,000 approp- 
riation for environmental improvements in the High 
School cafeteria was DEFEATED. 


Article 30. Transfer of Unexpended Balances. It was 
VOTED to appropriate $83,478.07 to supplement the 
appropriation for the construction of the new Pierce 
School. 


Article 31. Lease or Transfer of State-owned Land. It 
was VOTED to authorize the Selectmen to lease 
from the State a parcel of land, located along Route 
9 between Warren Street and Hedge Road, for the 
purpose of providing parking space for the new Lin- 
coln School. 


Article 32. Zoning Bylaw Amendment. It was 
unanimously VOTED to amend the zoning map for 
the Marsh Urban Renewal Project. 


Article 33. Suspension of New Building Permits. \t 
was VOTED notto issue permits for the construction 
of multi-family dwelling buildings in the Town prior 
to November 1, 1973, with certain exceptions. 


Article 34. Director of Public Health. |\t was unani- 
mously VOTED to petition the Legislature for an act 
repealing the requirement that the Town Director of 
Public Health be a medical doctor qualified to prac- 
tice medicine under State laws. 


Article 35. Vacancies in Town Meeting Member- 
ships. A request to petition the Legislature to amend 
the State law dealing with the filling of vacancies in 
Town Meeting membership was DEFEATED. 


Article 36. Limitation of Budgets of Boards and 
Commissions. A motion to adopt an article calling for 
an amendment to the section of the Town bylaws 
dealing with the budgets of Boards, Committees 
and Officers was DEFEATED. 


Article 37. Limitation of Town Appropriations. NO 
ACTION was taken on a request to limit all Town 
appropriations to a certain percentage increase 
over that of the previous year. 


Article 38. Advisory Committee. A motion to amend 
the section of the Town bylaws dealing with votes of 
Advisory Committee members was DEFEATED. 


Article 39. Establishment of a Conservation Fund. It 
was VOTED to establish a Conservation Fund and to 
appropriate $100 therefor. 


Article 40. Sale of Town-owned Land. A motion to 
adopt an article authorizing the Selectmen to sell to 
Stephen F. Rutledge Post 864, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, a parcel of land on Boylston Street for hous- 
ing for the Post and a multi-family dwelling project 
was DEFEATED. 


Article 41. Sale of Town-owned Land. NO ACTION 
was taken on arequest authorizing the Selectmen to 
sell to Stephen F. Rutledge Post 864, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, with a different pricing arrangement 
from that in Article 40, a parcel of land on Boylston 
Street for housing for the Post and a multi-family 
dwelling project. 
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Article 42. Lease of Town-owned Land. NO ACTION 
was taken on a request authorizing the Selectmen to 
enter into a net ground lease with Stephen F. Rut- 
ledge Post 864, Veterans of Foreign Wars, for a par- 
cel of land on Boylston Street for housing for the 
Post and a multi-family dwelling project. 


Article 43. Lease of Town-owned Land. NO ACTION 
was taken ona request authorizing the Selectmen to 
enter into a net ground lease with Stephen F. Rut- 
ledge Post 864, Veterans of Foreign Wars, with a 
different leasing arrangement from Article 42 fora 
parcel of land on Boylston Street for housing for the 
Post and a multi-family dwelling project. 


Article 44. Reports of Town Officers and Commit- 
tees. NO ACTION was required on an article to hear 
and act upon the reports of Town officers and com- 
mittees. 


Article 45. Use of Available Funds. |t was unani- 
mously VOTED that the sum of $750,000 be trans- 
ferred from surplus revenue for the purpose of 
reducing the tax rate or tax rates for the fiscal year 
January 1, 1973 - June 30, 1974 and the sum of 
$2,900 be transferred from overlay surplus to the 
reserve fund. 


Article 46. Borrowing. NO ACTION was required on 
an article to appropriate and raise by borrowing or 
to appropriate from other available funds such sums 
of money as may be necessary for all or any of the 
purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles. 


Special Town Meeting, October 15, 1973 


Article 1. Acceptance of Chapter 310 of the Acts of 
1971. It was VOTED to accept the provisions of 
Chapter 310 of the Acts of 1971 which provides for 
the payment of funeral and burial expenses of fire 
fighters and police officers killed inthe performance 
of duty. 


It 
was Unanimously VOTED to transfer $2,500.32 from 
surplus revenue for additional compensation to cer- 
tain current and retired employees of the Police 
Department. 


Retroactive Payment to Fire Fighters. \t 
was unanimously VOTED to transfer $10,228.20 
from surplus revenue for compensation to certain 
current and retired employees of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


Article 4. Community Relations Division — Police De- 
partment. A motion to transfer $14,000 from surplus 
revenue for additional personnel for a Community 
Relations Division in the Police Department was 
DEFEATED. 


Article 5. Resolution on St. Mark’s Methodist Church 
Property. It was RESOLVED that the Selectmen de- 


termine the appropriateness of acquiring St. Mark’s 
Church for use as a community center. 


Article 6. Pierce School Turnaround. A motion to 
permit alteration to Pierce Street for creation of a 
cul-de-sac was DEFEATED. 


Article 7. Pierce School Turnaround. NO ACTION 
was taken ona motion to authorize the Selectmen to 
take a parcel of land by eminent domain. 


Article 8. Pierce School Turnaround. NO ACTION 
was taken on a motion to transfer a parcel of land 
from the School Committee to the Selectmen. 


Article 9. Pierce School Turnaround. |t was unani- 
mously VOTED to permit alteration of Holden Street. 


Article 10. Alteration and. Widening - Portion of 
Cypress Street. NO ACTION was taken ona motion to 
permit the alteration of Cypress Street on its easterly 
side near Boylston Street. 


Article 11. Construction of Four Tennis Courts. |t was 
VOTED to rescind votes adopted at the 1973 Annual 
Town Meeting providing for the construction of four 
tennis courts at Soule Recreation Center. 


Article 12. Legislation for a Department of Transpor- 
tation. twas VOTED to petition the Legislature for an 
act that would establish a Town Department of 
Transportation. 


Article 13. Conveyance of Fee. It was unanimously 
VOTED to convey in fee to the Combined Insurance 
Company of America two parcels of land near 
Washington Street at Brookline Village. 


Article 14. Lease of Town-owned Land. A motion to 
authorize a lease between the Town and two resi- 
dents of Nelson Drive for land at 15 Nelson Drive was 
DEFEATED: 


Article 15. Lease of Town-owned Land. A motion to 
authorize a lease for land at 1366 Beacon Street for 
parking purposes was DEFEATED. 


Article 16. Transfer of Town-owned Land. NO AC- 
TION was taken on a motion to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell a parcel of Town-owned land off 
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Jamaica Road for $1 to the Brookline Housing Au- 
thority. 


Article 17. Establishment of a Development Com- 
mission. A motion to refer to the Planning Board and 
the Comprehensive Plan Review Commission for 
study and report the feasibility of establishing a De- 
velopment and Industrial Commission was DE- 
FEATED. 


Article 18. Dog Control Bylaw. It was VOTED to 
amend the dog control bylaw to strengthen the dog 
officer's authority and to increase penalties. 


Article 19. Dog Control — Legislation. It was VOTED 
to petition the Legislature for an act making the 
Town’s dog control by-laws applicable to all dogs 
found within the Town. 


Article20. Dog Control —Additional Personnel. \t was 
VOTED to transfer $11,430 from surplus revenue for 
the services of two civilian dog officers. 


Article 21. Amendments to Dog Control Bylaw. NO 
ACTION was taken ona motion for a petition amend- 
ing the dog control bylaw section dealing with curb- 
ing dogs. 


Article 22. Reports of Town Officers and Commit- 
tees. It was unanimously VOTED to adopt a motion 
to confirm the Moderator’s appointment of a com- 
mittee to draw up a recommendation for an amend- 
ment to the bylaw dealing with the membership of 
the Advisory Committee. 


Article 23. Use of Available Funds. NO ACTION was 
required on article to appropriate funds for all or any 
of the purposes mentioned in the above articles. 


Special Town Meeting, December 10, 1973 


Article 1. Amendment to Advisory Committee Bylaw. 
Amendment was approved to eliminate legal prob- 
lems caused by redistricting plan. 


Articles2-9. Zoning By-law amendments approved 
involving 88 map changes and 37 text amendments 
to the Zoning By-law. 47 proposed changes were 
either deferred or defeated.

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GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


Town Clerk 


In 1973 the Annual and two Special Town Meetings 
were held. 


The Annual Town Meeting, with 46 Articles, was held 
on March 27, 1973, and dissolved April 5, 1973, after 
four sessions. 


A Special Town Meeting, with 23 Articles, was held 
on October 15, 1973, and dissolved on October 15, 
1973. 


A Special Town Meeting, with 9 Articles, was held on 
December 10, 1973, 8 of which related to zoning. 
There were 88 map changes and 37 text amend- 
ments to the Zoning By-Law, representing the most 
comprehensive zoning changes since the bylaw 
was adopted. The meeting was dissolved December 
18, 1973, after four sessions. 


The Town Election was held on March 6, 1973, and 
8,224 persons voted, or 22.94% of the registered 
voters. 


John J. Keaveney, Assistant Town Clerk, retired 
from that responsible position on January 31, 1973. 
John was employed by the Town for more than 31 
years, and his dedication and devotion to duty may 
be held as a model for present and future public 
servants. John F. Kendrick was appointed Assistant 
Town Clerk on February 1, 1973. 


The number of births recorded for the year 1973 was 
340. This is approximately 4.6% more births than in 
1972. The number of deaths recorded for the year, 
which is incomplete pending final returns from the 


City of Boston, was 888, of which 647 were Brook- 
line residents. The number of marriage intentions 
filed in 1973 was 588, and the number of marriages 
recorded for the year was 781.

Registrars of Voters 


Approximately four thousand voters were removed 
from the voting list after the street listing of resi- 
dents was taken as of January 1, 1973. This was 
above normal but is not unusual following a presi- 
dential election year. The street list for 1973 was 
made up under the new sixteen precincts. It is re- 
quired, by law, to have precincts with not more than 
four thousand inhabitants, and all of the former 
twelve precincts had over four thousand inhabit- 
ants. It was also necessary for the redistricting of the 
Senatorial and Representative Districts which took 
effect on January 1, 1974. 


Precincts 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, and 8 will be in the Twenty- 
first Norfolk Representative District, Precincts 7, 10, 
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12,13, 14, 15 and 16 will be in the Twentieth Norfolk 
Representative District and Precincts 9 and 11 will 
be inthe Twenty-fifth Suffolk Representative District 
and will vote for a Representative with nine pre- 
cincts in Boston. This year we will be electing a 
Representative from the Twentieth and Twenty-first 
Representative Districts rather than three at large, 
as in the past. 

Our Senatorial District is First Middlesex and Nor- 
folk and consists of the City of Newton and the Town 
of Brookline. 

George V. Brown, Jr., retired as a member of the 
Board of Registrars of Voters, and John R. Lake was 
appointed as a member on October 1, 1973. 


Town Counsel 


Nineteen seventy-three was the second full calendar 
year in which the Town of Brookline was rep- 
resented by the law firm of Tyler & Reynolds. The 
principal attorney for the firm as Town Counsel is 
David M. Roseman, Esquire, head of its municipal 
and trial departments. All lawyers in the firm are 
available to the Town. 


Pending major litigation includes suits to sustain 
the Town's bylaw prohibiting non-accessory signs 
and the determination as to whether the Town may 
place FHA housing under rent control. Currently 
there are 83 cases involving the Town pending in 
Superior Court, 79 cases in Brookline Municipal 
Court, 3 cases in Federal Court, 1 matter in the 
Supreme Judicial Court and 112 appeals to the Ap- 
pellate Tax Board. 


General litigation matters included prosecutions for 
code violations, defense of tort claims, civil service 
hearings, arbitrations of disputes, and hearings be- 
fore the Appellate Tax Board. 


Opinions were rendered on a variety of subjects 
including questions concerning the legality of a 
moratorium on construction of certain kinds of 
multi-unit dwellings, the authority of the Town to 
make tuition payments to private schools and the 
rights and status of off-duty policemen. 


Services were also rendered in the preparation of 
the 1973 Annual Town Meeting as well as the Oc- 
tober and December Special Town Meetings. 


Counsel was in attendance at all meetings of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


Purchasing 


The Purchasing Department procures supplies and 
equipment for all Town departments including the 
School Department. In 1973 the total dollar value 
expended was $2,696,611, an increase of $333,084 
or 14% over the previous year. Much of the increase 
can be attributed to furniture and equipment re- 
quirements which were purchased in 1973 for the 
new Pierce School and the renovated Lawrence 
School. 


Inflation and shortages were factors which domi- 
nated the economy causing serious problems for 
the Purchasing Department. The U.S. Labor 
Department’s Bureau of Labor Statistics placed the 
rate of inflation at an extraordinary 8.8% for 1973. 
Rapidly escalating prices, high interest rates, and 
short supplies caused many suppliers to establish 
interest charges on overdue unpaid invoices or to 
suspend deliveries unless prompt payment was 
made. Delivery lead times have lengthened and in 
some instances back orders have been arbitrarily 
cancelled because material was not available. 


During the year shortages developed for several 
commodities including anti-freeze, beef, certain 
canned goods, chlorine, lumber, and paper. Uncer- 
tain supplies and unsettled prices have caused ven- 
dors to refrain from bidding certain items or to re- 
frain from bidding entirely. In instances where 
shortages developed, prompt and extensive addi- 
tional work was required to find alternate sources of 
Supply or to substitute a different grade of material 
than would normally be purchased. 
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The impact of the energy shortage upon the Town 
has been severe in terms of both supply and price. It 
should be noted that municipalities were not given 
any special priorities in obtaining fuel or gasoline 
under regulations in effect during 1973. No bids for 
gasoline were received in April even though all 
major oil companies and several independent deal- 
ers were invited to bid. When a supplier was finally 
located, it was on the basis of a stringent monthly 
allocation. In addition to the gasoline shortage, the 
Town's supply of No. 6 fuel oil was reduced by 20%. 
As a consequence, strict conservation measures 
have been adopted by all using departments. 


Continued attempts to implement the Board of 
Selectmen’s policy of encouraging intergovern- 
mental cooperative purchasing were made 
throughout the year. Brookline’s efforts in this area 
were detailed in the Massachusetts Municipal Pur- 
chasing Guide published by the University of Mas- 
sachusetts Institute for Governmental Services in 
December. The Purchasing Agent was also a con- 
tributor to the Government Section of the Purchas- 
ing Handbook, a basic professional reference book 
published by McGraw-Hill Book Company. 


Fifty-five minority businesses were added to the 
Purchasing Department's bidders’ lists in response 
to the Town’s Affirmative Action Program for Minor- 
ity Vendors and Contractors. Minority companies 
are invited to bid on an equal basis with all vendors. 
In addition, complete copies of all bids are sent to 
the Human Relations Commission at the time they 
are released to potential bidders. 


Personnel Board 


Early in 1973 with the return of a fact finder’s report 
and the acceptance of the advisory recommenda- 
tions contained therein by both sides, the Town 
concluded a labor agreement with the Brookline 
Police Association for the period April 1, 1972 to 
March 31, 1973. The issues which led to the fact 
finding were not great ones and the recommenda- 
tions of the fact finder were not to the complete 
satisfaction of either party. However, both parties to 
the contract recognized the recommendations as 
reasonable ones that would provide the basis for a 
final settlement. 


Labor contracts with all six of the unions with which 
the Personnel Board negotiates were concluded for 
the 15-month period running from April 1, 1973 to 
July 1, 1974 without the need for fact finding. Those 
with the Brookline Police Association, the Recrea- 
tion Employees Association and Local 1358, 
AFSCME, were concluded in advance of the Town 
Meeting. Local 950, IAFF and the Brookline En- 
gineering Division Associates sought to pursue 
wage increases directly with the Annual Town Meet- 
ing. Following the advice of the Selectmen, the Ad- 
visory Committee and the Personnel Board, the 
Town Meeting Members agreed that actual negotia- 
tions of complex collective bargaining agreements 
should be kept out of the legislative and appropria- 
tion processes and, accordingly, took no action on 
the employee requests. Agreements were subse- 
quently reached with these groups on the evening of 
the second session of the Town Meeting and shortly 
afterward with the Staff Association of the Public 
Library of Brookline. The 1973 Annual Town Meet- 
ing was thus able to vote on the appropriations and 
the Bylaw and Pay and Classification Plan amend- 
ments necessary to implement the agreements. All 
of the Personnel Board recommendations de- 
veloped through negotiations, including a 5.5% 
general increase, were approved by the Town Meet- 
ing. 

One uncommon feature of the contracts with the 
Police and Fire unions was the agreement to apply 
certain minor benefits retroactively to 1971 and 
1972. This required action by the Town Meeting to 
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approve the filing of special legislation authorizing 
the appropriation of the necessary funds and sub- 
sequent action by the October Special Town Meet- 
ing in accepting the enacted laws and in appropriat- 
ing the actual amounts. 


The completion of negotiations in time for review 
and action by the Annual Town Meeting remains a 
serious problem. The change in the Town’s fiscal 
cycle wherein the Town Meeting now occurs several 
months in advance of the fiscal year and, more im- 
portantly, several months in advance of current con- 
tract expirations will probably serve to worsen this 
problem. Nevertheless, the Personnel Board will 
continue to conclude negotiations as early as pos- 
sible. Agreement, however, is a bilateral event. The 
usual reason for the lack of agreement is simply that 
the unions want more in wages and benefits than the 
Personnel Board is prepared to recommend to the 
Town Meeting as being in the best interests of the 
Town. 


Negotiations with all unions for contracts to be ef- 
fective July 1, 1974 are under way. While unusual 
economic conditions have added to the uncertainty 
surrounding any bargaining situation, the goal of 
the Board is to complete agreements by the end of 
February, 1974. 


The end of 1973 saw enactment of a revised collec- 
tive bargaining statute for state and local employees 
to be effective on July 1, 1974. The new law con- 
tinues to provide for fiscal control of collective bar- 
gaining expenditures by the Town Meeting except, 
under special conditions, in police officer and 
firefighter negotiations. In these cases, impasses 
remaining 30 days after the publication of an advis- 
ory fact finding report are to be submitted to a three 
member arbitration panel. Such panel is empow- 
ered under the legislation to select one of the two 
parties last offer on each issue in dispute and to 
make the selection binding on both parties. Should 
the Town Meeting fail to appropriate the necessary 
funds, the arbitration panel decision can be en- 
forced in the Superior Court. This binding arbitra- 
tion provision expires on June 30, 1977. 


PUBLIC SAFETY 


Police Department 


During 1973 the Brookline Police Department con- 
tinued implementation of its Model Police Depart- 
ment Program. In addition, the Department is mov- 
ing forward with plans to computerize its entire ad- 
ministrative record-keeping system. The imple- 
mentation of this project will depend upon the con- 
tinued availability of funds from the Governor’s 
Committee on Law Enforcement and Administration 
of Criminal Justice. 


Applications for further federal funding to continue 
the Police Planner unit for a third year have been 
submitted and approved. 


A two-year Federal Grant (from the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration) funding the Legal 
Advisor’s office was completed in December, 1973. 
The Board of Selectmen approved a transfer of 
funds from the Reserve Fund to continue the Police 
Legal Unit through June 30, 1974; this transfer was 
subsequently approved by the Advisory Committee. 
The Police Legal Advisor continues to be available 
to the Department on a twenty-four hour basis, as 
well as lend assistance to the Training Division and 
providing in-house counsel to the Police. 


In addition to the above, the Department has de- 
signed and set up specifications for a Supervisory 
Management Training Program. This course will be 
given by a professional consultant to the twenty-five 
Sergeants, Lieutenants and Captains in the Depart- 
ment. The purpose of this program will be to offer 
these senior officers specific instructions regarding 
personnel, management, motivation, etc... 


The Department is continuing its Operation Identifi- 
cation Program. The Townspeople are reminded 
that the Police Department has on hand electric 
engraving tools which will be loaned out for the 
purpose of identifying all property of value. With the 
engravers the Townspeople will be given decals 
which should be placed on adoor or window so that 
a potential intruder will realize that any property 
stolen from the premises will be easily recognized. 


During the past year the Department was reor- 
ganized by the Board of Selectmen. Under this reor- 
ganization there has been established a Department 
of Community Relations. 


The Community Relations Department will be 
further broken down into two elements. The first of 
these is Public Information and Assistance, and any 
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citizen requiring information on the operation of the 
Police Department will direct inquiries to this ele- 
ment of the Community Relations Department. The 
second element of this Department will be the Youth 
Bureau. This Bureau will be specifically charged 
with the responsibility of handling all matters and 
cases which involve juveniles, both male and 
female. 


The reorganization also calls for a detailed structur- 


ing of the responsibilities of the various ranks within | 
the Department. This will be done in order thateach ~ 


officer will have a more precise and well-defined 
explanation of both his role and his responsibilities. 
This process is expected to take several months. 


In the past year, federal support, in the amount of 
approximately $40,000, was secured for the pur- 
chase of additional portable radios, a complete 
video tape system and a microfilm system. This 


equipment will be used to update and complement | 


the Department’s existing facilities. 


The Department is continuing its participation inthe 
Greater Boston Police Council. One of the major 
projects in which the Department is currently in- 
volved calls for the establishment of a regional 
communications capability. With this system, for 
example, a Brookline Police Officer could talk di- 
rectly to a Boston Officer who may be assisting him 
in apprehending acriminal. This project will be sup- 
ported by federal funds. 


During the year 115 officers participated in the 


Department’s forty-hour In-Service Training Pro- 
gram. In addition, twenty-one officers attended 
classes at Boston University, Northeastern Univer- 
sity, Boston State College, and Suffolk University. 
Twenty-three men were cited in the General Orders 
for meritorious service.

‘During 1973, six officers retired, five patrolmen and 
: one captain. In addition, the Department mourned 
‘the passing of Captain Joseph P. Cavanaugh. Six 
permanent officers were hired to fill existing vacan- 
cies. 

The Department also provided special services. For 
_ example, one patrolman serves as the Dog Officer; 
one Serves on parking meter maintenance; one is on 
_ detached service to the Traffic Director and to Town 
Counsel; and two are assigned as parks police. The 
_ seventeen School Traffic Supervisors also serve as 
_ the Department’s matron on a rotating basis. 


_ During the past year the Police Department investi- 
_ gated approximately 20,346 complaints, made 774 
arrests, rendered assistance on 8,380 occasions, 
_ assisted 325 persons injured in 263 motor vehicle 
_ accidents. 


_ During the past year the Department continued its 
_ policy of offering any and all types of emergency 
_ assistance within its capability. This includes not 
only transferring the sick and injured to hospitals, 
but also because of new legislation the transporta- 
tion of inebriates to detoxification centers. This 
constitutes a major effort on the part of the Depart- 
ment and draws heavily upon its man-hours. 


_ During the year there were 321 more alarms than in 

| 1972; with respect to total alarm response this was a 

record number. Included in this total were eleven 

multiple alarms; nine two-alarm fires, and two 

_ three-alarm fires. Mutual aid was rendered to the 

cities of Boston, Newton, Cambridge, Somerville, 
and Chelsea. The Department dispatched two en- 
gine companies and one ladder company to 
Chelsea, upon request, and in accordance with the 
Metropolitan Area Mutual Aid Program. Thirty-four 
officers and men were cited by the Mayor and Fire 
Chief of Chelsea for their courage and assistance in 
the extinguishment of this major conflagration 
under the most trying of conditions. 


In 1973, there were several administrative changes. 
Chapter 135 of the Acts of 1899 provided for the 
establishment of a Fire Department and the ap- 
pointment of a Fire Commissioner in the Town of 
Brookline. For approximately seventy-four years the 
department was under the control and direction of 
one Fire Commissioner. The members of the Annual 
Town Meeting, March 27, 1973, voted to petition the 
General Court for an act abolishing the office of Fire 
Commissioner; Chapter 135, Acts of 1899, was re- 
pealed, approved and signed on July 10, 1973. The 
Board of Selectmen became the lawful successors 
to the Fire Commissioner in relation to the direction 
and control of the Fire Department. From January,

As defined by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
“Part I’ crimes consist of offenses regularly re- 
ported to law enforcement agencies by victims or 
witnesses. Crimes classified as ‘‘Part Il’ frequently 
go unreported, thereby making any index of them 
rather unreliable. 


There was an approximate 10.63% increase in the 
volume of cases handled by the Youth Bureau. Total 
cases handled by the Bureau were 885 of which 165 
were cleared through the Juvenile Court and 720 
through other agencies including schools, family 
services, welfare, and youth resources. 


Fire Department 


1973 to May, 1973, the department was under the 
direction of Commissioner Arthur A. O’Shea and 
upon the expiration of his term the Board of Select- 
men appointed Sumner Z. Kaplan, Chairman of the 
Board, as Fire Commissioner. In September, 1973, 
all five members of the Board officially became the 
duly authorized Board of Fire Commissioners of the 
Town of Brookline. 


In accordance with a request made by Commis- 
sioner O’Sheain 1972, anintensive survey was made 
of the operation of the department by the American 
Insurance Association. The survey was completed 
and a report was received in June, 1973 relating to 
the department’s potential efficiency for meeting all 
emergencies which might be encountered. Copies 
of the report were sent to the Board of Selectmen 
and other related agencies such as the Water Divi- 
sion and Building Department. The survey indicated 
that the department has an adequate number of 
engine and ladder companies to meet the basic re- 
quirements of the Town; that a considerable amount 
of outside automatic aid is available; that the man- 
ning of companies is fairly good; that pumper 
capacity is adequate and the apparatus is in good to 
fairly good condition; that an ample amount of hose 
and a mainly good supply of tools and appliances 
are provided by the department; that response as- 
signments to most alarms are adequate; that the 


training program, except for building inspections by 
company members, and fire methods are fairly good 
to mainly good; the fire alarm system is mainly reli- 
able and generally well maintained and dispatching 
procedures are mainly good, but an insufficient 
number of operators are on duty most of the time. 


The report further stated that severe fires are proba- 
ble in business districts but should normally be held 
to the building or group of origin; that spreading 
fires are possible in the older congested tenement 
and residential districts, where an entire block could 
become involved; and that in newer apartment and 
residential districts, fires should be confined to the 
building of origin. 


In the opinion of the American Insurance Associa- 
tion the town’s water supply system is adequate and 
mainly reliable and street pressures are generally 
good and well maintained. 


The following recommendations were made to as- 
sist the Town of Brookline in providing better pro- 
tection to life and property from fire, and may be 
used as a guide for future planning: 


1. That the training officer be provided with at least 
one assistant to enable the training program to be 
expanded to include officer and pump operator 
schools, driver training, night drills at the training 
grounds, and daily drills and classes at fire stations 
covering subjects outlined by the training officer; 
and that companies make frequent in-service in- 
spections of buildings in their respective districts 
for pre-fire planning and familiarization purposes. 


2. That at least five members, including an officer, 
be on duty at all times with each engine and ladder 
company. 


3. That a sufficient number of specially trained fire 
alarm operators be provided so that there will be at 
least two on duty at all times in the Communications 
Center. 


4. That a complete code of modern regulations pro- 
viding adequate control of hazardous materials, 
processes, and occupancies be adopted and rigidly 
enforced. It is recommended that consideration be 
given to the adoption of the latest edition of the Fire 
Prevention Code of the American Insurance Associ- 
ation. 


The new ladder truck, which was ordered in 1970, 
was delivered on August 10, 1973 and placed in 
service, as Ladder Company #2, on September 10, 
1973. The Town Meeting in 1973 appropriated the 
sum of $52,000 for the purchase of a new 1250 
G.P.M. pumper. Specifications were drawn and 
submitted to the Purchasing Agent in order that they 
may be placed on bids. 


The department is still following very closely the 
effectiveness of the new ‘911’ emergency tele- 
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Fire Department's new aerial ladder 
truck at Hammond Street drill tower 


phone reporting system to make sure that there is no 
delay in getting apparatus under way to the fire or 
other emergency. 


Continuous and systematic training is given all fire 
fighters at either the training school on Hammond 
Street or, in the off seasons, while on duty at the 
various station houses. Twenty-five members are 
Currently attending classes at Massachusetts Bay 
Community College in Watertown, Massachusetts. 
Two members of this group have recently com- 
pleted all of the requirements for an Associate De- 
gree and will graduate in June of 1974. 


With the recent passage of House Bill #7381, ‘‘The 
Ambulance Bill,’’ and the possibility or probability 
that the Fire Department will provide emergency 
medical services to residents of the Town, this de- 
partment has enrolled sixteen men in the 
“Emergency Medical Technicians’ program. 
Selected personnel will be attending classes at 
Massachusetts Bay Community College, Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital, Bunker Hill Commu- 
nity College, Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, and 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. Upon completion of the 
standard eighty-one hour course, personnel are eli- 
gible to take the ‘‘National Registry Exam’’ and the 
advanced ‘‘Para-Medic’’ courses. 


More detailed information and the usual statistical 
data will be contained in the conventional re- 
port, which is annually submitted to the Selectmen. 


Traffic and Parking Department 


The year of 1973 was 
a year of transition for 
the Traffic and Park- 
ing Department. Many 
changes occurred in the 
personnel and direction 
of the Department. 


In June, Michael L. 
Burke resigned to ac- 
cept a position with a 
consulting engineering 
firm. Mr. Burke was the 
first Director of the De- 
partment and ably han- 


dled the assignment for almost five years. When it 
became evident that efforts to find a replacement 
would take longer than originally anticipated, the 
Selectmen took steps to satisfy statutory require- 
ments during this interim period. The firm of E. 
Lionel Pavio Engineering Co., Inc. was retained ona 
personal services contract, to provide an Engineer 
meeting statutory qualifications to function as Di- 
rector on a part-time basis until a permanent ap- 
pointment could be made. The interim appointee 
was Stanley T. Siegel, P.E., who was later appointed 
to the position on a full-time basis as of the end of 
January, 1974. 


Stanley T. Siegel, Director 
Traffic and Parking 


During the interim period, representatives of the 
Board of Selectmen, the Traffic Advisory Board, and 
the Advisory Committee on Traffic and Parking met 
with the Interim Director to establish a broader 
statement of responsibility for the position of Direc- 
tor, and to investigatethe possible reorganization of 
the Department. The following job description for 
the position of Director was adopted as a result of 
the discussions: 


“Primary requirements for the position are ability 
and desire to develop and implement innovative 
programs for providing improved public and private 
transportation facilities while reducing the interfer- 
ence of vehicular traffic with the quality of life in the 
Town. The position requires operational administra- 
tion of all aspects of a department actively con- 
cerned with such matters as (1) safety-related pro- 
grams including, e.g., school crossings, vehicular 
movement regulation, intersection planning, signs 
and signals, accident monitoring and analysis; (2) 
public transportation innovation at both regional 
and town level; (3) street use classification planning, 
and related programs for keeping through-traffic off 
neighborhood streets; (4) parking regulations; (5) 
recreation and transportation related bicycle pro- 
grams; and (6) programs for improving pedestrian 
movement. Must work closely with Transportation 
Board, other town agencies and citizen groups...” 
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Another result of the series of meetings of the above 
groups was the proposal that the Traffic and Parking 
Department be renamed ‘‘The Department of Trans- 
portation’ and that the authority and respon- 
sibilities previously assigned to the Director be 
placed in the hands of a six-man citizen Transporta- 
tion Board, appointed by the Selectmen. This pro- 
posal was approved by the Special Town Meeting in 
October, 1973 and legislation has been introduced 
into the 1974 General Court to implement the re- 
vised operation. 


In April, the supervision of parking meters, including 
the Traffic Control Officers (Meter Maids) was trans- 
ferred to the Police Department. This move was 
made in the interest of efficiency of operation and 
enabled the establishment of a greater depth of 
supervision. 


In May, the current Traffic Rules and Regulations 
were fully updated and printed. This was the result 
of extensive work over a period of 2 or 3 years pro- 
viding an up-to-date reference on all these regula- 
tions. Copies of this document have been made 
available to all town agencies. 


High priority was given to a plan to divert through- 
traffic from the Blake-Somerset-Weybridge Cor- 
ridor. Extensive surveys and many public meetings 
resulted in a plan acceptable to the majority of the 
residents. The plan was implemented in October for 
a trial period, with evaluation proposed inthe spring 
of 1974. 


The technique utilized in developing and imple- 
menting the plan for the Blake-Somerset-Weybridge 
Corridor was well-received by the residents and 
technical personnel in various town agencies. It is 
intended to utilize this same technique in the future 
to develop and implement solutions for other resi- 
dential areas such as the Middlesex-Spooner Road 
area and the North Brookline area. 


Considerable time and effort were devoted to the 
acceptance of the Pedestrian Bridge across 
Washington Street in Brookline Village. Simultane- 
ously, the TOPICS program was advanced with the 
design of changes in traffic flow and signal moder- 
nization at the Washington-Boylston-High Streets 
intersection and adjacent locations. The relocation 
of Juniper Street and the improvements of Walnut 
Street in back of the fire station were part of this 
cooperative effort. The Pedestrian Overpass was 
approved at the Annual Town Meeting in March, and 
construction was started late in the summer. Design 
of the TOPICS improvement was completed prior to 
the end of the year and the project is due for con- 
struction early in 1974. 


The Department has continued to review plans 
submitted to other Town agencies from the point of 
view of traffic operations, safety, parking and other 
principles of transportation and traffic engineering. 
This is one of the most important activities of the 
Department, since it requires recognition of the 
functions and needs of almost every other operating 
agency inthe Town, while at the same time recogniz- 
ing and protecting the safety of the public. In many 
cases, this review is in the form of criticism or gui- 
dance regarding plans submitted by private de- 
signers and developers. In other cases, it involves 
participation in studies and the development of 
plans for proposed new Town facilities. 


The establishment early in 1973 of a mini-bus route 
in Brookline by the M.B.T.A. resulted in much op- 
timism with respect to public transportation service 
in the Town, especially among the substantial 
number of elderly residents. The route was estab- 
lished by representatives of several Town agencies 
and coordinated by the Brookline Multi-Service 
Center. In spite of a great many problems relating to 


operations, scheduling, routing and low usage, the 
mini-bus has been established as an important part 
of the Town’s public transportation system. The in- 
volvement of the Department in this important oper- 
ation will continue, in the effort to improve and ex- 
pand on the value and use of this service. 


The Department cooperated with several other de- 
partments and Town officials, as well as private 
agencies, in expediting improvements for M.B.T.A. 
users in the Town. These improvements included 
the landscaping at Washington Square and at 
Brookline Village Station at the rear of the Hearth- 
stone building and the placement of three new shel- 
ters along the Beacon Street line. 


Representatives of the Department, along with rep- 
resentatives of the Planning Department have spent 
considerable effort in cooperation with representa- 
tives of Boston, Cambridge and the Commonwealth 
in establishing an intercommunity commuter bicy- 
cle route. Preliminary studies have been completed 
and it is proposed to implement a Pilot Bicycle 
Route during 1974.

Building Department 


The Building Officials and Code Administrators 
(BOCA) Code became the Brookline Building Code 
effective January 1, 1973 without any dramatic im- 
pact on the general operation of the Building De- 
partment throughout the year. An amendment was 
inserted in the warrant for the December 10, 1973 
Town Meeting to limit the minimum height of ceil- 
ings in habitable rooms. No motion was offered on 
the article. 


At this Town Meeting, the safety of high-rise build- 
ings was questioned. The Acting Building Commis- 
sioner and the Fire Chief presented the safety ele- 
ments required by the local code, state high-rise fire 
suppression laws and state elevator codes, which 
regulate the construction requirements of egress, 
standpipes, sprinklers, alarm systems and pres- 
surized corridors to control smoke and fire in egress 
access ways, and fire-resistive rating of materials. 


Many sections of the Town were rezoned, and Boyl- 
ston, Harvard and Washington Streets and Com- 
monwealth Avenue were added to Beacon Street as 
areas requiring special permits subject to environ- 
mental impact and design review. The analysis and 
processing of building permits continue to expand 
in complexity, involving more of the staff's time in 
the explanation of the zoning and code details to 
applicants for permit. 


The Department was involved in ten court appear- 
ances to enforce compliance with building regula- 
tions. 


The trend in high-rise buildings toward pre-cast 
construction was evidenced in five apartment build- 
ings erected during the year. The only concrete 
poured on site is for foundation walls. After that, 
construction continues unaffected by weather con- 


ditions that would otherwise impede work in the 
winter months. 


The Federal Code program, designed to upgrade 
properties to established sanitary and safety stan- 
dards in designated areas, continued in the 
Washington Square district. An inspector from the 
Building Department initiates the inspection of all 
commercial and mixed use property in the Code 
area. In the general survey by the Code Office in- 
spectors, those violations relating to the Building 
Code are referred, 137 this year, to the Building 
Department for investigation and enforcement. 


It is with great sorrow that the sudden death of 
Agnes Ham, principal clerk to the department for 
over forty years, is reported. Mrs. Ham had served 
most ably under five Building Commissioners. Her 
quiet wisdom, and, as one former Commissioner 
described her, serene nature were long prized and 
will be missed by those who were privileged to work 
with her.

Permit fees collected for the above construction 
projects amounted to $19,676.40. 


Board of Examiners 


In 1973 there were eleven meetings, 64 applicants 
for the various classes of building licenses were 
interviewed, and 63 licenses were issued. 


During the year 202 licenses were renewed. One 
home owner protested the renewal of a builder's 
license, but after a hearing of both parties by the 
Board, the license was renewed. 


At the December meeting, at the request of a licen- 
see, the Board ruled a license holder need no longer 


register in person for a license renewal, but may do 
so by mail. 


In 1973, $3,573 was received in fees for licenses and 
a total of $415 was reimbursed to the Board and to 
the Clerk. 


ltis with sorrow and a heartfelt sense of loss that the 
Board learned of the death of Agnes Ham, who 
served so long and well as our Scribe.

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PUBLIC WORKS 


The events of major significance in the Department of 
Public Works in 1973 were: 


e The Engineering Division supervised the con- 
struction of the Washington Street Pedestrian 
Overpass; designed and contracted for the recon- 
struction of Colbourne Path; designed and super- 
vised the reconstruction of eight streets within the 
Mass. E-12 Code Enforcement Area; supervised 
construction for the Park Department of the Brook 
Street and Pierce Playgrounds; started construction 
of the last in a series of contracts under the Federal 
Grant WS1-22-0177 for sewer and drains; assisted 
consultants for the School Department for site work 
at Devotion School and the new Lincoln School; 
prepared site plans for the consultants to the De- 
partment of Traffic and Parking and State Depart- 
ment of Public Works for traffic control signals and 
road construction at Brookline Village; and assisted 
the Highway Division in the construction of founda- 
tions for bus shelters to be constructed by the State 
Department of Public Works under the TOPICS 
Program along the Beacon Street Green Line.

e Although all Town departments felt the effect of 
the energy crisis, public safety and vital Public 
Works functions had to be maintained. This re- 
quired the reduction of gasoline consumption by all 
other departments. The Town was placed on an al- 
lotment system which is based on approximately 
25% less fuel than was used in the same months 
during 1972. 


e The energy crisis affected the Sanitation Division 
late in 1973. The shortage of gasoline forced one 
significant change. Separate garbage collections 
were completely eliminated. Residents must now 
place garbage for collection at curbside on regular 
trash collection days. This has eliminated an expen- 
sive, inefficient and superfluous operation. 


e The Highway Division continued its program of 
crackfilling of pavements to prolong the life of 
roadways. It also assisted the Conservation Com- 
mission in making the Second Annual Earth Day a 
success. The Sewer Division succeeded in tracing 
two sources of oil pollution in the Muddy River. 


Water Division celebrates 100th Anniversary — recognized by Cast Iron Pipe Century Club 
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e The Comprehensive Solid Waste Analysis was 
completed and the recommendations of the Sanitas 
Technology and Development Corp. were reviewed 
by the Department of Public Works, the Ad Hoc Solid 
Waste Committee and the Board of Selectmen. The 
analysis will serve as a tool for constant improve- 
ment rather than a static document. It will be a base 
for future decisions affecting collection and dis- 
posal of Brookline’s solid waste. 


The Recycling Program continues to be encourag- 
ing in terms of participation. However, additional 
citizen support is necessary for a completely suc- 
cessful program. 


Part of the Sanitation Division’s responsibility is the 
regular inspection of the storage and handling of 
solid waste in Town. In 1973 that inspection resulted 
in the issuance of over 3,000 letters of violation of 
Town Bylaws to property owners. 


The municipal incinerator is also operated and 
maintained by the Sanitation Division. The 
23-year-old facility required many repairs in 1973 to 
operate efficiently. Although the incinerator burned 
the almost 30,000 tons of solid waste collected in 
Town, masonry repairs were necessary to Furnace 
No. 2 and to the Fly Ash Collection Chambers. Re- 
pairs were also necessary to the overhead crane. 


e The approval of Article 15 at the Annual Town 
Meeting, provided $130,000 for the Cleaning and 


Cement Mortar Lining of Water Mains in two sepa- 
rate locations of the Town. Over a mile of principal 
arterial mains of 10- and 12-inch size were com- 
pletely restored including all branch connections 
and the replacement of existing line gate valves. 


Approval of Article 17 allowed the Building Com- 
mission to start contract work on the _ pre- 
engineered steel building for relocation of the Water 
Division’s Pearl Street facilities within the Marsh 
Urban Renewal Area on land of the Redevelopment 
Authority. Due to the shortage of steel, other materi- 
als and delays, it is not expected that this facility will 
be completed until the end of March, 1974. 


The Water Division renewed all of the existing ser- 
vices prior to the reconstruction of all of the streets 
in the Mass. E-12 Code Enforcement Area this year 
as well as those streets under the Chapter 90 Pro- 
gram. 


Public Works is happy to announce that its Water 
Division, formerly a separate entity known as the 
Brookline Water Works, has begun a three-year 
period of commemorating its 100th anniversary of 
the establishment of a public water supply system 
for the Town. The first formal meeting of the Board 
of Water Commissioners was held on October 23, 
1873, the second occasion was the construction of 
the Water Works in 1874 and finally the delivery of 
water to the first users on May 27, 1875.

The Cemetery received over $21,400 in fees from 
interment and the sale of lots and graves. Earnings 
from the Cemetery’s Perpetual Care Fund exceeded 
$16,500 for the year. 


There was one interment in the Old Brookline

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Proposed Mission and Goals of the Brookline Pub- 
lic Schools 


Proposed mission of the Brookline School Depart- 
ment and goals set for the students in the system 
were presented to the faculty for their consideration 
at the opening of the school year in the keynote 
address of Superintendent of Schools Robert I. 
Sperber. 


Dr. Sperber described the mission of the schools as 
having three aims: To maintain an exemplary sys- 
tem; to prepare for voluntary suburban/urban col- 
laboration, and to formulate new staff development 
and curriculum models. 


Maintaining an exemplary school system, Dr. 
Sperber said, means that Brookline must provide 
leadership in seeking reforms for financing educa- 
tion, so that school systems like Brookline are not 
forced to offer less services than those demanded 
by its parents; and must develop a rationale for 
maintaining ‘‘a lighthouse school system” — one 
which stands above others and offers leadership in 
public education. 


In line with preparation for suburban/urban collab- 
oration, Dr. Sperber says, Brookline must be con- 
cerned that its children are in contact with adults 
from a variety of backgrounds, develop more 
cooperative shared business services to save tax 
dollars, and should continue to participate in the 
Metropolitan Planning Project, which seeks to 
coordinate a voluntary collaborative effort in the 
Greater Boston area, so as to provide enriched ex- 
periences for Brookline children. 


In order to formulate new staff development and 
curriculum models, the Town’s school department 
must develop competency-based staff evaluation 
models, develop a leadership training program for 
principals, with the help of the principals, and pro- 
vide creative leadership at all levels in the system. 


Dr. Sperber said the goals he proposes for 
Brookline’s public school students center around 
basic skills, social/community, personal develop- 
ment and ethical considerations. 


Basic learning skills — oral, listening, computa- 
tional, reading and writing — must be mastered; 
fundamental skills in observation and inquiry must 
be increased; students must learn to accept and 
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cope with change and increase self-directed use of | 


learning resources, such as instructional media and — 


libraries. 


In progressing toward social/community goals, stu- 


dents must develop an understanding of, and an ~ 


ability to relate effectively with, a broad spectrum of 
other people; must develop an understanding of the 


cultural heritage and social forces that shape their — 


lives, and, finally, must develop an understanding of 
citizenship and a commitment to participate in gov- 
ernance. 


In the area of personal development, Dr. Sperber 
sees the goals for students in this way: To acquire 
sufficient understanding of self and others to cope 


adequately with life’s demands; to develop an ap- — 


preciation of the aesthetic values of life; to under- 
stand one’s unique capabilities and worth; to estab- 
lish realistic and satisfying personal and occupa- 
tional goals, and to increase self-motivation and 
purposeful behavior. 


Ethical goals, Dr. Sperber said, are to stimulate | 


moral sensitivity which values the common good, 


the rights of others and a free society, to under- — 


stand, conserve and appropriately use our physical 


environment, and to achieve satisfying human rela- — 


tionships through the development of sympathy and 
skill in assisting others. 


These proposed goals and mission for the Brookline 
Public Schools are being presented to each 
school’s faculty and to the School Committee for 
their reaction and modification. The next step will be 
to form committees to try to implement the ideas 
contained in the Statement by the Superintendent of 
Schools. 


Statistics 


In September, 1973, there were 6,167 students en- 
rolled inthe Brookline Public Schools, 2,098 of them 
in the High School. This figure includes Metco stu- 
dents who receive their education here through the 
use of state funds. 


Earlier, at the June graduation exercises in the High 
School, 579 students were awarded diplomas. 


Graduating with honor were 58 members of the 


class, while 122 won National Honor Society distinc- 
tion.

Summer School classes at the High School, offering 
a variety of courses for credit, enrichment or review, 
drew an attendance of 484 students. 


Adult Education courses in the fall were more popu- 
lar than ever, enrolling approximately 2,900 men 
and women. 


Individualized Study 


As a way of broadening the curriculum for students 
in the High School, especially in their junior and 
senior years, the Individualized Study Program has 
made notable progress. This extension of the regu- 
lar class-work snables students to become person- 
ally involved in fields of special interest to them, 
such as Criminal justice, newspaper work, museum 
work, teachers’ aide, and community mental health. 
About 275 students will be involved during the cur- 
rent school year. 


The program for each student is individually ar- 
ranged. Thus, astudent may have the opportunity of 
taking a college-level course at Northeastern Uni- 
versity, or a seminar at Radcliffe, or courses at He- 
brew Teachers’ College; others may attend semi- 
nars held in and away from school, in World Reli- 
gions, Photography, African Dance; while still 
others will be working as volunteers on approved 
jobs — usually a minimum of six hours weekly — 
where the training could be the start of a career after 
graduation. 


An approved program normally carries one-half 
credit per semester and a maximum of one credit 
per year. Participating freshmen and sophomores 
must carry at least four regular major subjects in 
addition; juniors and seniors need at least three 
regular major subjects. 


School Construction 


The Elementary School Building program is pro- 
gressing. Construction of the Pierce and Lawrence 
Schools is completed. In 1973, schematic design 
plans for the Lincoln School were completed and 
approved by the School Committee, and the ar- 
chitect was directed to proceed with design de- 
velopment. Construction funds will be sought in 
1975. Meanwhile, plans for the Devotion School 
have been completed and funds are being sought at 
the 1974 Town Meeting. 


Students Get Into the Act 


The Massachusetts Council on the Arts and 
Humanities granted the sum of $2500 to Arts/Six to 
further its program in the Brookline Schools. This 
recognition is particularly gratifying because the 
Council has avery limited budget and does not usu- 
ally donate funds to in-school projects. 
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Arts/Six employs practicing professional artists to 
develop innovative programs in Dance, Drama, Film 
Making, Music Awareness, Light and Sound Shows, 
and Environmental Sound Collage, involving direct 
participation by the children. 


The total number of Brookline students participat- 
ing in Arts/Six for the calendar year 1973 was ap- 
proximately 1,200. The total number participating 
from January 1, 1973 to June 30, 1974 will be approx- 
imately 1,700. 


The New Homework Policy 


A new policy on homework has been developed by a 
committee of Brookline parents, teachers, and 
school administrators. It went into effect with the 
new school year in September, and applies to chil- 
dren at all grade levels from Kindergarten through 
Grade 12. 


Under the new policy, the definition of homework is 
broadened to include activities done outside of 
school which relate to any phase of learning. These 
activities should reinforce the skills and work done 
in class; they might involve the viewing of various 
media (TV, movies, plays) or deal with long-term 
projects; they could make use of resources such as 
museums, centers of civic and governmental ac- 
tivities, concert halls, aquariums and zoos, and tap 
the community's human resources as well. 


Such an extension of the child’s experience can also 
be expected to promote individual responsibility 
and initiative. 


The new approach rejects the idea of specific time 
allotments by grade or subject. Instead, the teacher 
encourages the child to pursue classroom-related 
activities outside of school, and makes assignments 
that are geared to the individual capabilities of each 
child. 


The role of the parent or guardian is to encourage 
the child to accept responsibility for completing 
home assignments. If a parent feels that the child’s 
home assignments are consistently too difficult or 
unclear, or if the amount of time appears to be ex- 
cessive or too little, a conference with the teacher is 
suggested. 


Handwriting Improvement 


The need to improve handwriting is constantly be- 
fore us. 


Our schools have been teaching manuscript writing 
exclusively through grade 6, while cursive writing 
has been offered as an option for students in grades 
7 and 8. 


As a result of this research and in response to the 
expressed interest of parents in cursive writing, the 


following changes have been implemented by the 
School Committee: 


1. The adoption of a revised curriculum guide for 


manuscript writing for grades K-3. Some of the 
basic concerns of the committee were to make 
letter formation easier and more consistent and 
to prevent problems for children with potential 
learning disabilities. As in the past, manuscript 
writing will be taught in grades K-3. 


. The introduction of cursive writing in grades 4-6. 
Fifteen minutes a day of instructional time is set 
aside for handwriting. 


. For students in grades 7 and 8, each school will 
continue to give instruction in cursive writing 
upon written request by the parents. This practice 
will be discontinued in 1975 because the pupils in 
the fifth and sixth grades in 1973 already will have 
had instruction in cursive handwriting. 


Handwriting samples are being collected from each 
classroom in grades 1-6 three times a year. These 
samples will be evaluated by the staff of the lan- 
guage arts department, thus providing the teachers 
with feedback on the quality of pupil handwriting. 


Long-Range Plans 


Your School Committee has among its goals the 
provision of equal educational facilities in the 
Brookline Elementary Schools, whereby each 
school would be on a par with the others in re- 
sources and program opportunities. The ine- 
qualities that exist in the physical areas of the vari- 
ous buildings, and the program deficiencies largely 
due to lack of proper space, prompted the school 
department to launch a major program of remodel- 
ing and new construction some five years ago. 


With completion of the Pierce and Lawrence 
Schools’ construction, and subsequently of the Lin- 
coln and Devotion Schools (now in the architectural 
design phase) the major inequalities will be most 
apparent in the Baker, Driscoll, Heath, and Runkle 
Schools. A study has been made of the long-range 
needs in equalizing these four schools, and a joint 
report has been submitted by the George J. Col- 
lins Educational Associates and the School 
Committee’s administrative staff. The proposed 
plans take into account the anticipated enrollment 
of each school during the next few years, and out- 
line the kind of modernization that would be needed 
to achieve substantially equal educational re- 
sources and opportunities for the children. 


The School Committee, in accepting this report last 
spring, noted that its acceptance implied no com- 
mitment whatsoever regarding the sequence of 
construction, allocation of space, or other aspects 
of the report. 
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Adult Education Registration 


Registration for Adult Education courses in Brook- 
line last fall was taken by mail beginning September 
4, in order to avoid the line-ups and disappointment 
which accompanied registration last year. In 
another change, the catalog of courses was not 
mailed but instead made available in brochures dis- 
tributed in key locations throughout the Town, in 
libraries, schools, banks, and other easily accessi- 
ble places. In addition, local newspapers carried 
information on the courses. Those who did not reg- 
ister by mail were able to register in person on Sep- 
tember 18, 19, and 20. 


Residents of Brookline are admitted without tuition 
charge. Registration fee is $5 per term. Residents of 
Brookline who are 65 years of age or older may 
request a waiver of the fee. Non-residents will be 
admitted when class space is available, and are sub- 
ject to a tuition charge.

LIBRARY 


Main Library 


The Main Library additions and alterations, begun in 
June, 1971, are now scheduled for completion in 
late spring, 1974. Staff offices and books have been 
moved within the building to accommodate the con- 
tractor. Because of problems created by the con- 
struction, the Main Library was closed forty-six 
hours to the public in 1973. Once again, the public 
and staff have accepted the discomfort caused by 
the construction with good spirit. 


Circulation of Library Items 


A total of 467,000 library items was borrowed for 
home use in 1973, representing an increase of 3,000 
items over the number borrowed in 1972. 


Reference Services at the Main Library 


Despite difficult working conditions, the Reference 
Department did its best to provide good service to 
the public. Some interesting questions asked were: 


What is the average cost of raising a child today? 

When was the big Boston parade for women’s 

suffrage? 

The number of nuclear reactors currently in op- 

eration inthe U.S., being built and being planned 

for the future.

Coolidge Corner Branch Library 


Coolidge Corner Branch Library was open on an 
experimental basis on Sundays in July and August 
from 2 P.M. to 6 P.M. The librarians who were on 
duty reported enthusiastic response from borrow- 
ers. 


Public use of this library continues to increase. To 
improve service to the public, the branch library 
supervisor held weekly in-service training sessions 
for the staff in the use of reference books. 


The meeting room at this library receives heavy use 
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from community groups. In addition, the meeting 
room is used for a number of library-sponsored 
programs. 


The Brookline Library Music Association held six 
concerts with an average attendance of sixty-five. 


The Film Classics series this year is a selection of 
French films made in the Thirties by such directors 
as Vigo, Clair and Renoir. The attendance for the 
first two films, ‘‘Mayerling”’ and ‘‘L’Atalante,”’ aver- 
aged ninety-five. 


Senior Cinema continues to be well attended each 
week with an average of ninety. The Council on 
Aging provides refreshments and publicity for this 
program. The article entitled ‘“‘Senior Citizen Ser- 
vices at the Coolidge Corner Branch Library, Brook- 
line, Massachusetts,’ by Beth Lipton was published 
in the Summer, 1973 issue of Library Scene. 


A six-week Summer Film Festival featuring films 
such as ‘‘King Kong,” ‘‘Citizen Kane” and ‘Bringing 
Up Baby” drew standing-room-only crowds. 


The Brookline Library Society of Artists has suc- 
cessfully maintained a busy program of workshops 
and exhibitions despite the unavailability of the 
Main Library Exhibition Hall. Lectures and demon- 
strations were given on Sunday afternoons at the 
Coolidge Corner Branch Library. All Saints Church 
has been most cooperative in furnishing a place for 
the Saturday morning workshop for the artists. 


Putterham Branch Library 


The circulation of library items at this branch library 
has increased more than 50% since the present 
building was opened for its first full year of library 
service in 1962. Ih is used quite heavily by students 
who come after school. A series of film programs 
has been planned for 1974. 


Chestnut Hill Branch Library 


Although this branch library is very much ap- 
preciated by those borrowers who use it, the circula- 
tion of library items continues to decrease. The li- 
brary is pleasant and has a small but well-selected 
collection of books for children and adults. We are 
experimenting with small rotating collections on 
special topics this year to interest the borrowers. 


Children’s Services National Library Week 


This year all efforts were concentrated on a “no- 
fine’ week in cooperation with the school libraries 


| The book collection has increased despite the fact 
“that publication of children’s books has been 


greatly reduced both in quantity and quality. The 
children’s librarians have been able to devote time 
to amore thoughtful appraisal of the titles selected, 
since there are fewer that must be examined. Books 
of superior quality and those in great demand have 
been duplicated. The book collection has been re- 
examined and gaps filled. 


The phonograph record collection, originally 
purchased with the thought that it might reach chil- 
dren who were not readers as well as to provide 
entertainment, is successful beyond expectation. 
There are plans to expand and circulate this collec- 
tion. 


Children from nursery schools have come to the 
children’s rooms with their teachers. A librarian has 
visited the Brookline Head Start class weekly to in- 
troduce books to the children, to read and to tell 
stories. A rotating collection of thirty books has 
been loaned to the class. 


At Coolidge Corner Branch Library a story hour for 
three-year-old children proved successful with an 
average attendance of ten children. A second story 
hour for the four-to-six-year-old group continues to 
flourish. Because of public requests, story hours 
were continued during July and August. 


Film programs for children are shown monthly at 
Coolidge Corner Branch Library and are also plan- 
ned for Putterham Branch Library. 


Special programs for children included craft and 
puppetry workshops, plus a return engagement of 
the Storrs Puppet Theater. 


and especially in the high school library. The Brook- 
line Chronicle Citizen printed an article announcing 
‘“‘no-fines’’ for three consecutive weeks. Two an- 
nouncements were sent to each newspaper, radio 
and TV station in the area. A special flyer designed 
by a High School art teacher was reproduced and 
distributed through Brookline schools and libraries. 
A larger reproduction of the same flyer was mailed 
to colleges, libraries and various organizations in 
Brookline and Boston and posted in twenty-two 
Brookline stores. 


Letters were sent to all borrowers who had over 
$15.00 worth of overdue books charged to their 
names. The response to the 478 letters sent was 
good and a total of 320 books was recovered. In 
addition, 480 books were returned as a result of 
other publicity. 


Library Promotion 


In May, a brochure describing library services was 
prepared for distribution to new borrowers. 


A seven-page supplement to the large print booklist 
was reproduced and distributed. 


A total of 81 films was borrowed from the Boston 
Public Library for use by Brookline groups. 


Library Resources 


Almost 24,000 volumes were added to the book col- 
lection which now numbers approximately 327,000 
volumes.

PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 


Planning Board 


The Planning function in Brookline is responsible 
for four major objectives: 


e Identifying community development issues and 
problems. 
Preparing comprehensive policies and plans to 
guide and implement long-range development of 
the Town. 


Analyzing the impact and effectiveness of im- 
plementation tools such as zoning and urban re- 
newal, and offering revisions when necessary. 
Providing advice, information and coordination 
on the wide range of Town development pro- 
grams and policies. 


Comprehensive Plan 


Brookline’s Comprehensive Plan is a set of goals 
and policies intended to guide the nature and direc- 
tion of change in the community over the foresee- 
able future. By state statute, the Planning Board has 
the sole duty and responsibility for preparing, adopt- 
ing, monitoring and amending the Town’s Com- 
prehensive Plan. In order to reflect the thinking of all 
the Town’s various public agencies and citizen 
groups, the Planning Board continues to encourage 
the widest participation in reviewing the various 
elements of the Plan before it is officially adopted. 


Since 1971, the Planning Board and a citizen sub- 
committee have been working on an extensive revi- 
sion of the 1959 Comprehensive Plan, and final 
completion was anticipated by June of this year. 
However, this goal was extended by Town Meeting 
action for a period of one year during which time a 
specially appointed Comprehensive Plan Review 
Commission (CPRC) was to assist the Planning 
Board in reviewing all parts of the revised Com- 
prehensive Plan. This action was approached with 
considerable zest by the Board and CPRC, with first 
priority given to an intensive review of residential 
land use policies and recommendations of appro- 
priate zoning changes which would reflect those 
policies in time for a Special Town Meeting on De- 
cember 10, 1973. Seven public discussion meetings 
were held across the Town in June to solicit indi- 
vidual and neighborhood opinions, and a bus trip 
was organized to provide interested citizens with a 
visual portrayal of the problems facing Brookline’s 
various neighborhoods. Review and comment on 
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the remaining sections of the Comprehensive Plan 
will be a main work item for the Board and CPRC in 
early 1974. 


Zoning Amendments 


Zoning was the major work item of the Planning 
Board and staff in 1973, and two public hearings on 
zoning amendments were held by the Board. The 
first hearing on February 28 was on a moratorium 
article submitted by citizen petition which called for 
the suspension of all new apartment development, 
excluding publicly financed projects, for a period of 
15 months. The Planning Board, believing a 15 
month moratorium unnecessary due to the ex- 
pected slow pace of future development, reported 
unfavorably on the proposal. The Annual Town 
Meeting in its deliberations approved an amended 
version of the proposal which shortened the 
moratorium to 7 months and created the CPRC to 
assist the Planning Board in the completion of the 
Comprehensive Plan revision. 


The second public hearing, held on November 8, 
concerned some of the most far-reaching changes 
in Brookline’s zoning history. The Planning Board 
proposed 37 Zoning By-law text changes and 46 
zoning map changes, based on intensive study dur- 
ing the summer by the Board, the CPRC, and the 
staff. In addition, 95 map changes were submitted by 
a citizen group coalition, about half of which dupli- 
cated or modified those of the Planning Board. With 
three amendments offered by the CPRC, all of the 
text changes were passed at Town Meeting; and 88 
map changes were approved (46 proposed by the 
Planning Board and 42 proposed by the citizen 
group coalition). The major text changes included: 
expansion of environmental design review cover- 
age, reduction in floor area bonus provisions, re- 
duction of height maximums, creation of a new in- 
termediate density apartment district (M-1.5), new 
buffer area regulations, revised sign standards, and 
improved cluster development regulations. 


Reflecting the sentiment of Town Meeting and the 
keen interest of citizen groups, virtually all the map 
change proposals from both the Planning Board 
and the citizen group coalition were aimed at reduc- 
ing the development potential of the Town’s apart- 
ment areas. Strong disagreement did exist, how-

ever, on the degree of reduction, and during the four 
sessions of Town Meeting many compromise posi- 
tions were offered and approved. The 88 zoning map 
changes approved at Town Meeting included 
changing several areas from an apartment designa- 
tion to a two-family designation, extensive reduc- 
tions of M-2.0 apartment areas to the M-1.0 and the 
new M-1.5 categories, reduction of almost two- 
thirds of the M-2.5 areas on Beacon Street to either 
M-2.0 or M-1.5, and changing portions of Harvard 
Street from business to residential. 


Special Reports 


Several studies were made by the staff during the 
year to supplement the review of the Comprehen- 
sive Plan. The most significant study was the 
Residential Cost-Revenue Analysis which compared 
the fiscal costs and benefits of various types of resi- 
dential development. A number of technical popula- 
tion studies were completed, several of which will be 
incorporated in a comprehensive document on 
Neighborhood Analyses to be completed in the com- 
ing year. 


Private Development 


This year saw some major developments being 
proposed, including plans for construction of anew 
Stop & Shop supermarket on Harvard Street and 
three apartment buildings, all requiring environ- 
mental design review by the Planning Board. One 
apartment proposal near Coolidge Corner, calling 
for 16 stories with 60 dwelling units, was found 
under the design review standards to be out of scale 
with the existing buildings along Beacon Street, and 
was denied by the Board of Appeals. 


The Planning Board reviewed and made reports ona 
total of 85 Board of Appeals cases, 23 of which 
involved environmental design review. This was a 
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57% increase over the cases reviewed last year, with 
much of the increase attributable to an increment in 
environmental design review cases, especially 
cases involving signs along Beacon Street. In addi- 
tion, the Planning Department reviewed with the 
Building Department many applications for permits 
not requiring Board of Appeals action. 


Capital Improvements Program 


Each year itis the joint responsibility of the Planning 
Board and the Board of Selectmen to coordinate 
and prepare Brookline’s six-year Capital Improve- 
ments Program. All proposed capital expenditures 
of the various departments must be evaluated in 
terms of priorities and relationships to the Com- 
prehensive Plan and scheduled over a six-year time 
frame within definite fiscal guidelines. The impor- 
tance of this procedure continues to be acknowl- 
edged as witnessed by the Annual Town Meeting 
which approved only those capital items that were 
within the scope of the Capital Improvements Pro- 
gram. 


Urban Renewal 


The Planning Board is responsible for reviewing any 
public or private urban renewal plan or revision 
thereof, and coordinates these projects with the 
overall development guidelines set forth in the 
Comprehensive Plan. In this regard, the Board and 
staff work closely with the Brookline Redevelop- 
ment Authority which is responsible for the im- 
plementation of renewal plans. Recent activity in- 
cluded several review sessions of land use schemes 
for the Harvard-Aspinwall area which were submit- 
ted by the Planning Services Group, consultants for 
the project. In addition, technical support for the 
proposed rehabilitation program in the Central Vil- 
lage area continued. 


Implementation of the Planning Department's plant- 
ing and paving plan for Hearthstone Plaza’s access 
to the Brookline Village MBTA station in the Marsh 
Renewal Area is now virtually complete, improving 
immensely the visual appearance and ease of 
pedestrian movement in that busy area. The De- 
partment’s landscape design for the Town’s new 
pedestrian bridge over Route 9 connecting the Farm 
and Marsh areas should be implemented in the com- 
ing year. 


Town Projects 


The Planning Department continues to render tech- 
nical and design assistance to other Town depart- 
ments for public development projects such as new 
and renovated public schools (Lincoln, Devotion, 
Lawrence and Pierce), playgrounds (Schick and 
Brook Street), and housing (Longwood turnkey, 
Egmont Street Rehabilitation). 


Plans for the landscaping of Washington Square 
and certain streets within the Code Enforcement 
area were submitted by the Planning Department to 
the DPW and Washington Square Code Enforce- 
ment Office. These plans were subsequently ap- 
proved by these agencies and implemented. 


Transportation — Bike Study 


The Planning Department, assisted by the Traffic 
and Parking Department, is continuing to study the 
feasibility of bike lanes on major arterial streets. 
Capitalizing on common interests in Boston and 
Cambridge, the Brookline study has expanded to 
form a sub-Metropolitan Bike Study with the im- 
mediate goal of developing a relatively safe, inter- 
municipal, bike lane network. The highlight of the 
joint effort this year was an origin-destination survey 
of cyclists in mid-July, conducted by several volun- 
teers and staff members of the Planning and Traffic 
Departments in all three communities. Some 
analysis was also done on bicycle-auto accidents, 
revealing an increase and concentration of such 
accidents on major arterials. Early findings from 
these surveys suggest sufficient demand to go 
ahead with trial bike lanes interconnecting each 
community in 1974. 


Open Space | 
The Planning Department continued its support ofa © 
variety of open space studies and projects. Maps, 
field trips and reports on trail possibilities along the | 
proposed Charles-to-Charles linear park were pro- 
vided to the Conservation Commission. Possible 
link-up with Newton’s trail proposal near Lost Pond 
was explored by the Department with the assistance 
of the Town DPW. 


Other services included the drawing-up of recrea- 
tional and historical site bike tours with the conser- 
vationists, the redefinition of areas subject to 
periodic flooding with the DPW, and working with 
the Park and Recreation Commission in the study of 
a feasible location for the proposed indoor ice- 
skating facility. 


Comprehensive Planning Assistance Program 


In May of 1973, the Town was awarded a Com- 
prehensive Planning Assistance grant by the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). The basic purpose of this program, adminis- 
tered by the Planning Department, is to reinforce the 
community development process in Brookline, con- 
sequently enabling the Town to be more responsive 
to the needs of its residents as well as to those of the 
region. This grant helped to fund some of the more 
significant work items of the past year, including 
preparation of the Residential Cost-Revenue Analysis 
and the increased professional assistance provided 
to individuals and citizen groups involved in the 
planning process. 


Meetings 


In addition to the seven area meetings in June, and 
the two formal public hearings on zoning, the Plan- 
ning Board held thirteen regular meetings, nine 
joint meetings with the CPRC, two preliminary hear- 
ings on zoning (sponsored with the CPRC and 
Council for Planning and Renewal), and numerous 
field trips, subcommittee meetings, and confer- 
ences with the Selectmen and other Town agencies. 
Board and staff members attended various regional 
conferences on subjects such as the Olmsted Ses- 
quicentennial, newly imposed environmental im- 
pact requirements, metropolitan housing needs, 
and federal revenue sharing. 


Redevelopment Authority 


The Brookline Redevelopment Authority continued 
its work of renewal and rehabilitation activities 
under the direction of Charles B. Steward, Executive 
Director, and Francis J. Hickey, Associate Executive 
Director, in consultation, as necessary, with Ber- 
nard S. Kaplan, General Counsel. Officers of the 
Authority elected at the 1973 annual meeting were 
as follows: 
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Herbert K. Bremner, Chairman 
John M. Clancy, Vice Chairman 
James M. Brown, Treasurer 

John M. Reed, Assistant Treasurer 
Philip Abrams, Member 


The staff of the Authority extended and intensified 
cooperative efforts with Town agencies and citizens 
in executing and planning existing and proposed 
renewal and rehabilitation projects for Brookline. 


Symbolic of the Authority’s desire to maintain and 


strengthen its ties with the Brookline community 
was its decision to move its offices to 276 Washing- 
ton Street at the expiration of its lease. These new 
offices are at street level in the heart of Brookline 
Village, an area which the Redevelopment Authority 
and the Central Village Neighborhood Association 
are anxious to improve through the planning and 
eventual execution of a rehabilitation program. The 
improved accessibility of the new offices has re- 
sulted in increased contacts between citizens and 
staff, enabling a more frequent and in-depth ex- 
change of ideas. 


In 1973, federal funds were impounded and com- 
munities throughout the nation were seriously af- 
fected by the subsequent moratorium of some fed- 
eral programs and the cessation of others. For 
Brookline, this meant that although the Marsh 
Project was already in execution, it would be neces- 
sary to secure a specific commitment by the federal 
government for the funding of the elderly, low and 
moderate income housing. In addition, funds were 
not available for a Neighborhood Development Pro- 
gram, originally considered the ideal program for 
the Central Village area, and the Authority and the 
Central Village Neighborhood Association spent the 
year searching for and exploring alternative ways of 
funding rehabilitation programs. Since the pro- 
posed Harvard-Aspinwall Project would be state- 
aided, it was not directly affected by the federal 
impoundment of monies and efforts to plan this 
program continued throughout the year. 


The following is a summary of the activities men- 
tioned above: 


Existing Project 


The Marsh Project continued in execution through- 
out 1973, and significant progress was made in sev- 
eral aspects of the Project. 


1. As mentioned above, of prime concern to the 
Redevelopment Authority during the year was the 
elderly, low and moderate income housing planned 
for Parcels R1, R2, and A1 of the Marsh Project Area. 
The assembling of these parcels for delivery to the 
developer is a multi-phased operation requiring 
simultaneous coordination of all elements. 


a) The Authority, after prolonged negotiations 
with the Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, was able to obtain a commitment from 
HUD for the construction of this housing and was 
granted funding for 320 units of Operation Break- 
through housing, financed by the federal govern- 
ment under the Section 236 Program.

b) Negotiations continued with the MBTA for the 
acquisition of the air rights in the Brookline Village 
area for the purpose of enclosing the tracks and 
constructing a platform. This step would not only 
remove a serious environmental liability from the 
area but would unify the two parts of the housing 
site as well. In addition, the construction of such a 
platform would provide a parking area, usable open 
space for residents of the housing, and access to the 
Brookline Avenue Playground for residents of the 
surrounding neighborhood. 


c) Together with the consulting firm of Barton- 
Aschman Associates, Inc., of Washington, D.C., the 
Authority completed an environmental impact study 
for the housing site in order to fulfill the require- 
ments of new federal environmental legislation. 


d) The acquisition of Sudbury Brass Goods Co., 
Inc., previously approved by Town Meeting, was 
completed during 1973. This property will form part 
of the housing site. 


e) At the Annual Town Meeting, the Redevelop- 
ment Authority submitted an Article which called for 
appropriating funds for the construction of a tem- 
porary water storage building so that the Town 
Water Department could vacate its present building 
on the housing site. It is.expected that the “tempo- 
rary” building will be ready for occupancy in Feb- 
ruary of 1974. 


f) A disposition parcel was awarded to Brookline 
Oil Company during 1973 in order that this company 
might also vacate its present site. The relocation of 
Brookline Oil Company is necessary before all the 
land parcels of the housing site can be assembled. 
The Building Department has granted Brookline Oil 
Company a building permit for the construction of a 
new facility, and this construction will begin after 
the required Hatch Act hearing before the Town’s 
Conservation Commission and as soon as the new 
storm drain has been installed. 


2. Additional acquisitions were made in 1973 
which will enable the development of the central 
portion, Parcel B-2, of the Project area. Both Brook- 
linelce & Coal Company and the two properties at 48 
and 50 Pearl Street, which were purchased by the 
Authority, are included in the B-2 Parcel and in the 
new Pearl Street whose reconstruction was initiated 
in 1973. Although no final plans have yet been made, 
commercial development is what Town Meeting has 
authorized for this site. 


3. With the assistance of the Redevelopment Au- 
thority, Hearthstone Insurance Company obtained 
permission from the MBTA to improve MBTA prop- 
erty at the rear of Hearthstone’s building. At their 
own expense, Hearthstone resurfaced pedestrian 
paths and landscaped the area. Some of this work 
took place in the fall of 1973 and the remainder will 


be completed in the summer when the Town's Inter- 
ceptor Storm Drain has been completed. Since the 
MBTA is currently planning a complete renewal of 
the Riverside Line, it is expected that Hearthstone’s 
contribution to the improvement of the area will 
later be augmented by the MBTA’s efforts. 


4. The contract for the construction of the Inter- 
ceptor Storm Drain was awarded to J. F. White Con- 
tracting Company during the summer of 1973, and 
construction commenced shortly thereafter. The 
construction in some areas will be concurrent with 
the reconstruction and widening of Project streets. 
In addition, water, sewer, and utility conduits will be 
installed at the same time. The Town’s share will be 
only 1/6 of the cost of that portion of the drain which 
is within the Project boundaries. 


5. Articles appropriating funds for construction 
and requisite land acquisitions for a pedestrian 
bridge across Washington Street were approved at 
1973 Annual Town Meeting. The monetary outlay for 
this bridge by the Town will constitute a non-cash 
credit for the Town in its financial obligation to the 
Marsh Project. Construction commenced in May 
1973, continued throughout the summer and fall 
months, and on December 15, 1973, the concrete 
spans were moved into place over Washington 
Street. It is expected that the bridge will be com- 
pleted in the spring of 1974, thereby removing the 
serious danger to pedestrians presented by this 
major traffic intersection. 


Central Village Rehabilitation Program 


1973 saw some substantial progress toward the 
formulation of a rehabilitation program for the Cen- 
tral Village. The Authority, together with the Central 
Village Neighborhood Association, selected a plan- 
ning consultant, one of seven who were interviewed 
in depth. Charles G. Hilgenhurst & Associates was 
chosen to survey the area and to issue a report 
analyzing the existing conditions and recommend- 
ing appropriate and feasible treatment. 


Data was compiled in June of 1973 through a series 
of ‘walking surveys” through parts of Precincts 3 
and 6 and through all of Precincts 4 and 5. Each 
“walking survey,’ announced in advance, covered a 
specific sub-area of the Brookline Village neighbor- 
hood and was joined not only by the Authority's and 
consultant’s staff members, but, more importantly, 
by the residents of each sub-area. Thus, the ‘‘walk- 
ing surveys” provided the consultants and the Au- 
thority staff with a more personal view of the neigh- 
borhood, through the eyes of the residents them- 
selves, and gave the residents an opportunity to 
participate in the planning process by voicing their 
ideas on what steps should be taken in order to 
improve the area. 
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An Article will be submitted for inclusion in the War- 
rant of the 1974 Annual Town Meeting which will 
detail the Project boundaries and request that the 
Town appropriate a sum of money not to exceed 
$2,000,000 for defraying the costs of public im- 
provements and project administration. 


Harvard-Aspinwall 


The Harvard-Aspinwall area has been for many years 
a blighted area of mixed commercial, manufactur- 
ing, and residential uses, with a predominance of 
automotive uses. In accordance with Town policy 
and with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, 
survey and planning funds were obtained from the 
Commonwealth’s Department of Community Affairs 
in preparation for a state-aided urban renewal pro- 
ject. A feasibility study was completed in 1972 and 
circulated among all Town departments. The final 
plan was delayed, however, because the Authority 
sensed that the Town had not really made a final 
determination about the kind of development it 
would recommend for the Harvard-Aspinwall area. 
The 1973 Annual Town Meeting, immediately follow- 
ing this period at the end of 1972 and the beginning 
of 1973, mandated a moratorium on the construc- 
tion of new housing (with exceptions) and au- 
thorized the establishment of a Review Commis- 
sion; such Commission to work with the Planning 
Department in the reassessment of Brookline’s var- 
ious needs and goals — a reassessment which 
would be articulated in an updated Comprehensive 
Plan for the Town. 


No valuable, meaningful plan for the Harvard- 
Aspinwall area could be developed without citizen 
input, which is, in any case, required. Accordingly, 
in 1973, a Citizen Advisory Committee, consisting of 
residents of the area and environs, was appointed by 
the Authority. It is hoped that the Harvard-Aspinwall 
Citizen Advisory Committee, the Authority, and 
other Town agencies working together can arrive at 
solutions for the area which will enhance the resi- 
dential character of the neighborhood, remove the 
blighting influences, and implement Town policies 
for future development. 


The first step in the upgrading of the area has al- 
ready started with the complete remodelling of the 
Sacks furniture-manufacturing building by Stop & 
Shop supermarket — a much needed retail service 
in the area. When this is completed, a major blight- 
ing influence in the area will have been removed. 


It is expected that all aspects of the existing land 
uses and the proposed uses of the land will be 
evaluated and determined in 1974 and that the final 
Plan will indeed reflect citizen desires and Town 
needs. 


Relocation Services 


In keeping with revised federal regulations, the Re- 
development Authority in 1972 added a relocation 
officer to its staff and began to strengthen its ability 
to provide relocation services. Over the years, HUD 
had concluded that rather than having personnel 
with part-time relocation responsibility in each 
agency who would conduct relocation activities 
only intermittently, it would be more efficient to have 
full-time relocation officers in centralized locations 
who would implement the regulations on a daily 
basis for their own and other agencies. 


Thus, the Redevelopment Authority began to pro- 


vide relocation services for not only its own projects 
but also for such Town projects as the Code En- 
forcement Program in Washington Square and the 
Brook Street Playground Expansion Program. In 
1973, the Authority’s ability to serve as a centralized 
relocation agency for the area was recognized by 
the Department of Community Affairs and the 
Authority's services were recommended to the 
Brookline Housing Authority in connection with 
their state-aided rehabilitation project, Mass. 705-1, 
bounded by Egmont, Dummer and St. Paul Streets. 
In addition to this contract for relocation services, 
the Authority, in late 1973, began negotiating with 
Norfolk County to provide relocation services.

Social Services 


Monthly meetings continue to be held with rep- 
resentatives of the Department of Public Welfare, 
Brookline Visiting Nurses, Multi-Service Senior 
Center, Brookline Health Department, On-site So- 
cial Worker and the Executive Director and As- 
sistant Director of the Housing Authority. Elderly 
tenants, youth and families in all developments have 
been assisted through the efforts of these workers 
and agencies. 


Brookline Multi-Service Senior Centers at Sussman 
House and O’Shea House continue to serve senior 
citizens in all developments as well as all senior 
citizens in the Town. Many varied and valuable ser- 
vices are extended to senior citizens. Quarters are 
made available to Multi-Service through the cour- 
tesy of the Housing Authority at no charge. 


The community-type food purchasing program im- 
plemented by the Tenant Association at O’Shea 
House continues and most tenants are participating 
in this cooperative endeavor. 


The on-site Social Worker is available to all tenants 
for consultation on health, social and economic 
problems. 


The Pride Sheltered Workshop at O’Shea House 
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continued throughout the year. Many tenants of the 
elderly developments participate. Quarters are 
made available through the courtesy of the Housing 
Authority at no charge. 


The hot lunch program at O’Shea House continued 
to be made available to senior citizens of the Town. 
During the summer months, the program was also 
held at Sussman House. Many tenants and persons 
in the neighborhood secure a nourishing and ap- 
petizing hot meal through this valuable program. 


Tenants assisted under the Federal leased and State 
Rental Assistance Programs are made aware of all 
services available to senior citizens of the Town. 


A valuable service has been provided by the Post 
Office at Christmas by sending a “‘Mini-Post Office” 
to the developments for the sale of stamps, handling 
of packages, etc. 


The Brookline School Department and its Adult 
Education Division (Harry Lent, Director) schedule 
interesting and educational programs at the various 
developments, such as enameling, knitting and 
cooking, opera and music appreciation. 


The Recreation Department conducts arts and 
crafts classes and social activities such as bridge 
and whist and bingo for the senior citizens. It con- 
tinues to serve preschool children at the High Street 
veterans’ development with a morning play group 
and older children with an afternoon program. Bus 
service is provided for youngsters at the Egmont 
development to transport them to the main Recrea- 
tion Department facility. Children at all develop- 
ments are bussed to the skating rink at Larz Ander- 
son Park, through the courtesy of the Recreation 
Department. 


The Housing Authority has cooperated with the 
Health Department in its services to senior citizens 
by making space available to conduct hearing tests 
and give flu shots. It has also extended its coopera- 


tion, in the event of serious fuel shortage, for the use 
of community room facilities in all buildings of the 
Authority as emergency shelters. 


At the request of the Town Clerk, the Brookline 
Housing Authority has made the community room at 
O’Shea House available to the Town as a polling 
place, at no charge for the use of the room. 


Surplus food, for which many elderly tenants are 
eligible, is picked up by Multi-Service Senior Center 
personnel and employees of the Housing Authority 
assist in the delivery to those elderly tenants who are 
unable to go to the distribution center. 


The Brookline Youth Service Group conducts pro- 
grams for youngsters from age 8-11 years two eve- 
nings a week, in space provided and furnished by 
the Housing Authority at 22 High Street. 


TASK (Teen Agers Serving Kids) continues to spon- 
sor a program for youngsters at 22 High Street one 
afternoon per week. This group also held a Christ- 
mas Party for 90 children at the Egmont Street vet- 
erans’ housing. 


The Brookline Housing Authority, in conjunction 
with the Tenant Associations, conducted cookouts 
at all developments, including the elderly. Enter- 
tainment for these occasions was provided through 
the courtesy of the Recreation Department. 


The Authority and its Advisory Tenant Council, 
along with the Tenant Associations of each de- 
velopment, continue to work closely together to im- 
prove tenant-management relationships. Tenant 
representatives meet with the members and have 
assisted in the election of priorities for the Moderni- 
zation Programs and other matters of mutual con- 
cern. 


State Modernization Program funds continue to be 
expended for the benefit of the developments and 
the tenants. To date, $148,000 has been received for 
this purpose. 


Emergency measures have been taken to conserve 
energy at all developments and meetings are held 
with Tenant Associations and agencies of the Town 
of Brookline to coordinate efforts in this regard. 


The annual Commonwealth subsidy for the State 
veterans’ developments amounted to $119,765.82 to 


aid the Authority in meeting the cost of debt service 
for 1973. 


Rental rebates totaling $32,107 under Chapter 1114 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth were 
made to eligible families in accordance with direc- 
tives of the Department of Community Affairs. The 
funds were taken from the Authority’s reserves, built 
up over the past 23 years and normally used only for 
emergency work. Because of the reduction of rents, 
all reserves will be used up and these developments 
will be operating at a deficit. 


The Colonel Floyd Apartments at Marion Street re- 
ceived $35,891.67 from the Commonwealth as its 
proportionate share of subsidy. 


The Federal Low-Rent Housing and Housing for the 
Elderly at Walnut Street, Sussman House and 
O’Shea House received an annual operating subsidy 
under the Annual Contributions Contract totalling 
$50,741. 


All allocated units under the Federal Leased Hous- 
ing Program are occupied. The application for an 
additional 100 units is still pending. 


There are 90 units of State Rental Assistance, Chap- 
ter 707, under effective lease. Rental rebates to eli- 
gible tenants under Chapter 1114 of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth, totalling $2,996, were 
made in accordance with directives of the Depart- 
ment of Community Affairs. 


Properties at Egmont, St. Paul, Amory and Dummer 
Streets were acquired on September 4, 1973 ata 
cost of $1,300,000 under Chapter 705 of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth, for the development of 
family and elderly units. The firm of Childs, Bertman, 
Tseckares Associates, was selected as the Architect 
for this rehabilitation project. All tenants were relo- 
cated under Chapter 79A of the General Laws and all 
units are now vacant. Plans for the renovation of the 
buildings are in progress. 


Approval was granted by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development to proceed with the con- 
struction of the 100 unit housing for the elderly 
under the Turnkey Method, at a total development 
cost of $2,929,272, such development to be located 
at 86-90 Longwood Avenue. Dimeo Construction 
Co., Inc. of Providence, Rhode Island, was selected 
as Developer and Bedar & Alpers, Jnc. as Supervis- 
ing Architects. Groundbreaking is anticipated for 
early spring, 1974, with construction to be com- 
pleted in 15 months. 


Building Commission 


In 1973 the Building Commission experienced an 
active year, meeting 30 times, including confer- 
ences with other agencies, consultants and contrac- 
tors, to discuss the various Town projects. Stanley 
Shuman was reelected Chairman of the Building 
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Commission for 1973. The Commission was deeply 
saddened by the death of Agnes Ham in December 
of 1973. She served as Scribe to the Building Com- 
mission from its inception in the 1940s until 1972. 


Development in the area of the Town Hall Complex 
continued with the New Pierce School, a $6,700,000 
project, and Main Library Additions and Alterations, 
a $3,400,000 project, nearing completion by year’s 
end. Also approaching completion by year’s end 
were the Lawrence School Alterations and Addi- 
tions, costing approximately $2,500,000. 


The Pro Shop at Putterham Meadows was com- 
pleted for a total project cost of approximately 
$35,000, and construction of the temporary garage 
for the Department of Public Works Water Division, 
a $72,000 project, is continuing. 


Architectural planning continued on the Alterations 
and Additions to the Edward Devotion School and 
the New Lincoln School. Bids for the Devotion 
School, an estimated $5,400,000 project, were an- 
ticipated for Annual Town Meeting in March, 1974, 
while the New Lincoln School project proceeded to 
the end of the schematic design phase. 


The Feasibility Study for the Indoor Ice Rink was 
completed, and architectural planning for the ap- 
proximately $1,500,000 project should begin after 
Annual Town Meeting in March, 1974. In another 
Park and Recreation project, the Building Commis- 
sion, in cooperation with the Department of Public 
Works, assisted the Park and Recreation Commis- 
sion in the planning for the reconstruction of the 
Larz Anderson Ice Rink. The estimated project cost 
is approximately $285,000. 


Total project costs, including estimates, under the 
aegis of the Building Commission exceed 
$27,000,000, and the Commission takes this oppor- 
tunity to thank the Town agencies who have ex- 
tended their cooperation and assistance in the 
planning and execution of the Town’s building 
projects. 


Board of Appeals 


During the year the Board of Appeals held ninety 
public hearings or an increase of 61.1% over 1972. 
The hearings were under thé following classifica- 
tions:

Mr. Herbert L. Shivek was appointed an associate 
member for a three-year term effective May 1, 1973.

Mr. Kenneth B. Bond resigned as an associate 
member August 7, 1973.

Mr. Canter’s general concern 
for the welfare of the Town of Brookline has cer- 
tainly been appreciated. At the close of the calendar 
year this vacancy remained unfilled.

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HUMAN RESOURCES 


Health Department 


In 1973, all Town departments began a new budget- 
ing procedure, called Program Budgeting, which 
attempts to identify the true costs of each 
Department’s activities. The Health Department 
successfully responded to this change, taking a 
leadership role, realizing that Program Budgeting 
would be an essential first step in answering the 
following questions: (1) do the Department’s pro- 
gram objectives adequately reflect the health needs 
of the community; (2) are the Health Department’s 
activities successfully meeting the Department’s ob- 
jectives and the community's needs; and (3) are the 
Department’s manpower and financial resources 
being properly utilized. 


This 1973 Annual Report follows the format of the 
Health Department's new Program Budget which is 
divided into 5 subprograms and 24 program ele- 
ments. 


General Support Services 


Administration: The wide breadth of Health Depart- 
ment programs, the changing health care systems, 
the need to coordinate programs with many other 
Town agencies and community health facilities, 
plus the need to wisely manage limited resources 
demand a strong and enlightened leadership. The 
Health Department employs a full-time Director of 
Public Health, who is guided by a citizens’ Advisory 
Council which meets monthly, and a part-time Med- 
ical Consultant, who is a member of the faculty of 
the Harvard School of Public Health. 


Operational Support: Approximately $60,000 was 
spent in 1973 to maintain the Brookline Public 
Health Center and to provide all sections and pro- 
grams with such essential services as postage, tele- 
phone, office supplies, equipment, repairs and 
printing. 


Health Education: The Department’s health educa- 
tional programs are for (1) community health educa- 
tion, (2) Departmental staff development and in- 
service training, and (3) relations with community 
physicians, dentists, and other health care provid- 
ers. 


In community health education, the Department dis- 
tributes its “Health Bulletin’, and provides speakers 
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at various community meetings to inform Brookline 
residents of how living habits can affect their health, 
of how to avoid health hazards, and of what com- 
munity health services are available. Since certain 
diseases can be prevented or controlled by the indi- 
vidual himself, he must have complete information 
and be motivated to make wise decisions about his 
own health. 


Since it is essential that health care personnel keep 
abreast of the scientific advances and social 
changes, the Department, with the help of a federal 
grant, added over 200 new reference and text books 
to its library, which is also open to the public. De- 
partmental personnel are also encouraged to attend 
educational meetings or short courses provided by 
their professional organizations. 


Through periodic letters from the Director of Public 
Health, local physicians and dentists are kept aware 
of the Department’s activities and are informed of 
special programs in which there is opportunity for 
public/private cooperation. The Department also 
serves as a field training resource for many health 
career students, serves as a model for other local 
health departments, and staff members contribute 
several scientific papers to professional societies 
and journals each year. 


Environmental Health Services 


Special Services: These miscellaneous but very im- 
portant activities include routine inspections of 
swimming pools, day camps, massage establish- 
ments, nursing homes, dry cleaning shops, public 
water supplies, and sewage disposal facilities, and 
any other establishment or service affecting the 
public health. In addition, personnel working in this 
area investigate complaints, provide advice to the 
public, cooperate with other agencies, and are 
otherwise concerned with such matters as insect, 
rodent, and animal control, occupational safety, air 
pollution, pesticides, and many other public health 
concerns. In 1973, about 600 inspections were re- 
corded and many additional unrecorded hours were — 
spent in this area. The Department’s laboratory per- 

formed 2,400 tests on water samples. 7 


Food Sanitation: The two Sanitarians assigned to this 
area are responsible for insuring that the public is 


protected by the highest sanitary standards at the 
Town’s 90 restaurants, 106 food stores, 8 bakeries, 4 
catering establishments, 6 mobile canteens, 14 
school cafeterias, and 12 nursing home kitchens. 
Their work consists mainly of monthly bacteria 
checks, quarterly inspections, food recalls, and in- 
vestigation of complaints. In 1973, the Food Sanita- 
tion personnel worked with other Department per- 
sonnel in improving the solid waste storage and 
disposal situation in commercial areas and assisted 
in a large number of food recalls under FDA direc- 
tion. Also in 1973, the Department’s control over 
food service establishments was strengthened with 
the implementation of a new system which requires 
Health Department permits, in addition to common 
victuallers’ licenses issued by the Board of Select- 
men. In 1973, 3,650 food sanitation inspections were 
recorded, a lesser number than previous years be- 
cause of time spent on special problems. The 
Department’s laboratory recorded 2,200 tests for 
restaurant utensils. 


Housing: |n 1973, 1,800 inspections were made in 
response to complaints from tenants and landlords, 
in response to referrals from the Rent Control 
Board, or at the request of the Housing Authority 
under the Rent Subsidy Program. An additional 
1,200 inspections were made under the 
Department’s systematic housing code enforce- 
ment neighborhood program. This represents 1,000 
more total housing inspections than in 1972. 


1973 was marked by an increased number of no- 
heat complaints coupled with the energy crisis. In 
November, the Department was designated the 
Home Heating Assistance Office for the Town under 
the State’s emergency plans. Also in 1973, the 
Department’s ability to enforce the state housing 
code was strengthened with the backing of the 
Brookline Municipal Court, the Rent Control Board, 
and new state laws protecting the rights of tenants. 


Solid Waste: One Sanitarian performs routine in- 
spection of residential and commercial property to 
insure that solid waste is stored, collected, and dis- 
posed of in a sanitary manner, and responds to all 
citizens’ complaints. In 1973, a special campaign to 
improve solid waste storage and disposal condi- 
tions lasted several months and took the major time 
of four additional personnel, reassigned from their 
other tasks. The results of this effort were excellent 
as many perennial ‘trouble spots” were eliminated. 
In 1973, over 2,900 inspections were recorded. 


Weights & Measures: To protect the consumer 
against purchasing inaccurate or fraudulent quan- 
tities of merchandise, the Town employs two 
Weights & Measures inspectors who inspect and 
adjust all commercial scales, weights, gasoline and 
oil meters, taxi meters, and other such devices, and 
who inspect pre-packaged foods and other prod- 
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ucts. In 1973, 1,200 scales, weights and measuring 
devices were inspected and 5,350 pre-packaged 
items were checked. 


School and Child Healtii Services 


Public Schools: The Health Department allocates 
about $20,000 for delivering health services to the 
6,800 pupils in the public schools, with the School 
Department spending an additional $130,000. This 
combined, comprehensive program _ includes 
periodic assessment of each pupil's health status, 
immunizations, screening for early detection of dis- 
eases or abnormalities, active referrals to private 
medical care resources, and follow-up. 


During the 1972-1973 school year, 1,443 pupils were 
evaluated in Health Counselling Clinics by the 
School Physician; there were over 400 medical con- 
ferences with school staff, and 950 immunizations 
were given. There were 16,974 elementary pupils 
seen by the school nurses and 13,077 high school 
nursing visits. The school nurses recorded 4,400 
conferences with school staff, 4,000 parent con- 
tacts, and 1,200 contacts with outside health or so- 
cial agencies. There were 4,963 hearing tests; 5,614 
vision tests; 1,919 tuberculin tine tests; 1,261 trien- 
nial physical examinations, and 926 sports physi- 
cals. 


The School Physician, working with teachers, 
guidance counsellors, and the Health Department’s 
Drug and Alcohol Treatment Co-ordinator, began 
several innovative approaches for health education 
in the high school. 


Of major importance is the new collaboration de- 
veloped between Children’s Hospital Medical 
Center and the Health and School Departments, 
whereby the Town’s School Physician coordinates 
the part-time services provided in the schools by 
staff physicians and pediatric fellows of the Com- 
munity Child Health Division of the hospital. These 
services replace those provided in the past by one 
part-time school physician, thus exposing the 
school health program to a vast array of pediatric 
and adolescent medicine specialists, and fostering 
a closer liaison between the school program and the 
teaching hospital. 


Parochial Schools: The Health Department provides 
part-time public health nursing and medical serv- 
ices to the three Brookline parochial schools. The 
services include routine physicals, immunizations, 
tuberculin tine tests, vision and hearing screening, 
plus consultation and counselling. 


Pre-School Child Health Services: The Health De- 
partment, with the Brookline Visiting Nurse Service 
conducts a Well-Child Clinic for pre-school children 
of low-income families. The clinic provides home 
visits, immunizations, complete physical examina- 


tions, growth and development assessments, treat- 
ment, and referrals to other medical care facilities as 
necessary. In 1973, there was an average of 175 
pre-schoolers enrolled in this program, making 622 
clinic visits and requiring 230 home visits. During 
1973, a psychiatric nurse was added to the clinic 
staff to provide consultation to parents and to lead 
informal parent discussion groups. 


As one example of how the Health Department can 
respond effectively to new community health needs, 
in 1973, 291 children were tested for the first time for 
possible lead poisoning. Of these, 14 children were 
re-tested because of borderline results, but fortu- 
nately all repeats were negative. 


Day Care Services: The Town has the responsibility 
for insuring that all enrollees in public and private 
day care centers are in a healthful and safe environ- 
ment and are afforded proper early education. There 
are 30 such facilities in Brookline and the Health 
Department has organized a team of inspecting and 
licensing personnel, including a Sanitarian, Public 
Health Nurse, Building Department Inspector, and 
Fire Department Inspector. 


Dental Clinic: The Health Department provides full 
dental screening of all public and parochial school 
pupils and of all day care center enrollees; provides 
community, patient, and professional education; 
provides preventive services; and provides direct 
treatment for children of low-income families, up to 
the fourth grade. 


In 1973, there was a total of 3,426 patient visits to the 
Department’s Dental Clinic, operated in conjunction 
with the Boston University School of Graduate Den- 
tistry. In addition, 6,900 children were seen in the 
School Dental Screening Program, with appropriate 
follow-up and referrals. 


To further emphasize prevention and education, 
two new programs were started in 1973. Funded bya 
private grant, 1,400 fifth, sixth, and seventh graders 
participate in daily supervised brushing and rinsing 
with a fluoride preparation. This program, partly de- 
signed to study the efficacy of a fluoride prepara- 
tion, will continue for three years. In the second 
program, the Dental Clinic will take mouth impres- 
sions, and will provide, at low cost, custom-fitted 
mouth-guards for children who participate in active 
sports. 


Mental Health: The Town, through the Health De- 
partment budget, helps to support financially the 
important community programs of the Brookline 
Mental Health Clinic. This Clinic, which serves both 
children and adults, receives most of its funds from 
the State, with additional funds coming from clinic 
fees and donations. 


For children, the Clinic provides diagnostic evalua- 
tions, individual and group therapy, consultation to 
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the schools and other community agencies, oper- 
ates a nursery school for retarded children, provides 
direct funds to low-income families with special 
needs, and co-sponsors Terrace House, a small 
residence for youths. In 1973, the Clinic provided 
direct treatment for about 138 children, enrolled 
nine children in the nursery school, served eight 
adolescents in Terrace House, conducted three 
groups at elementary schools of 15 people each, on 
the issues of child-raising and single parents and 
raised $1,250 so that 12 children could attend spe- 
cial programs. 


Adult Health Services 


Heart Disease and Diabetes Screening: In the 
Department’s Coronary Risk Screening and Dia- 
betes Detection Program a complete health history 
is taken; blood pressure, pulse, vital capacity, and 
skinfold are measured; and a series of blood and 
urine laboratory tests are done in the Department’s 
laboratory. The results are then evaluated by the 
Department’s Medical Consultant to this Program 
and results are sent to the patient’s physician for 
further diagnosis and treatment as necessary. In 
1973, there were 630 patient visits to this Program, 
resulting in 150 residents being referred to private 
medical care sources because of some abnormality 
or suspicious finding. In 1973, 4,997 blood and urine 
laboratory tests were performed, most ofthese done 
for the heart and diabetes screening. 


Glaucoma and Oral Cancer: In 1973, 523 residents 
were examined by an ophthalmologist and a dentist 
in order to screen for glaucoma and oral cancer. Of 
these, 20 people were referred to an eye doctor 
because of suspicious findings and 192 were refer- 
red to adentist, not because of possible oral cancer, 
but because of other dental problems. 


In this, as well as the Heart Program, it is reasonable 
to assume that many more residents seek similar 
screening services from private sources, being 
motivated by the publicity and community educa- 
tion which is part of each program. 


Homemaking and Home Nursing Services: |In 1973, 
$600 was allocated to subsidize the Intercommunity 
Homemaker Service, which assists homebound el- 
derly and disabled persons with routine household 
chores, thus keeping many residents from being 
institutionalized unnecessarily. An additional 
$8,000 was allotted to the Brookline Visiting Nurse 
Service for making home visits not otherwise reim- 
bursed. 


The Visiting Nurses conduct weekly health mainte- 
nance consultation sessions at each of the Town's 
several elderly housing projects. In 1973, 720 elderly 
residents were seen by a nurse at one of these ses- 
sions, and 420 elderly were seen in their own home. 


Occupational Health: The Town has an obligation to 
its employees to insure that they are physically fit for 
their jobs and that occupational health problems are 
met in a high quality, confidential manner. Accord- 
ingly, the Occupational Health Clinic is staffed with 
a half-time physician and full-time occupational 
health nurse. In 1973, the Clinic recorded 3,326 em- 
ployee visits for physical examinations, immuniza- 
tions, occupational illnesses and injuries, first-aid, 
and for counseling and referral to private facilities 
as necessary. 


Mental Health: In 1973, the Brookline Mental Health 
Clinic provided direct treatment to 425 adults, and 
provided many hours, on a regular basis, of consul- 
tation services to other agencies serving adults and 
the elderly, such as the Health Department, Housing 
Authority, Multi-Service Senior Center, and Welfare 
Office. The Clinic operates, with Town-financed as- 
sistance, the Pride Workshop, which is a work ac- 
tivities center serving 30 to 35 senior citizens. The 
Clinic also provides two cooperative apartments for 
residents recently discharged from a mental hospi- 
tal. In 1973 this facility served 30 people. 


Services for Communicable and Addictive 
Diseases 


Tuberculosis Control: The Department’s Tuber- 
culosis Control program consists of (1) screening of 
the general public and suspected individuals for the 
presence of active or inactive tuberculosis, (2) 
treatment of patients with tuberculosis or in contact 
with the disease, and (3) financial subsidization for 
patients admitted to the Norfolk County Tuber- 
culosis Hospital. A total of 164 visits by patients with 
active or inactive tuberculosis were made to the 
Department's Chest Clinic. A total of 1,643 chest 
X-rays were recorded in 1973 for tuberculosis and 
general screening. 


Other Communicable Diseases: The Department 
strives to find and treat individuals with dangerous 
communicable diseases and to immunize residents 
against communicable disease. In 1973, 213 resi- 
dents were seen in the Department’s monghly Im- 
munization Clinic and 409 residents participated in 
the Department's special Influenza Clinic, con- 
ducted for the first time in 1973. There were over 200 
reported cases of communicable diseases. 


Mosquito Control: In 1973, the Town paid the East 
Middlesex Mosquito Control Project, a state agency, 
$4,700 which reflects the costs of the Project’s work 
on cleaning and maintaining existing drainage and 
ditches in order to eliminate possible mosquito 
breeding sites, for treatment of sewers and catch 
basins in order to kill mosquito larva, and for very 
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selective aerial and ground aerosol spraying to kill 
adult mosquitoes in the latter part of this season. 


Veterinary Services: State law requires each city and 
town to employ an Inspector of Animals (1) to inves- 
tigate reported bites, (2) to quarantine dogs who 
have bitten humans, and (3) to inspect and approve 
private facilities for the keeping of animals. There 
were close to 100 dog bites reported in 1973 and 
four permits issued for the private keeping of ani- 
mals. 


The Health Department each year conducts a six- 
day Rabies Clinic, the cost of which is off-set com- 
pletely by fees. In 1973, 622 dogs were vaccinated. 


Drug and Alcohol Service: The major new public 
health program implemented in 1973 was the Drug 
and Alcohol Treatment Liaison Program. After sev- 
eral months of intensive study by the Advisory 
Council and in cooperation with the Board of 
Selectmen and several other Town agencies, this 
innovative effort was funded and staffed with a full- 
time person reassigned from the Department of 
Youth Resources. 


The core of this Treatment Liaison Program is the 
successful establishment of working relationships 
with treatment resources. During the year, over 50 
people, representing close to 40 different agencies, 
were contacted. A large number of community edu- 
cational programs were implemented. These in- 
cluded a weekly ‘“‘Aspects of Alcoholism” column 
published in the local newspaper, the printing of two 
pamphlets, a 6;session in-service training institute 
attended by 115 people, articles in the Department's 
Health Bulletin, and the distribution of 3,000 copies 
of a health services pocket directory. In addition, the 
staff developed mini-courses for St. Mary’s High 
School and Brookline High School and helped to 
establish an information center in the Brookline 
Municipal Court. 


During 1973, 211 telephone calls from people seek- 
ing help with problems of alcoholism, drugs, ven- 
ereal disease, and mental health were handled. 45 
residents visited the program and of these, 42 are 
presently in a variety of treatment programs. 


The Drug and Alcohol Treatment Liaison Program 
made many noteworthy accomplishments during 
the year including: receipt of a $1,600 federal grant 
to attend acommunity drug training program at Yale 
University, the Treatment Coordinator was accepted 
into a special 14-month alcoholism counselling 
training program at Boston City Hospital, two 
second-year graduate social work students selected 
this program as part of their field experience, two 
self-help groups were started in Brookline, and a 
community survey on attitudes toward and knowl- 
edge about alcoholism was completed. 


Human Relations Commission 


In accordance with Section 5 of Article 28 of the 
Town By Laws, the Commission is pleased to submit 
this Annual Report which clearly indicates progress 
in the Town’s endeavor to fulfill its commitment in 
the field of human relations. 


Section 3A of Article 28 outlines the general duties 
of the Commission as follows: (1) The development 
of opportunities within Brookline and the metropoli- 
tan area, for those who are discriminated against 
and restricted by their race, color, national origin or 
ancestry, religion, sex or age, and the elimination of 
alland any barriers to their choice of jobs, education 
and housing; and (2) Increase communication 
across racial lines to destroy stereotypes, to halt 
polarization, end distrust and hostility, and create 
common ground for efforts toward public order and 
social justice; and (3) Increase the capacity of public 
and private institutions to respond to the problems 
of the disadvantaged so as to augment their power 
to deal with the problems that affect their own lives. 


The Commission for its working operation has de- 
fined a minority as ‘‘any group which has been dis- 
criminated against for a particular purpose. At times 
this could include any one or more of the following 
groups: American Indians, blacks, Chicanos, Orien- 
tals, Spanish surnamed, women and others.’ 


The Human Relations Commission consists of 
twelve (12) members appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen for terms of three years. Unlike past 
years, the progress and greater active participation 
on the part of the community can largely be at- 
tributed to an active and stable Commission mem- 
bership. During a public meeting the Commission 
unanimously voted to supplement its membership 
by appointing nine associate members to actively 
participate in all of the deliberations of the Commis- 
sion. With the addition of associate members, the 
Commission continues to strive toward increased 
citizen participation in all of its activities, thereby 
assuring the Commission of input from all segments 
of the community. 


During 1973, the Commission conducted sixteen 
staff assisted public meetings, with member at- 
tendance stable and consistent. The Commission 
unanimously voted to establish three standing 
committees and three special temporary commit- 
tees within its structure to study, report and make 
recommendations to the full body. Each committee 
is chaired by a member of the Commission. The 
Standing Committees are: 1) The Committee on Af- 
firmative Action, 2) The Committee on Housing, and 
3) The Committee on Inter-Religious Affairs. The 
Special Temporary Committees are: 1) The Commit- 
tee on Membership, 2) The Committee on Budget, 
and 3) The Committee on Personnel Selection. The 
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Chairman of the Commission is a member of all 
committees, and staff representation is required at 
all committee meetings. 


The Committee on Affirmative Action deals in the 
area of municipal employment and municipal bids 
for vendors, services and contracts. This Committee 
and/or staff has conducted a total of thirty-four (34) 
meetings with representatives of the various Town 
employee unions and associations, department 
heads, representatives of various minority com- 
munities, representatives of minority vendors and 
contractors, neighborhood organizations, rep- 
resentatives of other similar commissions within the 
metropolitan Boston area and with other appointed 
and elected Town officials. This Committee also di- 
rectly deals with the mandate of Article 29 of the 
By-Laws ‘‘Fair Employment Practices Relative to 
Town Contracts’. 


The Commission utilizes the local and minority 
news media in advertising municipal employment 
vacancies, and sends letters to a list of potentially 
interested minority persons and organizations ac- 
tively involved in recruiting employment for 
minorities. It also cooperates with the Purchasing 
Department in soliciting bids for vendors and ser- 
vices. The staff also attends conferences with the 
various departments regarding contractor com- 
pliance with affirmative action programs. 


The success of this program can be measured by the 
unanimous policy statement of the Board of 
Selectmen, its acceptance by department heads, 
Town employees, and the general public, plus in- 
tensive time commitment of the Commission mem- 
bers, associate members, volunteers and staff. 


The Committee on Housing’s responsibility is in the 
area of assuring equal opportunity to all people in 
seeking and obtaining housing within the commun- 
ity, regardless of their race, color, sex, age, religious 
creed, national origin, or ancestry. In meeting this 
responsibility, the Commission demands strict 
adherence to local, state and federal fair housing 
statutes and actively solicits potential occupants 
from the minority community. This committee 
and/or its staff has conducted a total of twenty-two 
meetings with various interested individuals, 
groups and organizations within the community and 
metropolitan Boston, with special emphasis on the 
minority community. 


When vacancies occur in dwellings that fall within 
our jurisdiction, the Commission advertises not only 
in the local newspaper but in the various minority 
publications within the greater metropolitan area. 
This type of advertising is further supplemented by 
individual mailings to approximately 170 individu- 
als, groups and organizations active in seeking 


housing for minorities. We have been successful in 
working with the various officials involved in public 
and semi-public housing and are embarking on a 
program for greater involvement of the private sec- 
tor. There will be emphasis on seeking the active 
cooperation of the general public, interested 
groups, and, most important, those dealing in the 
field of real estate. 


The Committee on Inter-Religious Affairs has con- 
ducted a total of eighteen (18) meetings with con- 
tinuing emphasis being placed on the need for grea- 
ter communication among all segments of the 
community. Its primary responsibility lies in increas- 
ing the awareness and the mutual respect among 
people of all religious faiths and different ethnic, 
socio-economic and cultural backgrounds in an at- 
tempt to alleviate the discontent and suspicion that 
have been Known to breed inter-group hostility. In 
recognizing the need for continual communication 
between the various groups in our community, we 
have embarked on a program of conducting meet- 
ings among the various neighborhood, religious, 
ethnic and cultural organizations within the com- 
munity. We actively seek and enlist the assistance of 
the various Jewish and Christian organizations 
throughout metropolitan Boston. One of our most 
successful ventures to date has been the meeting of 
the various neighborhood associations, at which 
time candid expressions of both concerns and 
hopes were expressed, thus enabling the Commis- 
sion to maintain sensitivity to needs of the various 
neighborhoods and the community in general. 


The Commission during its deliberations estab- 
lished three special temporary committees to deal 
exclusively with specific problems. The first of these 
committees is the Budget Committee, whose pri- 
mary responsibility is to review, prepare and rec- 
ommend to the full Commission appropriations for 
the ensuing year for submission to the Board of 
Selectmen. This Committee, during 1973, con- 
ducted a total of seven (7) meetings with members of 
the Commission and other Town officials involved in 
budget preparation. This present Committee, for the 
ensuing year, will be enlarged and known as the 
Committee on Budget and Operations, whose first 
duties will involve overseeing the general operation 
and expenditures of the agency. 


The Committee on Membership is responsible for 
actively seeking both potential members and as- 
sociate members for service on the Commission. 
They will also actively enlist the services of citizens 
who are desirous of making some contribution to 
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the workings of the Commission, but cannot fully 
participate because of time limitations. This Com- 
mittee has conducted a total of eleven (11) meetings 
and to date has been successful in having its 
recommendations accepted by both the Commis- 
sion and the Board of Selectmen. 


The Committee on Personnel Selection has con- 
ducted eighteen (18) meetings and was organized to 
screen and interview prospective candidates for the 
position of Assistant Director of the Human Rela- 
tions Commission. Its major function during 1973 
consisted of screening two hundred and eighty-four 
(284) applicants for personal interview. After the ini- 
tial screening process, the Committee, consisting of 
five members, personally interviewed thirty-five 
candidates and submitted for consideration by the 
full Commission fifteen names, five of which were 
submitted to the Board of Selectmen for final selec- 
tion. The Committee advertised extensively through 
the local and metropolitan Boston news media and 
the many individual groups and organizations 
whose interests and services are in the field of 
human relations. 


The Commission is presently in the process of estab- 
lishing a standing committee on Youth Affairs anda 
Human Relations Library to be located at the 
Commission's office, 320 Washington Street. 


The staff of the Human Relations Commission con- 
sists of the Acting Director, appointed October 16, 
1972, the Assistant Director, appointed July 16, 
1973, a full-time Sr. Clerk Typist and a part-time high 
school typist intern. 


In 1973, the administrative component of the Com- 
mission was consolidated with that of the Division of 
Youth Resources, which brought about a more effi- 
cient and effective utilization of the resources of 
both agencies. 


The Human Relations Commission in its desire to 
stimulate greater input from the community has had 
public meetings in the Town Hall, the Commission’s 
office at 320 Washington Street, the Hebrew College 
at 43 Hawes Street, St. Mary’s of the Assumption 
Rectory at 5 Linden Place, the United Parish Church 
in Brookline at 210 Harvard Street, and Temple 
Emeth at 194 Grove Street. The Commission intends 
to continue this policy of conducting public meet- 
ings in the various neighborhoods throughout the 
Town, in order to assure greater participation in its 
deliberations. 


Youth Resources Division 


During 1973, the Division of Youth Resources main- 
tained a staff of four full-time workers, consisting of 
a Director, two full-time Youth Workers and one 
Secretary-Receptionist, and two permanent part- 
time Coordinators, namely Jobs for Youth and 
Community Coordinated Child Care. At specified 
times during the year, there were also six part-time 
Youth Worker-Interns assigned to the parks, play- 
grounds and street corners throughout the Town to 
identify, contact and establish a viable relationship 
with the youths congregating in these areas. There 
were also part-time Youth Worker-Interns assigned 
to the activities center at 22 High Street, and several 
other Youth Worker-Interns performing various as- 
signments, such as research and supplementing 
specialized programs with the Recreation Division 
by working with the mentally retarded, emotionally 
disturbed and the golden-agers. The staff was 
further supplemented by high school typist-interns, 
college student volunteers and those obtaining 
credit as part of their graduate courses. 


The objectives of the Division of Youth Resources 
are: to coordinate all public and private agencies, 
departments and groups which relate to youth in the 
community; to continually evaluate the effective- 
ness of all programs relating to youth; to serve as an 
advocate for youth; to increase and sustain open 
communication and to foster positive relations 
among youth from all sections of the community, 
between youth and adult, among professionals deal- 
ing with youth and among those governmental units 
mandated to serve their needs; to act as technical 
and program advisor to the Board of Selectmen and 
other Town agencies and officials on youth matters, 
to keep informed on trends and developments in 
youth research and services elsewhere and deter- 
mine their applicability to Brookline; to assist in the 
initiation, implementation and development of suit- 
able programs. 


During 1973, in response to the overwhelming de- 
mand for jobs, we embarked on a program to reem- 
phasize the importance of our Jobs for Youth Pro- 
gram. In order to expand and enlarge our services, 
we publicly sought the active support of all seg- 
ments of our community, including the business 
community, and veterans, religious, fraternal and 
service organizations. The town-wide response to 
our request for jobs to fulfill the needs of our youth 
was most encouraging and indicative of the sensitiv- 
ity of the community to the immediate needs of our 
youth. Employment offers youths a means of earn- 
ing money for personal expenses, further education 
and/or for adding to the family’s income. Jobs also 
channel youth energies in constructive ways, teach 
youths responsibility, provide a work and training 
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experience and most important, afford youth from 
the various sectors of the community the opportu- 
nity to know one another better by working together. 


The job bank, serving youth 14-21, is open five days 
a week and all applicants complete forms and are 
interviewed. The staff attempts as much as possible 
to match the skills and interests of youths with job 
opportunities. Sometimes job requests and post- 
placement follow-up reveal various problems and 
special needs and involve Youth Resources staff in 
counseling and referral. 


Job recruitment efforts involved mass mailings, 
press releases, field work, telephone contacts and 
addressing service, veteran, religious and fraternal 
organizations. Over 90% of Brookline business es- 
tablishments were informed of the program and en- 
couraged to hire youths. During the summer, re- 
cruitment efforts were extended to the commercial 
establishments of Boston and other communities. 
An odd-jobs program including baby-sitting, 
household chores, gardening and yard work, was 
designed to serve 14 and 15 year olds, since few 
businessmen will hire youths at that age. 


Youth Resources served as the catalyst and pro- 
vided the selection mechanism for three federally 
supported summer employment programs: Code 
Enforcement — 65 placements, Neighborhood 
Youth Corps — 30 placements, and Emergency Em- 
ployment Act — 32 placements. In order to alleviate 
as much as possible the summer job crisis for our 
high school aged students resulting from pressing 
economic conditions and competition from college 
students, this agency conceived and implemented a 
summer Mini-Public Works Program. Sixty-four 
youths of high school age from all segments of the 
community were placed in a variety of public and 
private non-profit jobs throughout the Town. The 
program not only benefited the participants, but 
also increased the level of services which the Town 
departments could provide. For instance, some 
youths helped to implement a book security system 
at the High School Library and others contributed to 
the maintenance of Town paths by the Department 
of Parks. 


The following statistics present a quantitative pic- 
ture of the Jobs for Youth Program for 1973:

During 1973, Youth Resources continued to act as 
advocate for the neighborhood activities center lo- 
cated at 22 High Street. The purpose of the program 
is to provide leisure-time activities of a recreational, 
educational, and service-oriented nature. The De- 
partment of Youth Resources helped obtain permis- 
sion to use the 22 High Street basement, coordi- 
nated the support of a number of Town agencies, 
and assigned Youth Worker Interns to provide or- 
ganizational, programming and fund-raising help 
and supervision on the nights the room was to be 
open. The program to date has been highly success- 
ful and will continue throughout 1974. The center 
attracted 35-40 youths between the ages of 7-14 and, 
with the guidance and support of this agency, the 
young adults who initiated the program have met 
their responsibilities well and have developed skills 
in leadership and program-planning. The center 
was open every Thursday and Saturday evening and 
various day trips were conducted on weekends. Ac- 
tivities included films, general arts and crafts 
classes, a Folk and Guitar Night, an Auto Show Out- 
ing, a Baseball Outing, candlemaking, ping-pong, 
puppet shows, skits, cook-outs, hikes and errand- 
running for the elderly. Although we helped the 
youths obtain some funds from private sources and 
in-kind contributions from public agencies, some of 
the money for trips and food was raised by the 
participants themselves through cake and rummage 
sales, raffles and a car wash. 


We are presently negotiating to initiate a library 
out-reach program. The goal of this program is to 
stimulate an interest in reading as a leisure-time 
activity and to motivate youth to more frequently use 
the facilities and resources of the public library. A 
selection of books would be brought to the activities 
center and related programs would be planned. In 
conjunction with this program, we have plans to 
meet the request for tutoring. 


The Parks, Playgrounds and Streets Program in- 
volved flexible response to neighborhood com- 
plaints directed at youth congregating in the various 
areas. The agency utilized the Youth Worker-Intern 
concept to respond to the complaints, which, for the 
most part, concerned excessive noise, debris and 
vandalism. An intensive effort was made to establish 
a viable rapport with the youths involved. This re- 
quired assigning interns who were not only familiar 
with the areas in question, but also Knew and were 
Known by the majority of the youths congregating in 
the areas. The activities of the Interns took place 
between the hours of 7 p.m. to 1 a.m., and generally 
consisted of visiting the following parks, play- 
grounds and areas: Griggs Park, Lawrence and/or 
Longwood Playground, Driscoll Park, Emerson 
Park, Elliot Park, Cypress Park, Robinson Park, 
Longwood Mall and the Beacon Street/Williston 
Road area. As a result of the relationship between 
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the Interns and the youths, the high level of noise 
was Curbed, the areas were generally cleaned of 
debris, and there was a drastic reduction in van- 
dalism. Often this was accomplished without any 
serious disturbance or confrontation between the 
youth, adults or Town agencies. The agency coop- 
erated with, and had the cooperation of the Recrea- 
tion Department, the Park Department and the 
Police Department. This cooperation contributed to 
the success of this endeavor. 


This agency is presently embarking on a program to 
be presented to the Board of Selectmen in an at- 
tempt to prevent similar incidents during the sum- 
mer of 1974. This is to be done by (1) an evaluation of 
the Town’s policy that the parks and playgrounds be 
open between dawn and dusk only, (2) the designa- 
tion of parks and/or playgrounds where youths will 
be permitted to congregate without violating any 
law, (3) the lighting of designated parks and/or 
playgrounds to permit youths to congregate and 
participate in either supervised or unsupervised ac- 
tivities, and (4) the expansion of hours of our recrea- 
tional facilities until 11 p.m. 


Believing in the objectives, goals and philosophy of 
the New Perspectives School and impressed by its 
progress, the Division of Youth Resources con- 
tinued and increased its support and commitment 
during 1973. The New Perspectives School is an 
alternative high school serving youth who have left 
or been expelled from the school system. It is a 
delinquency prevention program using education, 
vocational guidance and counseling as therapeutic 
media. By devoting special attention to the 
psychological and social growth of its students, as 
well as to their educational and vocational needs, 
New Perspectives has been able to provide positive 
and constructive opportunities for youth. The goal 
for each participant is that he develop the necessary 
psychological, social and educational strengths to 
better equip him to deal with the complexities of 
present-day life. 


The Department funded the salary of a counselor for 
Brookline students, the employment of five Brook- 
line participants, educational, recreational and of- 
fice supplies, a share of utility costs, and extraordi- 
nary administrative expenses. A Youth Worker was 
assigned as liaison to assist the school in adminis- 
trative matters and in making contacts and writing 
proposals for funding from local, state, federal and 
private organizations. The agency, in accordance 
with the directives of the Board of Selectmen, was 
responsible for the supervision of all expenditures 
involving Town funds and other supportive services. 
As a condition of this support, New Perspectives 
gave preference to Brookline applicants. The 
agency feels that its increased commitment proved 
to be beneficial to both the Brookline youths and 
their community. 


In 1973, we increased our support for the Brookline 
Arts Center. The agency funded clerical and work- 
study staff positions, ordered materials and sup- 
plies, and paid for the printing of publicity fliers. 
Aside from its regular course selection, the Arts 
Center conducted vacation and evening drop-ins for 
youth. Staff from the center provided arts and crafts 
sessions in the High Street activities center. 


This year, the position of 4-C (Community Coordi- 
nated Child Care) Coordinator was incorporated 
into the Department. The Coordinator provided re- 
ferrals to parents needing child care services 
(nursery schools, full day care, after school day care, 
family and infant day care) by means of a child care 
resource directory, revised as needed; organized 
programs and meetings on children’s issues; and 
disseminated information and resources among all 
Brookline child care services (films, equipment, 
bulk purchasing, group health and accident insur- 
ance, etc.). 


The 4-C Coordinator is appointed by the Director of 
Youth Resources and serves as the staff person for 
the 4-C Committee Executive Board. The 4-C Com- 
mittee is composed of %3 consumers, 3 providers 
and 3 professionals and citizens interested in im- 
proving child care delivery. It represents a broad 
spectrum of children’s issues and is concerned with 
the Office for Children, whereby information on 
legislation, funding, state and federal programs for 
children is made available to local community 
groups. 4-C also serves as a forum for teachers, 
directors of programs, and parents to express needs 
and problems in child care, and coordinates pro- 
grams to address those needs, e.g. in-service 
teacher training, coordination of volunteer services, 
support groups for single parents who use day care, 
and evaluation and referral of children in programs 
who need help. 


Special projects were assigned to staff members in 
order to meet the Department’s objectives. Such 
Projects involved a needs survey, various youth- 
related research, writing grant proposals and at- 
tending and submitting reports on conferences 
dealing with the field of social service and youth- 
related issues. All those interviewed for the needs 
survey (professionals in youth-related roles, youths 
of high school age, citizens representing a cross- 
section of the community) were asked to candidly 
discuss and express the needs and problems of 
Brookline youths. The following needs were em- 
phasized: coordinating youth services, employment 
and vocational training opportunities, nontra- 
ditional types of recreation programs, youth advo- 
cacy and serving as an ombudsman, the detached 
worker concept and bridging the gap between and 
among the various social, economic, cultural, eth- 
nic and religious segments of the community. One 
of the major recommendations was that the Board

The youth of the community make their

of Selectmen appoint a Youth Resources Coordinat- 
ing Council consisting of all youth-related officials 
in the Town. The establishment of such a council 
will be a major contribution toward Town-wide 
comprehensive youth program planning. The 
Council will study the recommendations submitted 
by the Department of Youth Resources in its needs 
survey report. 


Research topics included youth-police relations, 
the history of the agency, services to youth in other 
localities throughout the commonwealth, revenue- 
sharing, fund-raising techniques, and, by special 
request of the Selectmen, sources of funding in the 
Town of Brookline departments. A grant proposal 
was submitted to and approved by the State’s De- 
partment of Youth Services for the delinquency pre- 
vention aspects of the Department of Youth Re- 
sources’ activities. 


Last year, Youth Resources’ participation increased 
in various regional groups concerned with legisla- 
tive, advocacy and planning activity on behalf of 
youth. We were actively involved in the organizing 
committee for the Office for Children’s Council for 
Children, Catchment Area 629, the Boston Man- 
power Area Planning Council and its Youth Affairs 
Subcommittee, and the Massachusetts Mental 
Health Center Area Board Drug Subcommittee. 


A multitude and variety of daily ad hoc services were 
provided in response to needs, problems and oppor- 
tunities for youths coming to the attention of this 
agency. The range of services included: organizing 
and supervising a baseball outing for Brookline 
youth on Fenway Park’s Youth Day; intervening in 
youth-adult conflicts in order to avoid official police 
and court action; consulting and cooperating with 
the police and courts concerning youth offenders 
and their particular needs and problems; serving as 
youth advocates before the courts and Town agen- 
cies; advising and referring youths and parents ona 
variety of matters; and researching possible refer- 


rals. Referrals were made to mental health clinics, 
psychiatrists and various other social facilities and 
professionals in Brookline and the surrounding 
area, and often coordination of a variety of services 
took place to plan a comprehensive program for 


certain youths. Follow-up occurred on all cases. In 
this way, as in other aspects of its work, the Depart- 
ment functioned as an ombudsman for youth and as 
an advocate for programs to meet special needs of 
youth. 


Council on Aging 


The Council on Aging is composed of six town de- 
partment heads, three clergymen and seven con- 
cerned senior citizens. A Senior Citizens Advisory 
Committee, made up of representatives from local 
senior groups, reports directly to the Council. 


The Council on Aging operates a network of neigh- 
borhood based Multi-Service Senior Centers where 
the Town’s human services are available on a com- 
prehensive, coordinated basis for senior citizens, 
handicapped adults over 17 years of age and blind 
persons. The staff is composed of professionals, 
para-professionals and volunteers. 


Information, Referral and Intake 


During 1973, an average of 245 daily contacts were 
recorded. Other than routine miscellaneous re- 
quests, the most frequent problems identified were: 
financial, housing, transportation, household help 
and loneliness. Frequent inter-agency consulta- 
tions and staff meetings have been held to maintain 
efficiency in the referral and follow-up process. 
When referral is not possible or appropriate, service 
is provided by the Multi-Service staff. 


Emergency Medical (I.D.) Cards 


Multi-Service has devised and distributes a wallet 
size card which promotes efficiency of medical care 
in case of emergency. During 1973, 840 cards were 
made out. A central index file is kept of information 
on the cards, which is constantly being up-dated. 
This central file enables any hospital, clinic or Town 
agency to avoid duplication of questioning or ser- 
vices. The efficiency of emergency action is vastly 
increased thereby. 


Counseling — Case Work — Crisis Intervention 


Counseling and case work services are provided at 
the Multi-Service Centers and inthe clients’ homes. 
Due to the increasing number of calls, townwide, for 
help for persons in distress, and the serious nature 
of the problems identified, the weekly case-load has 
averaged close to 200 clients. Volunteers and Com- 
munity Aides are involved in long-term case work. 
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Nutrition 

Community meals, prepared by the public schools, 
are served at the Devotion School and at O’Shea 
House for the Elderly. The meals are supplemented 
by counseling, health, educational, social and mu- 
sical programs. An average of 2,640 meals were 
served each month. Upon adoctor or nurse’s order, 
meals are delivered to shut-ins on a short-term, 
emergency basis. 


A Food Cooperative is operated at O’Shea House for 
the Elderly. 


Seventy U.S. Department of Agriculture Commodity 
Surplus Food packages are delivered each month to 
elderly, handicapped and blind shut-ins. 


Transportation 


The MBTA has allocated a mini-bus to Brookline, in 
order to meet those special needs of older and hand- 
icapped citizens which are not met by existing 
MBTA routes. However, due to uneven schedules, 
frequent driver rotation, and motor breakdowns, the 
ridership number has been disappointing. The need 
for flexible, personalized transportation for health 
care and food shopping persists. 


Volunteer Community Service 

Under the supervision of the professional staff, vol- 
unteers perform valuable services as Information 
Aides, Outreach Workers, Nutrition Aides, Friendly 
Visitors and Driver Escorts. Volunteers also visit in 
local nursing homes, sponsor parties, and provide 
special events outside the nursing homes. 


Local colleges and universities have provided valu- 
able volunteer services through their student 
placement-field work programs. 


Group Programs 


The Multi-Service staff works closely with Adult 
Education, the Library, Recreation Department, 
Tenant Associations, civic groups and ethnic 
Golden Age Clubs to provide a full and broad range 
of meaningful programs and activities. 


A Community Calendar for Seniors is developed and 
distributed widely each week. Releases are pre- 
pared weekly for local newspapers, radio and T.V. 


Veterans’ Services 


During the year 1973, asin previous years, many and 
varied problems confronted the clients of the De- 
partment of Veterans’ Services. Established to as- 
sist the veteran and his dependents in needy 
circumstances, the office is called upon to be more 
than the provider of financial assistance. 


Service in the preparation of the many and compli- 
cated forms of the Veterans Administration, pertain- 
ing to compensation, pension, schooling, on the job 
training, hospitalization, unusual family medical 
expense and a multitude of others, all pertaining to 
the needs of the applicant was rendered and pur- 
sued to fulfillment. Full advantage was taken of the 
many excellent Veterans Administration facilities in 
the area. It is not necessary for aveteran or widow to 
be in a nursing home to qualify for the additional 
amount paid by the United States Government for 
Aid and Attendance or House Bound, and many 
such applications were processed this past year. 


In December of 1973, an increase of 4.3 percent was 
granted to the recipients of Veterans’ Benefits. This 
is the first change in a very low budget since April of 
1970. The Department is operated under Chapter 
115 of the General Laws of Massachusetts as 
amended, and one-half of all expenditures are re- 
turned to the Town by the State Department. A vet- 
eran or a dependent must live in Brookline and the 
veteran must have served to the credit of Mas- 
sachusetts or have lived in the Commonwealth three 
consecutive years prior to application. The office 
has maintained a fine reputation for prompt pay- 
ment of all bills to the numerous suppliers of ser- 
vices. For this reason, no recipient is denied the 
privilege of obtaining the necessary care. A careful 
check is made of every invoice in accordance with 
State fee schedules. 


Supplemental Security Income (S.S.I.), a new Fed- 
eral Program under the Social Security Administra- 
tion, went into effect January 1, 1974. Advantage will 
be taken of this program if we deem it beneficial to 
the applicant. 


The Selective Service Commission requested this 
office to register young men as they approach their 
eighteenth birthday. The area office is located in 
Needham and to be able to complete registration 
here is a most important service eliminating a con- 
siderable amount of traveling for the registrant. 


Memorial Day 1973 started out with an overcast sky 
but rain held off until very near the end of the parade 
and exercises. As usual, the parade was led by the 
Chief Marshal and his staff followed by the Board of 
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Selectmen and members of the General Court. The 
colorful Brookline High School Band preceded con- 
tingents from the United States Army, Navy, Coast 
Guard, Army National Guard and United States Re- 
serve followed by the Police and Fire Departments, 
representatives from all the Veterans’ Organizations 
and their Auxiliaries. A large group of Boy Scouts 
and Brookline Recreation Twirlers completed the 
lineup. 


The Board of Selectmen appoints the Director of 
Veterans’ Services as Grave Registration Officer. 
This appointment makes it mandatory that all 
graves, in the Brookline cemeteries, are properly 
decorated. Markers are furnished for veterans’ 
graves without any expense incurred, if cemetery 
officials approve.

Rent Control Board 


The Rent Control Board continued to maintain its 
administrative efficiency in 1973 as its volume of 
work substantially increased over the previous year. 
In 1972, the Board dealt with a total of 720 cases, 
which included the hearing of 331 petitions and 
applications. In 1973, the Board dealt with a total of 
approximately 920 cases, which included the hear- 
ing of 519 petitions, applications and requests. In 
addition, the Board obtained new registrations of 70 
buildings representing 240 rental units. 


The Board held several public hearings during the 
year which resulted in the promulgation of four new 
Board regulations. On March 20, 1973, after many 
months of careful deliberation, the Board adopted 
Regulation 15 relative to the issuance of certificates 
of eviction for condominium conversions. This regu- 
lation prohibits landlords from obtaining a certifi- 
cate of eviction for the purpose of converting an 
apartment into a condominium unit but permits a 
bona fide purchaser for value, who owns the con- 
dominium unit, to apply for a certificate of eviction 
for himself or for a member of his immediate family, 
subject to several strict conditions. These proce- 
dures have resulted in minimizing the number of 
evictions because of condominium conversions. 


On June 12, 1973, the Board adopted Regulation 16 
which regulates the service of parking provided for 
controlled rental units. The problems with regard to 
parking were the subject of much abuse and confu- 
sion. The new regulation has eliminated the uncer- 
tainties which many landlords and tenants had with 
regard to parking spaces. Subject to certain excep- 
tions and conditions, the Board set parking rates of 
$15 per month for outdoor parking and $25 per 
month for indoor parking. Disputes arising over 
parking are now resolved by affording all parties the 
right to a fair hearing on the issues. 


Also, on June 12, 1973, the Board promulgated Reg- 
ulation 17, General Adjustment of Rents No. 3. This 
regulation provided a percentage increase of rents 
for all controlled rental units, effective September 1, 
1973. The increase was based on a 1.8% increase in 
the operating expenses of rental housing through 
the first quarter of 1973 and a 1.2% increase in the 
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1973 property tax. Those properties which did not 
have an individual hearing after September 30, 1972, 
received the full 3% increase. Those properties 
which had an individual adjustment hearing during 
the period between October 1, 1972, through June 5, 
1973, received only the 1.2% increase to cover the 
1973 tax increase. 


The Board, on July 10, 1973, adopted Regulation 18 
relative to rent reductions for violations of Article II 
of the State Sanitary Code (Health Code). This regu- 
lation codified and strengthened a previous Board 
policy adopted in late 1972 which was an effort to 
encourage proper maintenance of dwelling units 
and to act as a deterrent in preventing code viola- 
tions. In a majority of those cases where code viola- 
tions existed, Regulation 18 resulted in compliance 
with the State Sanitary Code. In the implementation 
of this regulation, the Board works in cooperation 
with the Town Health Department and the Neigh- 
borhood Improvement Program to insure that the 
overall objectives of everyone are in unison. 


The Board continues to be of further assistance to 
numerous landlords and tenants in a wide variety of 
areas. Many tenants are referred to appropriate 
Town departments for help with their problems. 
Landlords, seeking to renovate their properties, are 
given the opportunity to discuss their plans with the 
staff and to seek an advisory opinion from the Board 
with regard to future rents if the proposed work is 
done in accordance with their estimates. The Board 
is desirous of encouraging owners to fix up their 
properties and, to this extent, the Board has allowed 
rent increases for necessary capital improvements. 
A few properties, which have undergone extensive, 
major renovation, have been exempted from rent 
control under the ‘“‘new construction” exemption 
provision of the Rent Control Act. 


The Rent Control Board attempts to work, in har- 
mony, with all landlords and tenants, while en- 
deavoring to carry out its statutory obligations with 
fairness to everyone. To that end, the Board will 
continue to make progress in the coming years and 
to adopt new and better procedures to achieve its 
objectives. 


NATURAL RESOURCES AND RECREATION 


Park and Recreation Commission 


The Park and Recreation Commission reports a year 
of accomplishment in both programs and facilities. 


PARK DIVISION 


In the Park Division area, with the completion of the 
new, charming Monmouth Park, the construction 
phase nearly completed for both Pierce Playground 
and the new Brook-Aspinwall Park, construction on 
Schick Park about to begin, the attention now 
moves to maintenance programming for all our 
parks, and to the improvement and development of 
other playfield facilities to meet the increasing 
needs of citizens of all ages, in conjunction with the 
School athletic programs, the Recreation Division’s 
constantly developing activities, citizen youth ath- 
letic organizations (football, baseball, soccer, etc.) 
as well as use by citizens for unorganized spontane- 
Ous play. 


Tennis and skating still continue to burgeon as citi- 
zens of allages demand increased facilities to prac- 
tice these healthy lifetime sports. The planning to 
meet these needs has received our major attention 
with valuable and devoted citizen help from many 
men, women, and youth of the Town who work with 
the Commission and the staff leadership of the Park 
and Recreation Divisions. 


To meet the skating needs of this Town (public skat- 
ing, hockey, figure skating, etc.) the outdoor Larz 
Anderson Park Skating Rink will be reconstructed in 
the spring of 1974 and the Commission will request 
planning money to construct an indoor facility on 
the Boylston Playground site. 


Economics and ecology dictate the location of this 
necessarily large building near population centers, 
near the High School, and public transportation 
rather than the beautiful open Larz Anderson Park. 


For tennis, we again hope to increase our facilities 
by the construction of a bank of three hard-surface 
low-maintenance courts at Soule Recreation Center 
and by the reconstruction, with one added court, of 
the Amory Street courts with har-tru construction, a 
fast-drying, clay-type surface. 
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RECREATION DIVISION 


This year was marked by 
a change of leadership 
in the Recreation Divi- 
sion. On April 15, 1973 
James J. Lynch, our Su- 
perintendent of twenty- 
five years retired. After 
a distinguished career 
in this profession he 
brought to the Town of 
Brookline and to himself 
nationwide recognition 
for its Superior recrea- 
tion program. Dr. Evelyn 
Kirrane, the Assistant Superintendent, moved into 
the superintendency offering to Brookline both the 
continuity and the skillful input of a woman of na- 
tionally recognized accomplishments in the recrea- 
tion field.

At atime when citizen participation in all aspects of 
our program is showing dramatic increase, particu- 
larly among the adult population, we are confident 
that our flexible programs are moving to meet these 
recreational interests of the Brookline public. 


An Open House at the Main Facility, 70 Tappan

2,000 people participated in or observed many 
phases of the recreational programs and activities.

Every effort was and will continue to be made to aid 
Youth Programs which are sponsored by other 
groups. Such programs include youth soccer, 
baseball, and Pop Warner football. Our contribution 
consists of equipment and officials, and coopera- 
tion. 


The programs at the swimming pool were very suc- 
cessful during 1973. Newly initiated was a tot ses- 
sion which was well accepted and continues weekly. 
The Day Camp children used the pool on a regular 
basis. The co-ed sessions were greatly expanded 
and remain in effect. Fourth grade students from the 
various schools were tested for a Beginners Red 
Cross Card. Those who failed were given four weeks 
of instruction. 76% of all the fourth graders passed 
the test. Once a month, nursery school and kinder- 
garten children, at the high school used the small 
pool. During regular school hours, other schools 
and different age groups were brought to the pool. 
The swimming program for retarded children ran all 
summer and continued successfully for the entire 
year. 


Tree Planting Committee 


Extremes of weather took a heavy toll of Brookline’s 
trees this year. Even by New England standards, the 
prolonged period of wet weather in the spring and 
the equally long drought in late summer were un- 
usually damaging. For the third year in succession 
the number of trees reported dead or dying of dis- 
ease exceeded the Town’s ability to remove them 
and to plant replacements. 


American Elm and Sugar Maple made up the bulk of 
the losses, both species the victim of incurable dis- 
eases that have seemingly reached epidemic pro- 
portions. The elm has been the predominant shade 
tree in many of the Town’s parks and playgrounds, 
along the length of Beacon Street and Brookline 
Avenue, and on many residential streets particularly 
on the north side of Town. Elm losses were held for 
many years at less than 2% with a program of spray- 
ing with DDT and by quick removal of infected trees. 
Since the banning of that chemical, substitute 
sprays have not proved as effective and losses have 
increased rapidly to 4% in 1972 and 9% this year. The 
problem is, of course, not common to our town 
alone. Every city and town in the northeast has been 
devastated by the Dutch Elm Disease. Brookline’s 
control program has been more successful than 
most; in fact, it has often been held up asa model for 
others to follow. 


In an attempt to meet the the growing crisis, the Tree 
Planting Committee, with the approval of the 
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Selectmen and Advisory Committee, has been 
forced to abandon its practice of removing dead 
elms from private property; it has cut back its normal 
pruning program to a bare minimum; and has ob- 
tained assistance from private contractors for tree 
removals. Even so, almost 500 dead and dying trees 
were left standing at year-end, over twice the back- 
log of the previous year. With the cooperation of 
budgetary authorities, a major effort will be made to 
reduce the number to more manageable levels next 
year. 


During the year a private tree company was em- 
ployed to treat a small number of particularly valu- 
able elms on the Brookline Avenue Playground with 
an experimental chemical systematically injected 
into infected trees. Results appear to indicate that 
the disease may be arrested in a given tree if the 
treatment is applied before the infection has spread 
substantially through the tree’s vascular system. An 
expanded program is planned for next summer. 


The Town is fortunate that from the early days of its 
existence the Tree Planting Committee followed a 
policy of planting a wide variety of species through- 
out the town. Nevertheless, the elm was widely used 
because of its graceful form and massive size. Itis a 
sad thought indeed that we may be the last genera- 
tion to remember the beauty of these majestic trees. 


Sugar Maples, particularly in the Fisher Hill area, 
suffered similar heavy losses. A number of these 
trees, cut to suitable length for firewood were re- 
moved to the Putterham Meadows Golf Course park- 
ing lot and made available to town residents. Many 
have taken advantage of this opportunity to exercise 
their skills with axe and sledge and to keep their 
home fires burning during the winter fuel shortage. 


Despite an overly wet season, and the inability of 
several nurserymen to meet our requests, the spring 
planting was quite successful. Four hundred trees 
of 10 species were set out. Most welcome were the 
Lindens and Locusts planted along Washington 
Street inthe Village, an area that had been barren for 
many years. 


The Committee, guided by the experienced counsel 
of Superintendent of Forestry, Daniel W. Warren, Jr., 
and his assistant, William G. Collins, selects each 
year with care the species of trees available and best 
suited to the Town’s needs. Many factors are taken 
into consideration in determining the most appro- 
priate tree for each street including growth charac- 
teristics and the visual effect that will best comple- 
ment the scale and form of buildings in the area. 
Visual continuity normally limits variety to one or 
two species in the same area; however, an effort is 
also made to avoid overdependence on one species 
so as to guard against the effects of a possible future 
epidemic such as we have experienced with the Elm 
and Sugar Maple. 


In mid-December a fast-moving ice storm destroyed 
13 trees and damaged hundreds of others. At the 
peak of the storm over 750 homes were without 
power presumably caused by falling limbs. Com- 
pared to reports from southern Connecticut, we 
were fortunate indeed. An ice storm there destroyed 
over 20% of the tree population over a wide area. 


During the year the Committee lost to retirement two 
members whose contributions will be sorely missed. 
Mr. G. Peabody Gardner served the Committee 
since his appointment in 1949 and was Chairman for 
over 20 years until late 1971. His tremendous store of 
arboricultural knowledge, the high standards of 
quality which he set for matters of policy, and the 
enthusiasm with which he led the Committee have 
been an inspiration to all who have worked with him. 


Dr. James M. Faulkner with a similar background of 
knowledge and with particular interest in forestry 
and tree care made a strong contribution to the 
Committee during the 3% years he served. 


To both of these gentlemen the Town owes a debt of 
sincere gratitude. 


Shortly after these resignations the Selectmen, after 
interviewing a number of interested candidates ap- 
pointed Mrs. Corliss Engle and Mr. John E. Miller to 
fill the vacancies. Mr. Miller was subsequently 
elected secretary. 


Conservation Commission 


The year 1973 in Brook- 
line focused a great deal 
of attention on the sav- 
ing of valuable re- 
sources. Preservation of 
neighborhood character 
was a concern as the 
year opened; careful use 
of scarce resources be- 
cause of the energy 
crisis occupied many 
conservationists as the 
year ended. 


Hooper Brooks, Director

A special exhibit honored the memory of Frederick 
Law Olmsted, the father of landscape architecture in 
America and the designer of New York’s Central 
Park and Boston/Brookline’s Emerald Necklace 
park system. Work progressed in cooperation with 
the Boston Conservation Commission on the plan- 
ning of the Charles-to-Charles Park Corridor. The 
Corridor, inspired by the ideals of Mr. Olmsted (who 
lived many of the last years of his life in Brookline), 


would create an eight-mile-long green belt along the 
Brookline/Boston boundary stretching from the 
Charles River Basin to the Charles River in West 
Roxbury. Discussions are progressing with property 
owners exploring ways in which to protect the open, 
green quality of these beautiful parcels of land. 


The Conservation Commission has concentrated 
much attention in recent years not only on open 
green spaces but also on the vital “greening” of 
urban areas accomplished so effectively in Brook- 
line by its street trees. Efforts to improve the envi- 
ronment of Harvard Square in Brookline Village re- 
ceived a big boost when the Tree Planting Commit- 
tee planted the first street trees seen there in years. 
The Conservation Commission assisted neighbor- 
hood efforts to preserve existing street trees 
threatened by reconstruction work; with the De- 
partment of Public Works acontractor’s code of tree 
protection was worked out. The code is believed to 
be the most comprehensive to be found in Mas- 
sachusetts. 


A great deal of work was done by Commission 
members in fashioning a high-rise moratorium in 
Brookline to permit a sweeping update of the 
Town's Comprehensive Plan and the adoption of 
neighborhood-protective zoning. The Commission 
worked with the Planning Board, the C.P.R.C., and 
neighborhood groups to achieve more protection of 
the Town’s public open spaces. 


The newly amended Wetlands Protection Act (Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws Chapter 131, Section 40) 
placed new responsibilities upon the Commission; 
several important hearings were held throughout 
the year, including one landmark case involving 
Northeastern University's Parsons Field. A com- 
prehensive definition and mapping of the Town's 
wetlands is a high priority project before the Com- 
mission. 

For the second straight year the Commission coor- 
dinated Earth Week activities culminating in an 
Earth Day Shoppers’ Mall at Coolidge Corner on 
Harvard Street from Beacon to Babcock Streets. 
Earth Week stressed the themes of personal re- 
sponsibility for the condition of the urban environ- 
ment and preservation of neighborhood character. 
Town agency displays attracting great attention 
were those of the Planning Department and the De- 
partment of Public Works. Once again the Commis- 
sion urged the development of an imaginative use 
plan for Coolidge Corner to make it an exciting and 
attractive Town-oriented, pedestrian-based shop- 
ping and community center. 


The Commission vigorously supported the creation 
of a Department of Transportation in the Town 
charged with looking out for the needs of pedes- 
trians, bicyclists, and transit users, as well as the 
needs of the automobile. Work on designing aseries 
of recreational bike routes progressed, as the Con- 
servation Commission continued to urge use of 
bicycles and public transportation. During the year, 
the Commission persuaded the Selectmen to have 
Brookline assume part of the job of maintaining 
MBTA stations in the Town. The Department of Pub- 
lic Works placed and regularly empties litter con- 
tainers at each Riverside stop in Brookline. The 
MBTA, the Town's D.P.W., and volunteers cooper- 
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ated in an Earth Week cleanup of the entire MBTA 
Riverside right-of-way, the first in years. Students at 
the High School and Runkle School worked with the 
Commission to repaint vandalized stations on the 
MBTA’s Riverside line. The Commission worked 
with Hearthstone Insurance Company and the 
MBTA to effect landscaping improvements to the 
Brookline Village station on the Riverside line. 
Hearthstone was officially congratulated by the 
Commission for voluntarily taking steps at its ex- 
pense to beautify MBTA-owned land at the station. 


During the year the Commission sponsored a winter 
lecture series on environmental matters, weekly 
spring bird walks on nine different dates, spring and 
fall nature walks in the Hoar Wildlife Sanctuary be- 
hind the Baker School, and spring and fall bicycling 
‘awareness’ tours of Brookline. 


Regrettably there were several oil pollution prob- 
lems encountered in Leverett Pond, Muddy River, 
and Hall’s Pond during the year. The State Depart- 
ment of Water Pollution Control and the Town’s 
Department of Public Works spent many hours 
diligently searching out the sources of pollution. 


At year-end the Commission was involved with up- 
dating the Town’s Open Space Plan and Inventory 
and seeking to protect Hall’s Pond (next to Amory 
Playground) as a natural open space forever. At sev- 
eral sessions of Town Meeting, the Commission 
fought successfully for the retention of scarce 
Town-owned lands in public hands. 


The Conservation Commission is made up of seven 
volunteers appointed by the Selectmen. Francis 
Meaney resigned in October as Chairman of the 
Commission after five years in which he consistently 
and creatively pursued environmental awareness 
and positive action in Brookline. Mrs. George 
Lyman, a charter member of the Commission, also 
retired during the year. In December, Hooper 
Brooks became Director of the Commission upon 
the resignation of Frederick Ficken. The Commis- 
sion has successfully involved many concerned citi- 
zens in its activities, and for their interest, commit- 
ment, and volunteer assistance we are deeply grate- 
ful. 


FINANCE 


Board of Assessors 


The Board consisted of Francis E. Ryan, Chairman; 
Aryeh R. Friedman, and George F. McNeilly. Robert 
A. Merritt was reappointed Assistant Assessor. 


The format of this report differs from previous years 
due to the transitional period of 18 months, which is 
required for implementation of the new statutory 
fiscal year (July 1-June 30). Appropriations allocated 
to this 18-month period would not offer areasonable 
basis for comparison to the 12 months of 1972. Fig- 
ures shown with an asterisk (*) represent 24 of the 
18-month figures, and are assigned to the calendar 
year 1973 for purposes of this presentation. 


The net amount to be raised by direct taxation for 
18 months (Jan. 1, 1973 - June 30, 1974) was 
$49,039,848.75. Two thirds of this, for calendar 1973, 
was $32,693,232.50, which exceeded the 1972 levy 
by $889,875.20. The tax rate was set on July 9, 1973, 
and was approved by the State Tax Commission at 
$73 per thousand dollars of valuation. 


The following figures afford a comparison of the 
Town's tax structure, including valuations, appro- 
priations, assessments and receipts.

LOANS IN ANTICIPATION OF REVENUE 


Your attention is again directed to the fact that De- 
_cember 31,1973 does not complete this fiscal period 


for local government as has been the case for so 


many years. The twelve months ending December 
_31 represent two-thirds of a transitional fiscal period 


which will result in a financial year beginning July 
1st and ending June 30. The Balance Sheet and 
Statement of Appropriations and Expenditures for 
the twelve month period appear in Part Il of this 


-annual report. The usual closing entries which sig- 


nificantly affect these statements will not be made 
until the close of business — June 30, 1974. 


Because of statutory requirements regarding rental 


of Data Processing equipment we were required 
to re-bid the computer installation within the 
Comptroller's Department. Every effort was ex- 
pended to insure fair and widespread competition 
by your Purchasing Agent and Comptroller. Pre- 
liminary specifications were drawn and a pre-bid 
conference held during which the preliminary 
specifications were reviewed in detail to insure that 
no one was precluded from participation. Following 
this meeting final specifications were drawn and 
bids solicited. After an in-depth study of these bids 
the Burroughs Corporation was awarded the con- 
tract based upon a five-year lease with options to 
purchase available and at a monthly rental fee less 
than all of its competition. Our consultant further 
viewed the hardware offered under this bid as 
superior to all others.

Conversion to this disk oriented system has pro- 
ceeded at a pace which has enabled us to meet our 
commitments and hopefully all programs will be 
converted with the printing of the tax bills and com- 
mitment sheets in March of 1974. 


In recognition of the ever-increasing demand for 
computer time and our present in-house installa- 
tions, a committee will be established to evaluate 
our total needs in terms of present and projected 
applications and equipment required to meet the 
same and to determine if a Department of Data 
Processing would prove more efficient and less 
costly. 


Finally, your Purchasing Agent and Comptroller 
have under study our procedures for the processing 
of bills payable. Suppliers of materials and services 
have voiced strong complaints about overdue ac- 
counts, the delay being due, in part, to legislative 
requirements for approval of bills by Boards, Com- 
mittees or Commissions who meet monthly or onan 
irregular schedule, and partly to a system which we 
feel can be modified to expedite payments. It is also 
evident that volumes have increased considerably 
through federal grants, creation of new depart- 
ments, and our capital improvement program. Re- 
sults of this study will be submitted to the Board of 
Selectmen and Executive Secretary with recom- 
mendation for approval which we hope will improve 
this condition.

We request that this Article be in- 
serted into the Town Warrant for the 1973 Annual:‘Town Meeting, now 
scheduled for March of 1973. 


We believe that the housing emergency which the Town originally 
declared to be extant in September of 1970 does not, in fact, any longer 
exist. We further believe that the retention of local rent control would be 
not only redundant, but would continue to impose an additional financial 
burden upon the Town in the form of administrative costs, at a time when 
the Town is sorely pressed to meet its other financial obligations. 


We therefore request that the enclosed Article be seriously considered 
and be reported favorably to the Town. 


Twe.rTH ArtTIcLE. — To see if the Town, pursuant to the provisions 
of Chapter 842 of the Acts of 1970, will revoke its acceptance of that act, 
and will amend the by-law adopted by the town under article two of the 
special town meeting of September 29, 1970, by substituting therefor the 
following by-law, or will take any other action with respect thereto: 


Section 1. Declaration of Emergency 

The Town of Brookline, acting by and through its town meeting, finds and 
declares that a serious public emergency exists in the ‘Town of Brookline with respect 
to the housing of a substantial number of the citizens of said town, which emergency 
has been created by housing demolition, an expanding student population, a sub- 
stantial elderly population, deterioration of a substantial portion of the existing 
housing stock, insufficient new housing construction, increased costs of construction 
and finance, inflation and the effects of the Vietnam conflict, and which has resulted 
in a substantial and increasing shortage of rental housing accommodations and in 
abnormally high rents; that unless residential rents and eviction of tenants are regu- 
lated and controlled, such emergency and the further inflationary pressures resulting 
therefrom will produce serious threats to the public health, safety and general wel- 
fare of the citizens of Brookline, particularly families of low and moderate income 
and elderly on fixed incomes. 


Section 2. Definitions. 
As used herein the following words shall have the following meanings: 


(a) Person. “Person” includes an individual, corporation, partnership, associa- 
tion or any other organized group of persons, a legal successor or representative of 
the foregoing. 


(b) Landlord. “Landlord” includes an owner, lessor, sub-lessor, assignee, or 
other person receiving or entitled to receive rent for the use or occupancy of any 
housing accommodations, or an agent of any </ the foregoing. 

(c) Tenant. ‘Tenant’ includes a subtenant, lessee, sub-lessee, or other person 
entitled to the possession, use or occupancy of any housing accommodations. 


(d) Rent. “Rent” means the consideration, including any bonus, benefit, or 
gratuity, demanded or received for or in connection with the use or occupancy of 
housing accommodations or the transfer of a lease of such accommodations. 


(e) Services. “Services” includes repairs, decorating and maintenance, the 
furnishing of light, heat, hot and cold water, elevator service, storage and laundry 
facilities or privileges, janitor service, removal of refuse and any other privilege or 
facility connected with the use or occupancy of housing accommodations. 

(f) Housing Accommodations. “Housing accommodations” means any build- 
ing, structure, or part thereof, or land appurtenant thereto, or any other property 
rented or offered for rent for living, or dwelling purposes, together with an 
services, furnishings and furniture connected with the use or occupancy of yak 
property, in the town, except those housing accommodations exempted in Section 6. 

(g) Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practice. An unfair and unreasonable 
rental practice shall exist whenever a landlord demands, accepts, or receives any rent 
for the use or occupancy of any housing accommodations that is excessive under 
the circumstances hereinafter stated. The circumstances to be considered in deciding 
if a rent is excessive include, but are not limited to, the quality of the housing ac- 
commodations, the costs, including taxes, actually incurred by the landlord in main- 
taining and improving the housing accommodations, the yielding of a fair net 


operating income to the landlord, and the rents prevailing in the town for com- 
parable housing accommodations in comparable locations. Fair net operating income 
shall be that income which will yield a return, after all reasonable operating expenses, 
on the fair market value of the property equal to the debt service rate generally 
available from institutional first mortgage lenders. For the purposes of this section, 
the assessed valuation of the property shall be presumed to be the fair market value 
of the property. Rent which yields less than a fair net operating income as defined 
herein shall not be deemed excessive hereunder. 


(h) Board. “Board” means the rent review and grievance board established 
pursuant to this article. 


Section 3. Creation, Powers and Duties of the Board. 


(a) The Selectmen shall appoint a Rent Review and Grievance Board con- 
sisting of seven members. ‘Three of said members shall be representatives of the 
public interest, two members shall be representatives of landlords, and two mem- 
bers shall be representatives of tenants. ‘lhe members shall elect one of the three 
representatives of the public interest to serve as chairman of the Board. The appoint- 
ments shall be for such terms as the Selectmen shall determine. A member may be 
removed by the Selectmen when in their judgment the public interest so requires. 
Vacancies shall be filled by appointment of the Selectmen. Members of the Rent, 
Review and Grievance Board shall receive no compensation for their services as such 
but shall be reimbursed by the town for necessary expenses in the performance of 
their duties. The Board, may, within the limit of the amounts appropriated there- 
for, employ and fix the compensation of such assistants and clerical aid as it deems 
necessary with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, and it may remove them and 
may make such expenditures as may be necessary effectively to execute its purpose. 


(b) The Board shall have the power and duty to receive, investigate and pass 
upon complaints of unfair and unreasonable rental practices as herein defined. It 
shall have the power to conduct hearings, issue orders as provided for herein and 
take any other action which it deems necessary or desirable to the administration 
and enforcement of this by-law or any order thereunder which it is not prohibited by 
law from taking. 


(c) The Board may review any proposed rent increase submitted to it by a 
landlord which affects any housing accommodations, and may advise the landlord 
as to whether or not it considers such increase fair and reasonable, Such an advisory 
opinion by the Board shall not, however, preclude a tenant who feels himself ag- 
grieved by the rent increase from filing a complaint with the Board pursuant to 
section 4. 


(d) The Board shall have the power to intervene in any suit or action wherein 
a party relies for grounds of relief or defense upon this by-law or any order made 
pursuant to it. 


(e) The Board shall have the power to make studies, conduct hearings, and 
issue findings and recommendations on matters relating to rent levels for housing 
accommodations in the Town. 


(f) The Board may, not more frequently than annually, require registration 
of any or all rental housing accommodations upon a form and schedules supplied by 
the Board. The Board may by registration inquire into the rents, physical descrip- 
tion, parking facilities, conditions, occupancy, ownership and terms of tenancy. 
Such registration shall be signed by the landlord under the penalties of perjury 
and filed with the Board within the time required by the Board. 


The Board may at any time require verification of information submitted, and 
may compel the attendance of persons and the production of papers and informa- 
tion in such verification. 


Registration statements received under this Section shall be for the use of the 
Board and not to be placed on file for the information of the public. However, such 
records can be inspected and copies furnished after written request approved by 
the Selectmen. 


Section 4. Proceedings in Case of an Alleged Unfair and Unreasonable Rental 
Practice. 

(a) Any tenant claiming to be aggrieved by an alleged unfair and unreason- 
able rental practice may make, sign, and file with the Board a complaint in writing 
which shall state the name and address of the landlord alleged to have committed 
such practice and which shall set forth the particulars thereof and shall contain such 
other information as may be required by the Board. The Board, whenever it has 
reason to believe that any landlord has been or is engaging in such a practice, may 
issue a complaint on its own motion, Any complaint filed pursuant to this section 
must be so filed within six months after the alleged unfair and unreasonable rental 
practice occurred. 


(b) After the filing of the complaint, the Board staff shall undertake promptly 
an investigation in connection therewith. The Board chairman may appoint a Board 
member to supervise the investigation. The investigation may include discussions 
with the tenant, with the landlord, and with any other person having information 
or knowledge relevant to the circumstances of the case. If the staff and/or the 
Board member so designated shall decide either that the allegations of the complaint 
are not credible or that there appears to be insufficient basis for concluding that the 
rental practice complained of is unfair and unreasonable or that the parties have 
conciliated their differences, a written report stating such conclusion and the reasons 
underlying it shall be presented to the full Board. The Board shall then decide 
whether to affirm the conclusion of the report and dismiss the complaint or to reject 
the conclusion of the report and to schedule the case for hearing. If the staff and/ 
or the Board member so designated shall decide that a hearing should be held, a 
written report stating such conclusion and the reasons underlying it shall be pre- 
sented to the full board which shall schedule the case for hearing. 

(c) When a case is scheduled for hearing before the full Board, the Board 
shall serve notice of the time and place of the hearing upon the tenant and the 
landlord at least seven days in advance of the hearing date and, in the case of the 
landlord, the notice shall include a copy of the complaint. The landlord may file a 
written answer to the complaint at any time prior to the beginning of the hearing. 
Both tenant and landlord may present their own cases at the hearing or may be 
represented by counsel. ‘I'he Board shall not be bound by the strict rules of evidence 
prevailing in courts of law or equity. The testimony taken at the hearing shall be 
under oath or affirmation. 

(d) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that a 
landlord has engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board shall 
state its findings and conclusions and shall issue and serve upon the landlord an 
order requiring him to cease and desist from such unfair and unreasonable rental 
practice and/or containing such other provisions as the Board may deem appropriate. 
The order may require that the landlord not demand, accept, or receive any rent 
for the use or occupancy of specified housing accommodations in excess of an amount 
which the Board shall determine to be fair and reasonable under the circumstances 
pursuant to the provisions of section 2 (g); and may specify what housing conditions 
shall be corrected or remedied, and what services shall be furnished to the tenant at 
the rental so determined. The Board’s order shall not require the landlord to 
demand, accept, or receive rent for specified housing accommodations that is less 
than the rent demanded, accepted, or received for such housing accommodations 
on January 1, 1969. 

Such order may be issued to operate prospectively for a period not exceeding 
one year and shall be binding on all successor landlords of the housing accommoda- 
tions affected who have notice thereof. The landlord shall provide his successor 
landlord of the housing accommodations with written notice of the Board’s order 
at or prior to the time his interest in the housing accommodations is transferred. 


(e) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that 
the landlord has not engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the 
Board shall state its findings and conclusions and shall issue and cause to be served 
on the parties an order dismissing the complaint. 


(f) The provisions of chapter thirty A of the General Laws shall be applicable 
to the Board, as if said Board were an agency of the Commonwealth, including those 
provisions giving agencies the power to issue, vacate, modify and enforce subpoenas, 
as well as those provisions relating to judicial review of an agency order. 


(g) Any order issued by the Board may be modified, amended, or rescinded 
by the Board upon written request of either party affected by the order, after due 
notice is served upon the other party and an opportunity for a hearing is provided; 
or upon motion of the Board after due notice is served upon all parties and an 
opportunity for a hearing is provided. 


(h) Service of a notice or an order under this section is sufficient if made in 
hand to the person being served or if mailed, postage prepaid, by certified or Tegis- 
ie mail, return receipt requested, to the tenant or landlord at his last known 
address. 


(1) The Board may on a form provided therefor inquire into the financing 
and income of rental housing accommodations as well as into the rents, operating 
expenses, physical description, parking facilities, conditions, occupancy, ownership 
and terms of tenancy. Such information return shall be signed by the landlord under 


ne poor of perjury and filed with the Board within the time required by the 
oard. 


The Board may at any time require verification of information submitted and 


may compel the attendance of persons and the production of papers and informa- 
tion in such verification. 


Section 5. Evictions. 


(a) No person shall bring any action to recover possession of a housing accom- 
modation unless: 


(1) the tenant has failed to pay the rent to which the landlord is en- 
titled; 


(2) the tenant has violated an obligation or covenant of his tenancy 
other than the obligation to surrender possession upon proper notice and has 


failed to cure such violation after having received written notice thereof from 
the landlord; 


(3) the tenant is committing or permitting to exist a nuisance in, or is 
causing substantial damage to, the housing accommodation, or is creating a 
substantial interference with the comfort, safety, or enjoyment of the landlord 
or other occupants of the same or any adjacent accommodation; 


(4) the tenant is convicted of using or permitting a housing accommoda- 
tion to be used for any illegal purpose; 


(5) the tenant, who had a written lease or rental agreement which termi- 
nated on or after the effective date of this by-law, has refused, after written 
request or demand by the landlord, to execute a written extension or renewal 
thereof for a further term of like duration and in such terms that are not 
inconsistent with or violative of any provisions of this by-law; 


(6) the tenant has refused the landlord reasonable access to the unit for 
the purpose of making necessary repairs or improvements required by the laws 
of the United States, the commonwealth, or any political subdivision thereof, 
or for the purpose of inspection as permitted or required by the lease or by-law, 
or for the purpose of showing the rental unit to any prospective purchaser or 
mortgagee; 


(7) the person holding at the end of a lease term is a subtenant not ap- 
proved by the landlord; 


(8) the landlord seeks to recover possession in good faith for use and 
occupancy of himself, or his children, parents, brother, sister, father-in-law, 
mother-in-law, son-in-law, or daughter-in-law; 

(9) the landlord seeks to recover possession to demolish or otherwise 
remove the unit from housing use; and 


(10) the landlord seeks to recover possession for any other just cause, 
provided that his purpose is not in conflict with the provisions and purposes 
of this by-law. 


(b) A landlord seeking to recover possession of a housing accommodation 
shall apply to the board for a certificate of eviction. Upon receipt of such an appli- 
cation, the board shall send a copy of the application to the tenant of the housing 
accommodation together with a notification of all rights and procedures available 
under this section. If the board finds that the facts attested to in the landlord’s 
petition are valid and in compliance with paragraph (a), the certificate of eviction 
shall be issued. 


(c) A landlord who seeks to recover possession of a housing accommodation 
without obtaining such certificate of eviction sha : bc deemed to have violated this 
article, and the board may initiate a criminal prosecution for such violation. 


(d) Notwithstanding the provisions of this secticn the United States, the com- 
monwealth, or any agency or political subdivision thereof, may maintain an action or 
proceeding to recover possession of any rental unit operated by it if such action or 
proceeding is authorized by the statute or regulation under which such units are 
administered. 


(e) The provisions of this section shall be construed as additional restrictions 
on the right to recover possession of a housing accommodation. No provision of 
this section shall entitle any person to recover possession of such a unit. 


(f) Any member of the Board shall have the power to issue a temporary order 
prohibiting an eviction pending a hearing of the Board. 


Section 6. Exempt Housing Accommodations. 


The provisions of this article shall not apply to hotels, tourist houses, non- 
housekeeping furnished accommodations, hospitals, convents, monasteries, asylums, 
public institutions of college or school dormitories, or to any institution opera.ed 
exclusively for charitable or educational purposes on a non-profit basis; or to housing 
accommodations owned and operated by the U.S. or the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts or any instrumentality thereof, the Brookline Housing Authority, the Brook- 
line Redevelopment Authority or the Town of Brookline; or to housing accommo- 
dations having the maximum rent for each unit thereof controlled in order to 
comply with the conditions of Federal or State legislation or regulations there- 
under; or to housing accommodations, the construction of which was completed 
on or after the effective date of this by-law. 


Section 7. Prohibitions and Penalty. 
(a) Regardless of any contract, lease or other obligation heretofore or here- 
after entered into, it shall be unlawful for any person: 

(1) To violate any provision of this by-law or any order or regulation of 
the Board issued thereunder. 

(2) To deprive or attempt to deprive, by coercion, fraud, duress or other 
illegal means, any person of the benefits of this by-law or of any order of the 
Board thereunder. 

(3) To remove or attempt to remove from any housing accommodations 
the tenant or occupant thereof to refuse to renew the lease or the agreement 
for the use of such accommodations, because such tenant, or occupant has 
taken action authorized by this by-law or any order of the Board thereunder. 


(4) In the case of a landlord subject to an order of the Board, to fail to 
provide written notice to any successor landlord of the Board’s order. 

(5) To evade any provision of this by-law or any order of the Board 
thereunder, either directly or indirectly, in connection with the renting or 
leasing or the transfer of a lease or the recovery of possession of housing 
accommodations by way of absolute or conditional sale, sale with purchase 
money or other form of mortgage or sale with option to purchase, or by modi- 
fication of the practices relating to payment of commissions or other charges, 
or by modification of the services furnished with housing accommodations, or 
by tying agreement, or otherwise. 


(6) To fail to file with the Board, at the time established by the Board, 
such information as the Board may require pursuant to this by-law. 


(b) Any person who commits an unlawful act described in paragraph (a) of 
this Section 7, or any person who shall wilfully resist, prevent, impede or interfere 
with the Board or any of its members or representatives in the performance of duty 
under this article shall be punished for each offense by a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars. Any person furnishing false information required to be furnished 
under the provisions of this by-law or any regulation or order of the Board there- 
under shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars as well as by 
the penalties of perjury. 

(c) Any agreement by a tenant to waive the benefit of any provision of this 
by-law or any order of the Board thereunder, shall be void. 


Section 8. Jurisdiction of Courts. 


(a) The Brookline Municipal Court shall have original jurisdiction concur- 
rently with the Superior Court, of all petitions for review brought pursuant to 
section fourteen of Chapter thirty A of the General Laws. 

(b) The Superior Court shall have jurisdiction in equity to enforce the pro- 
visions of this by-law and may restrain by injunction violations thereof. 

Section 9. Judicial Review. 

Judicial review shall be in accordance with St. 1970 chapter 843. 

Section 10. Referral to Other Town Agencies. 


Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to prevent the Board from reporting 
the case to any one or more of the Assessing Department, the Building Department, 
the Director of Public Health (Housing Code Section), and the Administrative 
Assistant to the Executive Secretary — Legal Code Enforcement for such further 
action as any such department or said Director or Administrative Assistant may deem 
appropriate. 

Section 11. Repeal Procedure. 


The Selectmen shall insert in the warrant for the annual town meeting for 
1973 and, unless repealed prior thereto, in the warrant for the annual town meeting 
in every second year thereafter, an article presenting the question whether this by-law 
shall be repealed as of the end of June of that year. 


Section 12. Invalidity in Part. 


If any provision of this article or the application thereof to any person or cir- 
cumstance, shall, for any reason, be held invalid, the remainder of this article or the 
application of such provision to persons or circumstances other than those to which 
it is held invalid shall not be affected thereby. 


THIRTEENTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will petition and/or ap- 
prove a petition to the Gencral Court for a special act relating to the Town 
of Brookline in substantially the following form, or will take any other 
action with respect thercto: 


“An Act Establishing a Department of Public Safety and Abolishing the Office of 
Fire Commissioner in the Town of Brookline. 


“Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any general law, special law or 
by-law, there shall be in the Town of Brookline a Department of Public Safety, 
hereinafter called the Department, which shall have responsibility for the direction, 
operation and control of the police and fire departments. The Department shall be 
under the direction of a Commissioner of Public Safety, hereinafter called the Com- 
missioner, to be appointed by the selectmen from among persons meeting the quali- 
fications specified in Section 7 hereof at such compensation as shall be fixed by the 
selectmen. 


“Section 2. Upon the creation of the Department and the initial appointment 
and qualification of the Commissioner, (a) the office of fire commissioner shall be 
abolished, the term of office of the fire commissioncr shall terminate, and all of the 
powers, duties and trusts theretofore conferred or imposed by general law, special 
law or by-law on the fire commissioner shall be transferred to and assumed by the 
Department and exercised, executed, and performed by the Commissioner, and (b) 
all of the powers, duties and trusts theretofore conferred or imposed by general law, 
special law or by-law on the board of selectmen with respect to the direction, opera- 
tion and control of the police department shall be transferred to and assumed by the 
Department and exercised, executed and performed by the Commissioner. There- 
upon the Department shall be in all respects and for all purposes whatsoever the 
lawful successor to the fire commissioner and to the powers and duties of the select- 
men in relation to the direction and control of the fire and police departments, 
respectively. 


“Section 3. The Commissioner shall appoint from among: the persons meeting 
the qualifications specified in Section 9, hereof, a chief of police and a chief of the 
fire department, whose duties, authority and compensation shall be such as the 
Commissioner shall prescribe. The chief of police (other than the person who as of 
February 12, 1973, holds the position of chief of police) shall not be subject to 
civil service laws and rules. The Commissioner may appoint such other employees 
as the exercise, execution and performance of his powers, duties and trusts may 
require, subject to available appropriations. The Commissioner shall promulgate 
such rules, regulations and orders, and establish within the Department, police 
department and/or fire department such divisions, as he shall deem necessary or ap- 
propriate to the administration of the Department and the exercise, execution and 
performance of his powers, duties and trusts. The Commissioner shall submit such 
reports to the selectmen and to annual town meetings as the selectmen shall 
determine. 


“Section 4. All existing rules, regulations ana orders issued by the fire commis- 
sioner relating to the control or administration of the fire department or otherwise, 
and all existing rules, regulations and orders issued by the selectmen relating to the 
government of the police department and the offices thereof, shall remain in full 
force and effect until superseded by rules, regulations or orders promulgated by the 
Commissioner under this Act, and the promulgation thereof by the Commissioner 
shall not affect any act done, any right accrued, any penalty incurred or any suit, 
prosecution or proceeding pending at the time of such promulgation. 


“Section 5. All persons employed by or under the supervision of the fire com- 
missioner and all police officers and other persons employed in the police depart- 
ment shall, upon the creation of the Department and the initial appointment and 
qualification of the Commissioner, be transferred to and become employees of the 
Department, without loss of pay and without any change in their rating, seniority, 
retirement, pension rights, or any other privileges under any provisions of general 
law, special law or by-law. 

“Section 6. No contracts or liabilities existing at the time of the creation of the 
Department and the initial appointment and qualification of the Commissioner shall 
be affected by said creation, appointment and qualification. 
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“Section 7. ‘Ihe Commissioner shall at the time of his appointment: 

(1) be a citizen of the United States or have the intention of becoming 

a citizen of the United States; 

(2) have been graduated from a duly accredited four-year college or uni- 
versity with a bachelor’s degree or equivalent; 

(3) be thirty years of age or older, and 

(4) satisfy any of the following qualifications: 

(a) have been a member of the Bar of the highest court of any 
state in which he shall have been admitted to practice as an attorney at 
law, with at least five years’ experience: 

(i) in the prosecution or defense of criminal actions; 
(ii) as an instructor of law at a law school accredited by the 

American Bar Association; or 

(iii) as a member of a commission or agency having as its goals 
the improvement of the administration of justice; _ 

(b) have had at least five years’ experience as a judge of any court 
of law; 

(c) have had at least five years’ experience as a member of a federal, 
state or local police force or law enforcement agency; 

(d) have been a mayor or chief executive officer of a city or town 
having a population of 50,000 or more; 

(e) have had at least five years’ experience as the president or equiva- 
lent of a duly accredited college or university; or 

(f) have had, in the judgment of the selectmen, such experience as is 
substantially equivalent to any of the foregoing qualifications set forth in 
this Section 7 (4). 

“Section 8. The term of the Commissioner shall be three years; provided, how- 
ever, that the Commissioner may be removed from office by the selectmen at any 
time upon a finding made by the Selectmen, after a hearing, that the public interest 
so requires. At the written request of the Commissioner made prior to the com- 
mencement thereof, such hearing shall be public. 

“Section 9. The term of office of the chief of police and of the chief of the 
fire department shall be one year; provided, however, that the chief of police and 
the chief of the fire department may be removed from office by the Commissioner 
at any time upon a finding made by the Commissioner, after a hearing, that the 
public interest so requires. At the written request of the chief of police or of the 
chief of the fire department, as the case may be, made prior to the commencement 
thereof, such hearing shall be public. The chief of police and the chief of the fire 
department shall, at the time of their respective appointments, have held the perma- 
nent rank of lieutenant or above in a municipal police or fire department, respec- 
tively, for at least one year. 

“Section 10. Upon the creation of the Department and the initial appointment 
and qualification of the Commissioner, Chapter 135 of the Acts of 1899 shall be 
repealed and the acceptance by the Town of General Laws, Chapter 41, Section 
97 shall be revoked. 

“Section 11. This Act shall take effect upon iis acceptance, during the current 


year or the year subsequent thereto, by a vote of the selectmen of the Town of 
Brookline.” 


FourTEENTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, 
Or appropriate from available funds, the sum of seventy thousand dollars 
($70,000) to be expended by the Commissioner of Public Works with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen for the reconstruction of the fifteen 
inch sewer in Woodland Road and Heath Street; and for repairs to other 


sewers in various locations in the Town, or will take any other action with 
respect thereto. 


FirTeentH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred thirty thousand dollars ($130,000) to be expended 
by the Commissioner of Public Works with the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen, for laying and relaying water mains of not less than six (6) 
inches or more than sixteen (16) inches in diameter and for lining such 
mains with linings of not less than one sixteenth of an inch and determine 
how any such appropriation will be raised, whether by taxation, transfer of 
available funds, by borrowing or otherwise, and if by borrowing, to author- 
ize the issuance of bonds or notes of the Town therefor. 


SIXTEENTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will raise and appropmiate, 
or appropriate from available funds, the sum of Ninety-Four Thousand Six 
Hundred Dollars ($94,600) for the Reconstruction and Repair of the fol- 
_ lowing streets under the Chapter 90 road program as approved by the State 
Department of Public Works: 


St. Paul Street, Aspinwall Avenue to Longwood Avenue, and Browne Street to the 
Boston Line; LaGrange Street, Horace James Circle to the Newton Line; South 
Street, Newton Street to Grove Street; School Street, Cypress Street to Aspinwall 
Avenue; Tappan Street, Beacon Street to Cypress Street. 


or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


SEVENTEENTH ArTICLE. — To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate, or appropriate from available funds, a sum of money for the construc- 
tion, erection and furnishing of a new pre-engineered steel building to be 
located adjacent to the Town Water Building at 22 Emerald Street on 
land presently owned by the Brookline Redevelopment Authority and 
designated in the Assessors Atlas as Block 138, Parcel 16, to be used for the 
storage of supplies and equipment belonging to the Department of Public 
Works Water Division, such part of such sum for the construction and 
erection of such building to be expended by the Building Commission 
with the approval of the Selectmen, and such part of such sum for the 
equipment of such building to be expended by the Commissioner of Public 
Works with the approval of the Selectmen.

— To see if the Town will accept and allow the 
alteration, relocation and widening of Washington Street, on its northerly 
side, from Pearl Street to a point about three hundred seventy-one (371) 
feet westerly of Pearl Street, as altered, relocated and widened by the 
Selectmen by instrument dated August 7, 1972 and as shown on a plan 
entitled “Plan and Profile of the Relocation of Washington Street, Brook- 
line, Mass.” by Leo D. Picardi, Commissioner of Public Works, dated 
July 7, 1972, both of which are filed in the Town Clerk’s Office, and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to take land in fee or rights of easement 
therefor by eminent domain under the provisions of Chapter 79 of the 
General Laws as amended, or acquire said land in fee or rights of easement 
therein by purchase or otherwise and to make entry for the purpose of con- 
struction before all claims for damages by reason thereof shall have been 
finally adjusted or determined and will raise and appropriate, or appropriate 
from available funds in the treasury, the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($20,000) to pay for the same or to be used for the payment of land dam- 
ages or other costs and expenses of such acquisition, or will take any other 
action with respect thereto. 
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TwentietH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will accept and allow the 
laying out, relocating and widening of Juniper Street, from Washington 
Street to a point about two hundred twelve (212) feet southeasterly of 
Washington Street, as laid out, relocated and widened by the Selectmen 
by instrument dated August 7, 1972 and as shown on a plan entitled 
“Plan and Profile of the Relocation of Juniper Street, Brookline, Mass.” 
by Leo D. Picardi, Commissioner of Public Works, dated July 7, 1972, 
both of which are filed in the Town Clerk’s Office, and to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to take land in fee or rights of easement therefor by 
eminent domain under Chapter 79 of the General Laws, as amended, or _ 
acquire said land in fee or rights of easement therein by purchase or other- 
wise and to make entry for the purpose of construction before all claims 
for damages by reason thereof shall have been finally adjusted or deter- 
mined and will raise and appropriate or appropriate from available funds 
in the treasury the sum of Fifty-Seven Thousand Dollars ($57,000) to pay 
for the same or to be used for the payment of land damages or other costs 
and expenses of such acquisition, or will take any other action with respect 
thereto.

— To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate, or appropriate from available funds, the sum of Fifty Thousand Dol- 
lars ($50,000) to be expended by the Building Commission, with approval 
of the Board of Selectmen, for architect’s fees for the preparation of final 
plans and specifications (including supervision) for the construction of a 
new indoor ice skating facility, and will authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to seek reimbursement to the ‘Town for 50% of the sums so expended, to 
make application to and to enter into a contract with the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts acting by and through the Commissioner of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources as State Liaison Officer for the Bureau of Out-

bursement to the Town for 50% of the sums so expended, to make appli- 
cation to and to enter into a contract with t'ie “ommonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts acting by and through the Commissioner of the Department of 
Natural Resources as State Liaison Officer for the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation, U.S. Department of the Interior for a grant under the Federal 
Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965, P.L. 88-578 and to make 
any amendments as required and take any necessary action to secure match- 
ing funds; any sums received as a result of said application and contract to 
be returned to the Town’s surplus, or will take any other action with 
respect thereto. 


TWENTY-SEVENTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will build an en- 
closed skating facility at Larz Anderson Park, hill top area, through private 
financing, by Brookline Banks, with the approval of the Board of Select- 
men, Building Commission, Park and Recreation Commission and School 
Administration, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


TWENTY-EIGHTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate, or appropriate from available funds the sum of Seven Thousand 
Dollars ($7,000) to be expended by the Park and Recreation Commission 
with the approval of the Board of Selectmen for the installation of a “Sauna 
Bath” facility at the Municipal Swimming Pool. 
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TwENTy-NINTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate, or appropriate from available funds, the sum of Twenty-One Thou- 
sand Dollars ($21,000) for environmental improvements within the High 
School cafeteria, said funds to be expended by the School Committee with 
the approval of the Board of Selectmen, or will take any other action with 
respect thereto. 


Turner Articte. — To see if the Town will transfer certain un- 
expended balances in certain school construction fund accounts which the 
Selectmen, the Building Commission and the School Committee certify as 
surplus, to the accounts for the construction, furnishing and equipment of — 
the new Pierce School to supplement the appropriation therefor heretofore 
made by the Town, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Turrty-rirst ArTIcLE. — To see if the Town will authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to lease, or accept transfer from the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts of certain parcels of land located along Route 9 between 
Warren Street and Hedge Road for the purpose of providing for the public 
schools parking for the New Lincoln School, such lease or transfer to be 
on such terms and conditions as the Selectmen shall determine, and will 
raise and appropriate, or appropriate from available funds, a sum of money 
for such purpose and expenses in connection therewith, or will take any 
other action with respect thereto. 


TuirTy-SECOND ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will amend the Zoning 
By-law by adopting the following amendment thereto or will otherwise 
amend and adopt said proposed amendment or will take any other action 
with respect thereto: 


To amend the zoning map by including in the M-2.0 district an area in the Marsh 
Urban Renewal Project bounded on the west by the western half of the MBTA 
Property zoned M-2.0, on the north by property of the Brookline Redevelopment 
Authority zoned M-2.0, on the east by a portion of Pearl Street zoned M-2.0, and 
on the south by the extension of the centerline of Emerald Street N 61° 15’ 54” W 
to the centerline of the MBTA which area is presently zoned I-1.0 and includes all 
of the lots 4, 5, 6 and 7 and portions of lots 8, 8A, and MBTA property in block 
139 of the 1972 Atlas of the Town of Brookline, said lots owned by Brookline 
Redevelopment Authority, MBTA, and Sudbury Brass Goods Company, Inc. 


THIRTY-THIRD ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will direct the suspen- 
sion of the issuance of all new building permits for the new construction of 
apartment, cooperative and condominium housing projects having more 
than six units each, but excluding housing projects under the auspices of 
the Brookline Housing Authority, or financed by the Massachusetts Hous- 
ing Finance Agency, until 90 days following the conclusion of the 1974 
annual Town Meeting; will direct the Selectmen, calling upon such public 
and private agencies and citizens of the Town and others as they deem 
appropriate to review, update and revise the 1962 Comprehensive Plan for 
the Town, taking into consideration the housing constructed in the Town 
since 1960, its impact on the tax structure of the Town, the burden placed 
on Town services, the added congestion, the change in the balance of pop- 
ulation of the Town, the size of families, the size of new housing units, the 
age groupings of the population, the decrease in available open space and, 
in general, the impact on the quality of life in Brookline, all to the end that 
the goals, purposes and priorities of the Town may be clearly set forth, and 
will direct the Selectmen to report back with their findings and recom. 
mendations at the 1974 annual Town Meeting for action by the Town 
Meeting; and, for such purposes, to raise and appropriate a sum or sums of 


money; or will take any other action with respect to any of the foregoing 
subjects. 


THIRTY-FOURTH ARTICLE, — To see if the Town will petition and/or 
approve the filing of a petition to the General Court in substantially the 
following form; 


AN ACT REPEALING THE REQUIREMENT THAT DIRECTOR OF PUB- 
LIC HEALTH IN THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE BE A MEDICAL DOCTOR 
QUALIFIED TO PRACTICE MEDICINE UNDER THE LAWS OF THE 
COMMONWEALTH: 


Section 1, Chapter 145 of the Acts of Nineteen Hundred and Forty-Five as 
most recently amended by Chapter 506 of the Acts of Nineteen Hundred and 
Seventy is hereby amended by striking out Section 1 and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 


Section 1. There shall be in the Town of Brookline a health department under 
a director of public health who shall be appointed by the Selectmen and 
who shall have the powers, perform the duties and be subject to the obliga- 
tions of boards of health in towns. The person so appointed shall be a citizen 
of the United States and shall have had not less than three years’ full time 
experience in public health administration, or not less than one year’s full 
time experience in public health administration and a graduate degree in public 
health from a recognized school of public health. Said director shall devote 
such time to the performance of his duties and the supervision of the employees 
of the department as shall be determined by the Selectmen. He shall be ap- 
pointed in April for the term of three years from the first day of May following 
and until the qualification of his successor. He may be removed by the Select- 
men for cause and the vacancy filled by appointment for the remainder of the 
unexpired term in the same manner as in the case of an original appointment. 
His salary or compensation shall be such as the Selectmen may from time to 
time vote. The school committee may appoint and may revoke the appoint- 
ment of the director of public health as the director of school health services. 
As director of school health services he shall, subject to the approval and under 
‘the continued supervision of the school committee, have the powers, perform 
the duties, and be subject to the obligations of school physicians under section 
fifty-three of chapter seventy-one of the General Laws. The Director, subject 
to the approval of the Selectmen, may make rules and regulations for the 
government of the health department and its officers, agents and employees. 
Subject to appropriation, he may also appoint and employ such officers, agents, 
assistants and employees and make such contracts as may be necessary to exe- 
cute the health laws, rules and regulations. All officers, agents, assistants and 
employees appointed or employed, and all contracts made, by the director 
pertaining in any manner to schcol health services shall be subject to the 
approval and continued supervision of the school committee. The positions or 
offices of director of public health and director of school health services shall 
not be subject to the laws, rules and regulations pertaining to civil service. 


Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


TuIRTY-FIFTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will petition and/or 
approve the filing of a petition to the General Court in substantially the 
following form to amend, as it pertains to the Town of Brookline only, 
- Chapter 43A, Section 9, entitled “Vacancies in Membership, How Filled”, 
by deleting the entire section and substituting the following section: 


Section 9. Vacancies in Membership, How Filled. 


Any vacancy in the full number of town meeting members of any precinct from 
any cause other than the failure of the registered voters thereof to elect, shall be 
filled, until the next annual election, by the town clerk, if there are available one or 
more candidates for the office of town meeting member of said precinct at the 
preceding annual town election who failed of election, by choosing the person who 
received the highest number of votes as such a defeated candidate in said precinct, 
notifying such person of his election as town meeting member and securing his 
written acceptance thereof. If for any reason the person so chosen cannot accept 
the office the town clerk shall in like manner choose and notify the defeaved 
candidate in said precinct receiving the next highest number of votes and so on 
until all vacancies are filled. In the event of a tie vote of those who received the 
highest votes as such defeated candidates, or in the event there is no such defeated 
candidates who can accept the office, the town clerk shall call a special meeting of 
the town meeting members of the precinct in which the vacancy or vacancies exist 
for the purpose of filling the vacancy or vacancies, until the next annual election, 
from among those having the tie votes or, if no tie is involved, from among the reg- 
istered voters of the precinct. He shall cause to be mailed to every such member, not 
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less than five days before the time set for the meeting, a notice specifying the object, 
time and place of the meeting. At the said meeting a majority of the members from 
such precinct shall constitute a quorum, and they shall elect from their own number 
a chairman and a clerk. The choice to fill any vacancy shall be by ballot, and a 
majority of the votes cast shall be required for a choice. The chairman and the 
clerk shall count the ballots and shall make a certificate of the choice and forthwith 
file the same with the town clerk, together with a written acceptance by the member 
or members so chosen, who shall thereupon be deemed elected and qualified as a 
town meeting member or members, subject to the tight of all the town meeting 
members to judge of the election and qualifications of the members as set forth in 
section five. 


Turrry-sixtu ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will amend Article 1, 


Section 3, of the Town By-Laws by adding after Subsection “d” a new 
section marked “e” as follows: 


The Selectmen’s budgets, as recommended by the Advisory Committee, for all 
boards, committees and officers, and including the school budget, shall be restricted 
to a figure which in the aggregate is no greater than the sum of: a. the total of all 
budgets appropriated at the previous Annual Town Meeting and, b. this total multi- 
plied by the increase in the Boston Consumer Price Index for January over the 
previous January, with the exception that for the purposes of computing this restric- 
tion for the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1974, the aggregate for the prior year 
shall be the total appropriated to cover the twelve month period ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1973. 


TuirtTy-sEVENTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will vote to limit all 
town appropriations, except those expressly exempted by statute, to an 
amount not to exceed a three per cent increase over that of the previous 
year and one-half except those specific appropriations authorized by a 4/ 5 
vote of the Town Meeting and the Board of Selectmen. 


THIRTY-EIGHTH ARTICLE. — To see whether the Town will amend 
Article 1, Section 3A, of the Town By-Laws, as most recently amended by 
the October 24, 1972, Special Town Meeting, by adding the following 
sentence 


No member of the Advisory Committee shall vote on a matter in which he, or she, 
has a personal interest, or from which he, or she, could derive financial benefit. 


TuirTy-NINTH ARTICLE. — To see if the Town will establish a Conser- 
vation Fund under the provisions of Mass. General Laws Chapter 40, Sec- 
tion 5, Cl. 51, and will raise and appropriate, or appropriate from available 
funds, a sum of money therefor, or will take any other action with respect 
thereto. 


FortreTtH ArticLe. — To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to sell and convey to STEPHEN F. RUTLEDGE 
Post #864, Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United States, or its nominee, 
approximately 50,510.3 square feet of land bounded by Boylston Street and 
Davis Path, being the premises described in a deed from James H. Mc- 
Givney et ux to the Inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, recorded with 
Norfolk County Registry of Deeds in Book 897, Page 319, at a price to be 
determined by approved appraisal for mortgage purposes by Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, Federal Housing Administration, Massa- 
chusetts Housing Finance Agency or any other Federal or State agency 
authorized to insure or grant mortgages on multi-family dwellings, but no

Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen, served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline by a Constable of said 
Town, and written notices sent by the Town Clerk at least seven days 
before the day of the meeting to the Town Mceting Members qualified to

Expenditures chargeable to funds provided in the 500 Group Accounts 
(capital expenditures) of the various departmental appropriations for the 
purchase of equipment shall be restricted to the items and amounts speci- 
fied in the respective departmental estimates and recommended by the 
Advisory Committee, as they may be amended by action of the ‘Town at a 
Town Mecting, unless specific authorization for a change therein is voted 
by the Selectmen. 


Expenditures chargeable to funds provided in the 100 Group Accounts 
(Personal Services) of the various department appropriations shall be lim- 
ited (a) to the number of positions in each pay or salary classification and 
(b) as to each position not in the official Classification Plan, to the amount 
of compensation set forth in the respective departmental estimates and 
recommended by the Advisory Committee, as they may be amended by 
action of the Town at a Town Meeting unless specific authorization for a 
change therein is voted by the Selectmen.

In accordance with the vote passed at the Annual Town Meeting 
on March 27, 1973, the ‘Town Mecting Members met at the High School 
Auditorium on Wednesday, March 28, 1973 at half past seven in the 
evening. 


No Town Meeting Member was allowed within the rails until his name 
had been checked on the list. 


At forty-five minutes after seven o’clock, the checkers reported that 
one hundred fifty-two (152) names of ‘Town Meeting Members had been 
checked, or more than one-half of all members qualified, and the Town 
Clerk reported a quorum was present. Joseph T’. Egan replaced Edward 
Kelly as a checker. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Justin L. Wyner. 


The Moderator requested any Town Meeting Member not previously 
sworn in to stand and be sworn. All had previously been sworn in. 


The following students from Brookline High School volunteered their 
services to facilitate the use of the microphones by Town Meeting Mem- 
bers: Belinder Curtin, Jerry Fleishman, Liz Banner and Joey Rabinovitz. 


Reconsideration of Article 3 was duly requested by Barbara Roche, 
Town Meeting Member, and Phillip S. Jackson, Chairman of the Per- 
sonnel Board and was duly seconded.

To see if the Town, pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter 842 of the Acts of 1970, will revoke its acceptance of that act. 


A motion by Maurice Alkon, duly seconded, for the adoption of this 
Article as printed, was defeated. 


TWELFTH ArtTIcLe. To see if the town pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter 842 of the Acts of 1970, will revoke its acceptance of that act, and 
will amend the by-law adopted by the town under article 2 of the special 
town meeting of September 29, 1970 by substituting therefor the following 
by-law, or will take any other action with respect thereto: 


Section 1. Declaration of Emergency. 


The Town of Brookline, acting by and through its town meeting, finds and 
declares that a serious public emergency exists in the Town of Brookline with 
respect to the housing of a substantial number of the citizens of said town, 
which emergency has been created by housing demolition, an expanding student 
population, a substantial elderly population, deterioration of a substantial portion 
of the existing housing stock, insufficient new housing construction, increased 
costs of construction and finance, inflation and the effects of the Vietnam con- 
flict, and which has resulted in a substantial and increasing shortage of rental 
housing accommodations and in abnormally high rents; that unless residential 
rents and eviction of tenants are regulated and controlled, such emergency and 
the further inflationary pressures resulting therefrom will produce serious threats 
to the public health, safety and general welfare of the citizens of Brookline, 
particularly families of low and moderate income and elderly on fixed incomes. 


Section 2, Definitions. 
As used herein the following words shall have the following meanings: 


(a) Person. “Person” includes an_ individual, corporation, partnership, 
association or any other organized group of persons, a legal successor or repre- 
sentative of the foregoing. 


(b) Landlord. “Landlord” includes an owner, lessor, sub-lessor, assignee, 
or other person receiving or entitled to receive rent for the use or occupancy of 
any housing accommodations, or an agent of any of the foregoing. 

(c) Tenant. “Tenant” includes a subtenant, lessee, sub-lessee, or other 
person entitled to the possession, use or occupancy of any housing accommoda- 
tions. 

(d) Rent. “Rent” means the consideration, including any bonus, benefit, 
or gratuity, demanded or received for or in connection with the use or occupancy 
of housing accommodations or the transfer of a lease of such accommodations. 
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(e) Services. “Services” includes repairs, decorating and maintenance, the 
furnishing, of light, heat, hot and cold water, elevator service, storage and laundry 
facilities or privileges, janitor service, removal of refuse and any other privilege 
or facility connected with the use or occupancy of housing accommodations, 


(f) Housing Accommodations. “Housing Accommodations” means any build- 
ing, structure, or part thereof, or land appurtenant thereto, or any other property 
rented or offered for rent for living, or dwelling purposes, together with any 
services, furnishings and furniture connected with the use or occupancy of such 
property, in the town, except those housing accommodations exempted in 
Section 6. P 

(g) Unfair and Unreasonable Rental Practice. An unfair and unreasonable 
rental practice shall exist whenever a landlord demands, accepts, or receives any 
rent for the use or occupancy of any housing accommodations that is excessive 
under the circumstances hereinafter stated. The circumstances to be considered 
in deciding if a rent is excessive include, but are not limited to, the quality of the 
housing accommodations, the costs, including taxes, actually incurred by the 
landlord in maintaining and improving the housing accommodations, the yielding 
of a fair net operating income to the landlord, and the rents prevailing in the 
town for comparable housing accommodations in comparable locations. Fair net 
operating income shall be that income which will yield a return, after all reason- 
able operating expenses, on the fair market value of the property equal to the 
debt service rate generally available from institutional first mortgage lenders. For 
the purposes of this section, the assessed valuation of the property shall be pre- 
sumed to be the fair market value of the property. Rent which yields less than 
a fair net operating income as defined herein shall not be deemed excessive 
hereunder. 


(h) Board. “Board’’ means the rent review and grievance board established 
pursuant to this article. 


Section 3. Creation, Powers and Duties of the Board 


(a) The Selectmen shall appoint a Rent Review and Grievance Board 
consisting of seven members. Three of said members shall be representatives of 
the public interest, two members shall be representatives of landlords, and two 
members shall be representatives of tenants. The members shall elect one of 
the three representatives of the public interest to serve as chairman of the Board. 
The appointments shall be for such terms as the Selectmen shall determine. A 
member may be removed by the Selectmen when in their judgment the public 
interest so requires. Vacancies shall be filled by appointment of the Selectmen. 
Members of the Rent Review and Grievance Board shall receive no compensation 
for their services as such but shall be reimbursed by the town for necessary 
expenses in the performance of their duties. The Board, may, within the limit of 
the amounts appropriated therefor, employ and fix the compensation of such 
assistants and clerical aid as it deems necessary with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen, and it may remove them and may make such expenditures as may 
be necessary effectively to execute its purpose. 


(b) The Board shall have the power and duty to receive, investigate and 
pass upon complaints of unfair and unreasonable rental practices as herein defined. 
It shall have the power to conduct hearings, issue orders as provided for herein 
and take any other action which it deems necessary or desirable to the administra- 
tion and enforcement of this by-law or any order thereunder which it is not 
prohibited by law from taking. 


(c) The Board may review any proposed rent increase submitted to it by a 
landlord which affects any housing accommcdations, and may advise the land- 
lord as to whether or not it considers such increase fair and reasonable. Such an 
advisory opinion by the Board shall not, however, preclude a tenant who feels 


himself aggrieved by the rent increase from filing a complaint with the Board 
pursuant to section 4. 


(d) The Board shall have the power to intervene in any suit or action 
wherein a party relies for grounds of relief or defense upon this by-law or any 


order made pursuant to it. 


(e) The Board shall have the power to make studies, conduct hearings, 
and issue findings and recommendations on matters relating to rent levels for 
housing accommodations in the Town. 


(f) The Board may, not more frequently than annually, require registration 
of any or all rental housing accommodations upon a form and schedules supplied 
by the Board. The Board may by registration inquire into the rents, physical 


description, parking facilities, conditions, occupancy, ownership and terms of 
tenancy. Such registration shall be signed by the landlord under the penalties of 
perjury and filed with the Board within the time required by the Board. 


The Board may at any time require verification of information submitted, 
and may compel the attendance of persons and the production of papers and 
information in such verification. 


Registration statements received under this Section shall be for the use of 
the Board and not to be placed on file for the information of the public. How- 
ever, such records can be inspected and copies furnished after written request 
approved by the Selectmen. 


Section 4. Proceedings in Case of an Alleged Unfair and Unreasonable Rental 
Practice. 


(a) Any tenant claiming to be aggrieved by an alleged unfair and unreason- 
able rental practice may make, sign, and file with the Board a complaint in writ- 
ing which shall state the name and address of the landlord alleged to have 
~ committed such practice and which shall set forth the particulars thereof and 
shall contain such other information as may be required by the Board. The 
Board, whenever it has reason to believe that any landlord has been or is engag- 
ing in such a practice, may issue a complaint on its own motion. Any complaint 
filed pursuant to this section must be so filed within six months after the 
alleged unfair and unreasonable rental practice occurred. 


(b) After the filing of the complaint, the Board staff shall undertake 
promptly an investigation in connection therewith. The Board chairman may 
appoint a Board member to supervise the investigation. The investigation may in- 
clude discussions with the tenant, with the landlord, and with any other person 
having information or knowledge relevant to the circumstances of the case. If the 
staff and/or the Board member so designated shall decide either that the allega- 
tions of the complaint are not credible or that there appears to be insufhcient 
basis for concluding that the rental practice complained of is unfair and unrea- 
sonable or that the parties have conciliated their differences, a written report 
stating such conclusion and the reasons underlying it shall be presented to the 
full Board. The Board shall then decide whether to affirm the conclusion of the 
report and dismiss the complaint or to reject the conclusion of the report and 
to schedule the case for hearing. If the staff and/or the Board member so desig- 
nated shall decide that a hearing should be held, a written report stating such 
conclusion and the reasons underlying it shall be presented to the full board 
which shall schedule the case for hearing. 


(c) When a case is scheduled for hearing before the full Board, the Board 
shall serve notice of the time and piace of the hearing upon the tenant and the 
landlord at least seven days in advance of the hearing date and, in the case of 
the landlord, the notice shall include a copy of the complaint. The landlord may 
file a written answer to the complaint at any time prior to the beginning of the 
hearing. Both tenant and landlord may present their own cases at the hearing or 
may be represented by counsel. The Board shal: not be bound by the strict rules 
of evidence prevailing in courts of law or equity. The testimony taken at the 
hearing shall be under oath or affirmation. 


“ (d) If, upon. all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that 
a landlord has engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the Board 
shall state its findings and conclusions and shall issue and serve upon the land- 
lord an order requiring him to cease and desist from such unfair and unreason- 
able rental practice and/or containing such other provisions as’ the Board may 
deem appropriate. The order may require that the landlord not demand, accept, 
or receive any rent for the use or occupancy of specified housing accommodations 
in excess of an amount which the Board shall determine to be fair and reason- 
able under the circumstances pursuant to the provisions of section 2 (g); and 
may specify what housing conditions shall be corrected or remedied, and what 
services shall be furnished to the tenant at the rental so determined. The Board’s 
order shall not require the landlord to demand, accept, or receive rent for speci- 
fied housing accommodations that is less than the rent demanded, accepted, or 
received for such housing accommodations on January 1, 1969. 


Such order may be issued to operate prospectively for a period not exceeding 
one year and shall be binding on all successor landlords of the housing accommo- 
dations affected who haye notice thereof, The landlord shall provide his successor 
landlord of the housing accommodations with written notice of the Board’s order 
at or prior to the time his interest in the housing accommodations is transferred. 


(e) If, upon all of the evidence at the hearing, the Board shall find that 
the landlord has not engaged in an unfair and unreasonable rental practice, the 
Board shall state its findings and conclusions and shall issue and cause to be 
served on the parties an order dismissing the complaint. 
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(f) The provisions of chapter thirty A of the General Laws shall be appli- 
cable to the Board as if said Board were an agency of the Commonwealth, in- 
cluding those provisions giving agencies the power to issue, vacate, modify and 
enforce subpoenas, as well as those provisions relating to judicial review of an 
agency order. 

(g) Any order issued by the Board may be modified, amended, or rescinded 
by the Board upon written request of either party affected by the order, after due 
notice is served upon the other party and an opportunity for a hearing is pro- 
vided; or upon motion of the Board after due notice is served upon all parties and 
an opportunity for a hearing is provided. 

(h) Service of a notice or an order under this section is sufficient if made 
in hand to the person being served or if mailed, postage prepaid, by certified or 
registered mail, return receipt requested, to the tenant or landlord at his last 
known address. 

(i) The Board may on a form provided therefor inquire into the financing 
and income of rental housing accommodations as well as into the rents, operating 
expenses, physical description, parking facilities, conditions, occupancy, ownership 
and terms of tenancy. Such information return shall be signed by the landlord 
under the penalties of perjury and filed with the Board within the time required 
by the Board. 


The Board may at any time require verification of information submitted 
and may compel the attendance of persons and the production of papers and in- 
formation in such verification. 


Section 5. Evictions. 


(a) No person shall bring any action to recover possession of a housing ac- 
commodation unless: 


(1) the tenant has failed to pay the rent to which the landlord is 
entitled; 


(2) the tenant has violated an obligation or covenant of his tenancy 
other than the obligation to surrender possession upon proper notice and 
has failed to cure such violation after having received written notice thereof 
from the landlord; 


(3) the tenant is committing or permitting to exist a nuisance in, or 
is causing substantial damage to, the housing accommodation, or is creating 
a substantial interference with the comfort, safety, or enjoyment of the land- 
lord or other occupants of the same or any adjacent accommodation; 


(4) the tenant is convicted of using or permitting a housing accom- 
modation to be used for any illegal purpose; 


(5) the tenant, who had a written lease or rental agreement which ter- 
minated on or after the effective date of this by-law, has refused, after 
written request or demand by the landlord, to execute a written extension 
or renewal thereof for a further term of like duration and in such terms 
that are not inconsistent with or violative of any provisions of this by-law; 


(6) the tenant has refused the laidlord reasonable access to the unit 
for the purpose of making necessary repairs or improvements required by the 
laws of the United States, the commonwealth, or any political subdivision 
thereof, or for the purpose of inspection as permitted or required by the 
lease or by-law, or for the purpose of showing the rental unit to any pro- 
spective purchaser or mortgagee; 


(7) the person holding at the end of a lease term is a subtenant not 
approved by the landlord; 


(8) the landlord seeks to recover possession in good faith for use 
and occupancy of himself, or his children, parents, brother, sister, father-in- 
law, mother-in-law, son-in-law, or daughter-in-law; 

(9) the landlord seeks to recover possession to demolish or otherwise 
remove the unit from housing use; and 


(10) the landlord seeks to recover possession for any other just cause, 


provided that his purpose is not in conflict with the provisions and purposes 
of this by-law. 


(b) A landlord seeking to recover possession of a housing accommodation 
shall apply to the board for a certificate of eviction. Upon receipt of such an 
application, the board shall send a copy of the application to the tenant of the 
housing accommodation together with a notification of all rights and procedures 
available under this section. If the board finds that the facts attested to in the 


landlord’s petition are valid and in compliance with paragraph (a), the certificate 
of eviction shall be issued. 


__ (c) A landlord who seeks to recover possession of a housing accommodation 
without obtaining such certificate of eviction shall be deemed to have violated 
this article, and the board may initiate a criminal prosecution for such violation. 


(d) Notwithstanding the provisions of this section the United States, the 
commonwealth, or any agency or political subdivision thereof, may maintain an 
action or proceeding to recover possession of any rental unit operated by it if 
such action or proceeding is authorized by the statute or regulation under which 
such units are administered. 


(e) The provisions of this section shall be construed as additional restric- 
tions on the mght to recover possession of a housing accommodation. No pro- 
vision of this section shall entitle any person to recover possession of such a unit. 


(f) Any member of the Board shall have the power to issue a temporary 
order prohibiting an eviction pending a hearing of the Board. 


Section 6. Exempt Housing Accommodations. 


The provisions of this article shall not apply to hotels, tourist houses, non- 
housekeeping furnished accommodations, hospitals, convents, monasteries, asy- 
lums, public institutions of college or school dormitories, or to any institution 
operated exclusively for charitable or educational purposes on a non-profit basis; or 
to housing accommodations owned and operated by the U.S. or the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts or any instrumentality thereof, the Brookline Housing Authority, 
the Brookline Redevelopment Authority or the Town of Brookline; or to housing 
accommodations having the maximum rent for each unit thereof controlled in order 
to comply with the conditions of Federal or State legislation or regulations there- 
under; or to housing accommodations, the construction of which was completed on 
or after the effective date of this by-law. 


Section 7. Prohibitions and Penalty. 


(a) Regardless of any contract, lease or other obligation heretofore or here- 
after entered into, it shall be unlawful for any person: 


(1) To violate any provision of this by-law or any order or regulation 
of the Board issued thereunder. 


(2) To deprive or attempt to deprive, by coercion, fraud, duress or 
other illegal means, any person of the benefits of this by-law or of any order 
of the Board thereunder. 


(3) To remove or attempt to remove from any housing accommodations 
the tenant or occupant thereof or to refuse to renew the lease or the agree- 
ment for the use of such accommodations, because such tenant, or occupant 
has taken action authorized by this by-law or any order of the Board there- 
under. 


(4) In the case of a landlord subject to an order of the Board, to fail 
to provide written notice to any successor landlord of the Board’s order. 


(5) To evade any provision of this by-law or any order of the Board 
thereunder, either directly or indirectly, in connection with the renting or 
leasing or the transfer of a lease or the recovery of possession of housing 
accommodations by way of absolute or conditional sale, sale with purchase 
money or other form of mortgage or sale with option to purchase, or by 
modification of the practices relating to payment of commissions or other 
charges, or by modification of the services furnished with housing accommo- 
dations, or by tying agreement, or otherwic’:. 

(6) To fail to file with the Board, at the time established by the 
Board, such information as the Board may require pursuant to this by-law. 


(b) Any person who commits an unlawful act described in paragraph (a) 
of this Section 7, or any person who shall wilfully resist, prevent, impede or 
interfere with the Board or any of its members or representatives in the _per- 
formance of duty under this article shall be punished for each offense by a fine 
of not more than one thousand dollars. Any person furnishing false information 
required to be furnished under the provisions of this by-law or any regulation or 
order of the Board thereunder shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
thousand dollars as well as by the penalties of perjury. 


(c) Any agreement by a tenant to waive the benefit of any provision of this 
by-law or any order of the Board thereunder, shall be void. 


Section 8. Jurisdiction of Courts. 


(a) The Brookline Municipal Court shall have original jurisdiction concur- 
rently with the Superior Court, of all petitions for review brought pursuant to 
section fourteen of Chapter thirty A of the General Laws. 


(b) The Superior Court shall have jurisdiction in equity to enforce the pro- 
visions of this by-law and may restrain by injunction violations thereof. 


Section 9, Judicial Review. 
Judicial review shall be in accordance with St. 1970 chapter 843. 


Section 10. Referral to Other Town Agencies. 


Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to prevent the Board from report- 
ing the case to any one or more of the Assessing Department, the Building De- 
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partment, the Director of Public Health (Housing Code Section), — and the 
Administrative Assistant to the Executive Secretary — Legal Code Enforcement 
for such further action as any such department or said Director or Administrative 
Assistant may deem appropriate. 


Section 11, Repeal Procedure. 

The Selectmen shall insert in the warrant for the annual town meeting for 
1973 and, unless repealed prior thereto, in the warrant for the annual town meet- 
ing in every second year thereafter, an article presenting the question whether 
this by-law shall be repealed as of the end of June of that year. 


Section 12. Invalidity in Part. 

If any provision of this article or the application thereof to any person or 
circumstance, shall, for any reason, be held invalid, the remainder of this article 
or the application of such provision to persons or circumstances other than those 
to which it is held invalid shall not be affected thereby.

THIRTEENTH ArtIcLe. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
a petition to the General Court for a special act relating to the Town of 
Brookline in substantially the following form, or will take any other action 
with respect thereto: 


AN ACT ESTABLISHING A DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY AND 
ABOLISHING THE OFFICE OF FIRE COMMISSIONER IN THE TOWN 
OF BROOKLINE. 


Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any general law, special law 
or by-law, there shall be in the ‘lown of Brookline a Department of Public Safety, 
hereinafter called the Department, which shall have responsibility for the direc- 
tion, operation and control of the police and fire departments. The department 
shall be under the direction of a Commissioner of Public Safety, hereinafter 
called the Commissioner, to be appointed by the selectmen from among persons 
meeting the qualifications specified in Section 7 hereof at such compensation as 
shall be fixed by the selectmen. 


Section 2. Upon the creation of the Department and the initial appoint- 
ment and qualification of the Commissioner, (a) the office of fire commissioner 
shall be abolished, the term of office of the fire commissioner shall terminate, 
and all of the powers, duties and trusts theretofore conferred or imposed by 
general law, special law or by-law on the fire commissioner shall be transferred 
to and assumed by the Department and exercised, executed, and performed by 
the Commissioner, and (b) all of the powers, duties and trusts theretofore 
conferred or imposed by general law, special law or by-law on the board of 
selectmen with respect to the direction, operation and control of the police 
department shall be transferred to and assumed by the Department and exer- 
cised, executed and performed by the Commissioner. Thereupon the Department 
shall be in all respects and for all purposes whatsoever the lawful successor to the 
fire commissioner and to the powers and duties of the selectmen in relation to 
the direction and control of the fire and police departments, respectively. 


Section 3. The Commissioner shall appoint from among the persons meet- 

_ Ing the qualifications specified in Section 9 hereof, a chief of police and a chief 
of the fire department, whose duties, authority and compensation shall be such 
as the Commissioner shall prescribe. The chief of police (other than the person 
who as of February 12, 1973 holds the position of chief of police) shall not be 
subject to civil service laws and rules. The Commissioner may appoint such other 
employees as the exercise, execution and performance of his powers, duties and 
trusts may require, subject to available appropriations. The Commissioner shall 
promulgate such rules, regulations and orders, and establish within the Depart- 
ment, police department and/or fire department such divisions, as he shall deem 
necessary or appropriate to the administration of the Department and the 
exercise, execution and performance of his powers, duties and trusts. The Com- 


missioner shall submit such reports to the selectmen and to annual town meetings 
as the selectmen shall determine. 


Section 4. All existing rules, regulations and orders issued by the fire 
commissioner relating to the control or administration of the fire department or 
otherwise, and all existing rules, regulations and orders issued by the selectmen 
relating to the government of the police department and the. offices thereof, 
shall remain in full force and effect until superseded by rules, regulations or 
orders promulgated by the Commissioner under this Act, and the promulgation 
thereof by the Commissioner shall not affect any act done, any right accrued, 
any penalty incurred or any suit, prosecution or proceeding pending at the time 
of such promulgation. 


Section 5. All persons employed by or under the supervision of the fire 
commissioner and all police officers and other persons employed in the police 
department shall, upon the creation of the Department and the initial appoint- 
ment and qualification of the Commissioner, be transferred to and become em- 
ployees of the Department, without loss of pay and without any change in their 
rating, seniority, retirement, pension rights, or any other privileges under any 
provisions of general law, special law or by-law. 


Section 6. No contracts or liabilities existing at the time of the creation 
of the Department and the initial appointment and qualification of the Com- 
missioner shall be affected by said creation, appointment and qualification. 


Section 7. The Commissioner shall at the time of his appointment: 


(1) be a citizen of the United States or have the intention of becom- 
ing a citizen of the United States; 


(2) have been graduated from a. duly accredited four-year college or 
university with a bachelor’s degree or equivalent; 


(3) be thirty years of age or older; and 
(4) satisfy any of the following qualifications: 


(a) have been a member of the Bar of the highest court of any 
state in which he shall have been admitted to practice as an attorney 
at law, with at least five years’ experience: 


(i) .in the prosecution or defense of criminal actions; 


(ii) as an instructor of law at a law school accredited by 
the American Bar Association; or 


(ii) as a member of a commission or agency having as its 
goals the improvement of the administration of justice; 


(b) have had at least five years’ experience as a judge of any 
court of law; 


(c) have had at least five years’ experience as a member of a 
federal, state or local police force or law enforcement agency; 


(d) have been a mayor or chief executive officer of a city or town 
having a population of 50,000 or more; 


(e) have had at least five years’ experience as the president or 
equivalent of a duly accredited college or university; or 


(f) have had, in the judgment of the selectmen, such experience 
as is substantially equivalent to any of the foregoing qualifications set 
forth in this Section 7 (4). 


Section 8. The’ term of the Commissioner shall be three years; provided, 
however, that the Commissioner may be removed from office by the selectmen 
at any time upon a finding made by the selectmen, after a hearing, that the 
public interest so requires. At the written request of the Commissioner made 
prior to the commencement thereof, such hearing shall be public. 


Section 9, The term of office of the chief of police and of the chief of the 
fire department shall be one year; provided, however, that the chief of police and 
the chief of the fire department may be removed from office by the Commis- 
sioner at any time upon a finding made by the Commissioner, after a hearing, 
that the public interest so requires. At the written request of the chief of police 
or of the chief of the fire department, as the case may be, made prior to the 
commencement thereof, such hearing shall be public. The chief of police and the 
chief of the fire department shall, at the time of their respective appointments, 
have held the permanent rank of lieutenant or above in a municipal police or 
fire department, respectively, for at least one year. 


Section 10. Upon the creation of the Department and the initial appoint- 
ment and qualification of the Commissioner, Chapter 135 of the Acts of 1899 
shall be repealed and the acceptance by the Town of General Laws, Chapter 41, 
Section 97 shall be revoked. 


Section 11. This Act shall take effect upon its acceptance, during the 
current year or the year subsequent thereto, by a vote of the selectmen of the 
Town of Brookline.

Upon the acceptance hereof, notwithstanding the provisions of 
any general law, special law or by-law, (a) the office of fire commissioner in the 
Town of Brookline shall be abolished, the term of office of the fire commissioner 
of the Town of Brookline shall terminate, and all of the powers, duties and trusts 
theretofore conferred or imposed by general law, special law or by-law upon the 
fire commissioner shall be transferred to and assumed, exercised, executed, and 
performed by the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline, and thereupon 
the Board of Selectmen shall be in all respects and for all purposes whatsoever 
the lawful successor to the fire commissioner in relation to the direction and 
control of the Town fire department. 


Section 2. Upon the acceptance hereof the Board of Selectmen shall 
appoint from among the persons meeting the qualifications specified in Section 6 
hereof, a chief of police with respect to the Town police department and a chief 
of the Town’s fire department whose duties, authority and compensation shall be 
such as the Board of Selectmen shall prescribe. The chief of police (other than 
the person who as of February 12, 1973 holds the position of chief of police) 
shall not be subject to civil service laws and rules. The Board of Selectmen may 
appoint such other employees as the exercise, execution and performance of its 
powers, duties and trusts hereunder may require, subject to available appropria- 
tion.

Section 4. All persons employed by or under the supervision of the fire

Section 5. No contracts or liabilities existing on the effective date hereof 
shall be affected by the acceptance of this Act. 


Section 6. The term of office of the chief of police and of the chief of 
the fire department shall be one year; provided, however, that the chief of police 
and the chief of the fire department may be removed from office by the Board 
of Selectmen at any time upon a finding made by the Board of Selectmen, after 
a hearing, that the public interest so requires. At the written request of the chief 
of police or of the chief of the fire department, as the case may be, made prior 
to the commencement thereof, such hearing shall be public. The Chief of 
Police and Chief of the Fire Department shall, at the time of their respective

of the Town of Brookline.

ARTICLE 11 SUSPENSION OF PERMITS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF 
MULTI-FAMILY DWELLING BUILDINGS 


Notwithstanding anything contained in this By-law to the contrary, no 
permits shall be issued for the construction of multi-family dwelling buildings 
in the Town of Brookline prior to November 1, 1973; provided, however, that 
this article shall not apply to permits for the construction of multi-family dwelling 
buildings having fewer than six units each, dwelling projects under the auspices 
of the Brookline Housing Authority, dwelling for the elderly projects under the 
auspices of the Brookline Redevelopment Authority, low and moderate income 
dwelling projects under the auspices of the Brookline Redevelopment Authority, 
dwelling projects financed by the Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency, dwell- 
ing projects with respect to which there is made an allocation of low-income dwell- 
ing units identical to or greater than that which would be required in order to 
obtain Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency financing, or dwelling projects with 
respect to which application was made prior to February 8, 1973 for any kind 
of general, special, building, excavation or other permit. 


A two-thirds vote being required, the above vote was taken by count, 
one hundred forty-four (144) voted in the afhrmative and thirty-nine (39) 
voted in the negative, was so declared by the Moderator, and is so recorded. 


THIRTY-FIFTH ARTICLE. To see if the Town will petition and/or ap- 
prove the filing of a petition to the General Court in substantially the 
following form to amend, as it pertains to the Town of Brookline only, 
Chapter 43A, Section 9, entitled “Vacancies in Membership, How Filled’, 
by deleting the entire section and substituting the following section: 


SECTION 9. Vacancies in Membership, How Filled. 


Any vacancy in the full number of town meeting members of any precinct 
from any cause other than the failure of the registered voters thereof to elect, 
shall be filled, until the next annual election, by the town clerk, if there are 
available one or more candidates for the office of town meeting member of said 
precinct at the preceding annual town election who failed of election, by choosing 
the person who received the highest number of votes as such a defeated candidate 
in said precinct, notifying such person of his election as town meeting member 
and securing his written acceptance thereof. If for any reason the person so chosen 
cannot accept the office the town clerk shall in like manner choose and notify 
the defeated candidate in said precinct receiving the next highest number of votes 
and so on until all vacancies are filled. In the event of a tie vote of those who 
received the highest votes as such defeated candidates, or in the event there is 
no such defeated candidates who can accept the office, the town clerk shall call 
a special meeting of the town meeting members of the precinct in which the 
vacancy or vacancies exist for the purpose of filling the vacancy or vacancies, until 
the next annual election, from among those having the tie votes or, if no tie is 
involved, from among the registered voters of the precinct. He shall cause to be 
mailed to every such member, not less than five days before the time set for the 
meeting, a notice specifying the object, time and place of the meeting. At the 
said meeting a majority of the members from such precinct shall constitute a 
quorum, and they shall elect from their own number a chairman and a clerk. The 
choice to fill any vacancy shall be by ballot, and a majority of the votes cast 
shall be required for a choice. The chairman and the clerk shall count the ballots 
and shall make a certificate of the choice and forthwith file the same with the 
town clerk, together with a written acceptance by the member or members so 
chosen, who shall thereupon be deemed elected and qualified as a town meeting 
member or members, subject to the right of all the town meeting members to 
judge of the election and qualifications of the members as set forth in section five. 
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A motion by Shepard A. Spunt, duly seconded, for the adoption of this 
Article, was defeated. 


Tuirty-sixTu ARTICLE. To see if the Town will amend Article 1, Sec- 
tion 3, of the Town By-laws by adding after Subsection “d” a new section 
marked “e”’ as follows: 


The Selectmen’s budgets, as recommended by the Advisory Committee, for 
all boards, committees, and officers, and including the school budget shall be 
restricted to a figure which in the aggregate is no greater than the sum of: a. the 
total of all budgets appropriated at the previous Annual T’own Meeting and, 
b. this total multiplied by the increase in the Boston Consumer Price Index for 
January over the previous January, with the exception that for the purposes of 
computing this restriction for the fiscal year commencing July ln 74, 4 the 
aggregate for the prior year shall be the total appropriated to cover the twelve 
month period ending December 31, 1973.

TWELFTH ArtICcLE. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to the General Court in substantially the following 
form: 


AN ACT ESTABLISHING A DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 
IN THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE 


Section 1. There is established in the town of Brookline, hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the town, a department of transportation, consisting of a transporta- 
tion board, hereinafter referred to as the board, a director of transportation, 
hereinafter referred to as the director, and such staff as may be appointed as 
hereinafter provided. All statutes and by-laws applicable generally to the depart- 
ments of the town shall apply to the department of transportation. 


Section 2. The board shall consist of six citizen members to be appointed 
by the selectmen. The selectmen shall initially appoint two members for terms 
of one year, two for terms of two years, and two for terms of three years, 
respectively, from the first Monday of May next following such appointment and 

until the qualification of their respective successors. Thereafter as the term of 
ofhce of any member expires the selectmen shall annually, before the first Monday 
of May, appoint his successor for a term of three years from the first Monday of 
May. Any vacancy on the board shall be filled by appointment by the selectmen 
for the remainder of the unexpired term. No person holding a public office in 
the town other than a town meeting member and no salaried employee of the 
town shall be eligible for appointment. A member shall not receive any compen- 
sation for his services. The selectmen shall each year designate one of the mem- 
bers to serve as chairman of the board. The selectmen shall have the power at 
any time to remove any member of the board. Meetings of the board shall be 
called by the chairman on his own motion, on request of two or more members, 
or on request of the director. All actions of the board shall be by affirmative 
vote of at least four members of the entire board. 


Section 3. The director shall be a traffic engineer or the equivalent, pos- 
sessing the qualifications required for the position as determined by the board of 
sclectmen. ‘he selectmen shall appoint and may remove, when in their judgment 
the public interest so requires, and may fix the compensation of the director, He 
shall not be subject to the civil service law and rules. During his tenure, he shall 
hold no clective public office nor shall he engage in any other business or occu- 
pation, Upon recommendation of the director the selectmen shall have the 
authority to create subordinate staff positions in the department. The director, 
with the approval of the selectmen, may appoint persons to fill these positions, 
and he may remove them pursuant to law. 


Section 4. (a) The board shall have exclusive authority generally con- 
sistent with the transportation policies of the board of selectmen and, except as 
otherwise provided in this act, to take any and all of the following actions after 
public notice and at a public mecting, if it determines, by the vote of at Icast 
four members, that such actions serve the public safety, welfare, environment or 
convenicnce. ‘ 

The board may adopt, alter or repeal rules and regulations, not inconsistent 
with general law as modified by this act, relative to pedestrian movement, 
vehicular and bicycle trafic in the strects and in the town-controlled public off- 
street parking areas in the town, and to the movement, stopping, standing or 
parking of vehicles and bicycles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, 
ways, highways, roads, parkways and public off-street parking areas under the 
control of the town, including rules and regulations designating any way or part 
thereof under such control as a through way under and subject to the provisions 
of section nine of chapter eighty-nine of the General Laws. The board shall also 
have all authority previously granted to the selectmen by virtue of the provisions 
of section twenty-two of chapter forty of the General Laws. The board may pre- 
scribe a schedule of fines for each violation of parking regulations as authorized by 
section twenty C of chapter ninety of the General Laws. All other violations of 
regulations adopted under the provisions of this act, except as otherwise provided 
by statute, shall be subject to fines not to exceed fifty dollars for each offense as 
set forth in the regulations. 


No such adoption, alteration or repeal of a rule or regulation shall take 
effect, except with respect to such special rules or regulations as are declared by 
the board to be urgently required for public safety or welfare or such as are of 
a temporary nature and are to be effective for a period of not more than sixty 
days; until thirty days have expired following publication in a newspaper published 
or distributed in the town. 


(b) Upon the filing of a petition with the board of selectmen by not less 
than ten registered voters of the town within twenty-one days of the adoption, 
alteration or repeal of any rule or regulation under this section, the board of 
selectmen shall hold an evening public hearing thereon within twenty-one days 
after the filing thereof. Petition forms for this purpose shall be available in the 
office of the board of selectmen. A majority vote of the board of selectmen shall 
be required to overturn an action of the transportation board. 


(c) The board may authorize the construction, installation, and maintenance 
of trafhce signs, signals, markings, parking meters and other devices for the 
control of trafic and parking in the town and for informing and warning the 
public as to rules and regulations adopted under this act, subject however, to 
section two of chapter eighty-five, to sections eight and nine of chapter eighty- 
nine and to sections eighteen and eighteen A of chapter ninety of the General 
Laws.

SECTION 1. There is established in the town of Brookline, hereinafter 
referred to as the town, a department of transportation, consisting of a transpor- 
tation board, hereinafter referred to as the board, a director of transportation, 
hereinafter referred to as the director, and such staff as may be appointed as here- 
inafter provided. All statutes and by-laws applicable generally to the departments 
of the town shall apply to the department of transportation. 


SECTION 2. The board shall consist of six citizen members to be ap- 
pointed by the selectmen. The selectmen shall initially appoint two members 
for terms of one year, two for terms of two years, and two for terms of three 
years, respectively, from the first Monday of May next following such appoint- 
ment and until the qualification of their respective successors. ‘Thereafter as the 
term of office of any member expires the selectmen shall annually, before the 
first Monday of May, appoint his successor for a term of three years from the 
first Monday of May. Any vacancy on the board shall be filled by appointment 
by the selectmen for the remainder of the unexpired term. No person holding a 
public office in the town other than a town meeting member and no salaried 
employee of the town shall be eligible for appointment. A member shall not 
receive any compensation for his services. The selectmen shall each year desig- 
nate one of the members to serve as chairman of the board. The selectmen shall 
have the power at any time to remove any member of the board. Meetings of the 
board shall be called by the chairman on his own motion, on request of two or 
more members, or on request of the director. All actions of the board shall be 
by affirmative vote of at least four members of the entire board. 


SECTION 3. The director shal] be a trafhc engineer or the equivalent, 
possessing the qualifications required for the position as determined by the board 
of selectmen. The selectmen shall appoint and may remove, when in their judg- 
ment the public interest so requires, and may fix the compensation of, the 
director. He shall not be subject to the civil service law and rules. During his 
tenure, he shall hold no elective public office nor shall he engage in any other 
business or occupation.

four members, that such actions serve the public safety, welfare, environment or 
convenience. 

The board may adopt, alter or repeal rules and regulations, not inconsistent 
with general law as modified by this act, relative to pedestrian movement, vehicular 
and bicycle trafic in the streets and in the town-controlled public off-street park- 
ing areas in the town, and to the movement, stopping, standing or parking of 
vehicles and bicycles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads, parkways and public off-street parking areas under the control of the town, 
including rules and regulations designating any way or part thereof under such 
control as a through way under and subject to the provisions of section nine of 
chapter eighty-nine of the General Laws. The board shall also have all authority 


previously granted to the selectmen by virtue of the provisions of section twenty- 
two of chapter forty of the General Laws. The board may prescribe a schedule of 
fines for each violation of parking regulations as authorized by section twenty C 
of chapter ninety of the General Laws. All other violations of regulations adopted 
under the provisions of this act, except as otherwise provided by statute, shall be 
subject to fines not to exceed fifty dollars for each offense as set forth in the 
regulations. 

No such adoption, alteration or repeal of a rule or regulation shall take effect, 
except with respect to such special rules or regulations as are declared by the 
board to be urgently required for public safety or welfare or such as are of a tem- 
porary nature and are to be effective for a period of not more than sixty days, until 
thirty days have expired following publication in a newspaper published or dis- 
tributed in the town. 

(b) Upon the filing of a petition with the board of selectmen by not less 
than ten registered voters of the town within twenty-one days of the adoption, 
alteration or repeal of any rule or regulation under this section, the board of 
selectmen shall hold an evening public hearing thereon within twenty-one days 
after the filing thereof.

(d) Nothing in this action shall be construed to authorize the board to 
adopt any rule or regulation excluding the trackless trolley vehicles or buses of 
a street railway or bus company from any way or part thereof in which said 
company has a location, or to modify or limit any power or authority of the 
metropolitan district commission, state department of public works or state 
department of public utilities; or to modify or limit any power or authority now 
vested in the selectmen or heads of town departments with reference to the 
issuance of licenses or permits for the opening, using or occupying of streets and 
sidewalks. 


The director shall be the administrative head of the trans- 
portation departments, and as such shall have full charge and supervision of the 
work of the department and its personnel. He shall provide full staff services to 
the board, and to the extent authorized by the board shall act on its behalf, in 
the exercise of its powers and responsibilities under this act. He shall act as 
technical advisor te the selectmen, the transportation board, and other town 
agencies or officials in connection with transportation matters.

The board may prescribe a schedule of 
fines for each violation of parking regulations as authorized by section twenty C 
of chapter ninety of the General Laws. All other violations of regulations adopted 
under the provisions of this act, except as otherwise provided by statute, shall be 
subject to fines not to exceed fifty dollars for each offense as set forth in the 
regulations. 


No such adoption, alteration or repeal of a rule or regulation shall take effect, 
except with respect to such special rules or regulations as are declared by the 
board to be urgently required for public safety or welfare or such as are of a tem- 
porary nature and are to be effective for a period of not more than sixty days, until 
thirty days have expired following publication in a newspaper published or dis- 
tributed in the town. 


(b) Upon the filing of a petition with the board of selectmen by not less 
than twenty registered voters of the town within twenty-one days of the adoption, 
alteration or repeal of any rule or regulation under this section, the board of 
selectmen shall hold an evening public hearing thereon within twenty-one days 
after the filing thereof. Petition forms for this purpose shall be available in the 
office of the board of selectmen. A majority vote of the board of selectmen shall be 
required to overturn an action of the transportation board. 
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(c) The board may authorize the construction, installation, and main- 
tenance of traffic signs, signals, markings, parking meters and other devices for 
the control of traffic and parking in the town and for informing and warning the 
public as to rules and regulations adopted under this act, subject however, to 
section two of chapter eighty-five, to sections eight and nine of chapter eighty- 
nine and to sections eighteen and eighteen A of chapter ninety of the General 
Laws. 

(d) Nothing in this action shall be construed to authorize the board to 
adopt any rule or regulation excluding the trackless trolley vehicles or buses of 
a street railway or bus company from any way or part thereof in which said 
company has a location, or to modify or limit any power or authority of the 
metropolitan district commission, state department of public works or state 
department of public utilities; or to modify or limit any power or authority now 
vested in the selectmen or heads of town departments with reference to the 
issuance of licenses or permits for the opening, using or occupying of streets and 
sidewalks. 


SECTION 5. The director shall be the administrative head of the trans- 
portation departments, and as such shall have full charge and supervision of the 
work of the department and its personnel. He shall provide full staff services to 
the board, and to the extent authorized by the board shall act on its behalf, in 
the exercise of its powers and responsibilities under this act. He shall act as 
technical advisor to the selectmen, the transportation board, and other town 
agencies or officials in connection with transportation matters. 


SECTION 6. Chapter three hundred and seventy-five of the acts of nine- 
teen hundred and sixty-eight, is hereby repealed. 


SECTION 7. All existing by-laws, rules and regulations relating to the 
control of vehicular and pedestrian traffic, including those relating to the parking 
of vehicles on any streets, ways, highways, roads, parkways, and off-street parking 
areas, under the control of the town, shall remain in full force and effect until 
superseded by rules and regulations adopted by the board under this act, and the 
adoption thereof by the board shall not affect any act done, any right accrued, 
any penalty incurred or any suit, prosecution or proceeding pending at the time 
of such adoption. 


SECTION 8. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance, during the 
current year or the year subsequent thereto, by a vote of the selectmen of the 
town.

SECTION 5.09 
ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT AND DESIGN REVIEW 


(a) Purpose. The purpose of this section is to provide individual detailed 
review of certain uses and structures which have a substantial impact upon 
the character of the Town and upon traffic, utilities and property values 
therein, thereby affecting the public health, safety and general welfare 
thereof. The environmental impact and design review process is intended 
to promote the specific purposes listed in Section 1.0 (a) of this By-law. 
(b) Application. In the following categories all new structures and outdoor 
uses, exterior alterations, exterior additions, and exterior changes which 
require a building permit under the Building Code shall require a special 
permit subject to the environmental impact and design review procedures 
and standards hereinafter specified: 
(1) Any structure or outdoor use on a lot any part of which fronts on or 
is within 100 feet of: 
Beacon Street 
Boylston Street 
Commonwealth Avenue 
Harvard Street 
Washington Street 
(2) attached dwellings in groups of three or more 
(3) designed groups of single-family dwellings as per Section 5.11 (b) 
(4) multiple dwellings with 10 or more units on the premises, whether 
contained in one or more structures 
(5) Lodging houses and hotels 
(6) gasoline service stations 
(7) outdoor automobile sales and storage for sales 


(8) non-residential uses in a non-residential district with more than 
10,000 square feet of gross floor area or with 20 or more parking spaces 
(9) non-residential uses in a residential district with more than 5,000 
sq. ft. of gross floor area or with 10 or more parking spaces. 


(c) Procedure. Applications for uses subject to environmental design review 
shall be submitted to the Building Commissioner and to the Board of Appeals 
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in accordance with procedure for special permits specified in Sections 9.3 
and 9.4, including the requirements for public notice and hearing and re- 
ferral to the Planning Board. In reviewing applications under this section, 
the Board of Appeals may require modifications, conditions and safeguards 
reasonably related to the environmental impact and design standards of 


this section. 
To aid the Board of Appeals in making the findings required in Section 9.5 
and the Planning Board in preparing the advisory report provided for in 
Section 9.4, the applicant shall submit the following materials in addition 
to the usual drawings at the time of application: 
(1) Model. we 
An inexpensive study model or final presentation model at a minimum 
scale of 1 inch equals 20 feet showing the tract, abutting streets, pro- 
posed contours, proposed buildings, and the massing of abutting build- 
ings. (Not required for additions, alterations, or changes which increase 
gross floor area by less than 100 percent.) 
(2) Drawing of existing conditions. 
A drawing showing the location, type, size, or dimension of existing 
trees, rock masses, and other natural features with designations as to 
which features will be retained. In order to meet the conditions for 
approval of a special permit as specified in Section 9.5 all existing 
trees, rock masses, and other natural features shall be retained until a 
special permit is approved. 
(3) Drawing of proposal. 
(i) Structure: a drawing including color and type of surface ma- 
terials showing front and rear elevations, and side elevations where 
there are no adjoining buildings, and floor plans. 


(ii) Landscape: a drawing showing the location, dimensions, and 
arrangements of all open spaces and yards, including type and size 
of planting materials, color and type of surface materials, methods 
to be employed for screening, and proposed grades. 
(4) Photographs. 
Photographs showing the proposed building site and surrounding prop- 
erties, and of the model (if required). Applications for alterations and 
additions shall include photographs showing existing structure or sign 
to be altered and its relationship to adjacent properties. 


(5) Impact Statement. 

Statement by applicant with explanation of how each of the environ- 
mental impact and design standards is incorporated into the design 
of the proposed development. Where a particular standard is not 
applicable, a statement to that effect will suffice. An environmental im- 
pact statement prepared in accordance with state or federal regulations 
may be accepted as a substitute in lieu of this statement. 


The report of the Planning Board to the Board of Appeals shall contain a 
specific evaluation of the application in relation to each of the standards 
listed in paragraph (d) of this section. The Board of Appeals shall not deny 
a special permit for any use or condition which requires a special permit 
solely because it falls into one of the categories listed in paragraph (c) of 
Section 4.10, unless it finds that the use or condition departs from the 
standards listed in paragraph (d) of this section to such an extent as to 
produce a serious adverse impact upon the character of the Town and upon 
traffic, utilities and property values therein, thereby adversely affecting 
the public health, safety and general welfare. 


(d) Environmental Impact and Design Standards. The following standards 
shall be utilized by the Board of Appeals and Planning Board in reviewing 
all site and building plans. These standards are intended to provide a frame 
of reference for the applicant in the development of site and building plans 
as well as a method of review for the reviewing authority. These standards 
shall not be regarded as inflexible requirements. They are not intended to 
discourage creativity, invention and innovation. The specification of one or 
more particular architectural styles is not included in these standards. The 
standards of review outlined in subsections (1) thru (12) below shall also 
apply to all accessory buildings, structures, freestanding signs and other site 
features, however related to the major buildings or structures. 


(1) Preservation of Landscape. The landscape shall be preserved in its 
natural state, insofar as practicable, by minimizing tree and soil removal, 
and any grade changes shall be in keeping with the general appearance 
of neighboring developed areas. 

(2) Relation of Buildings to Environment. Proposed development shall 
be related harmoniously to the terrain and to the use, scale, and archi- 
tecture of existing buildings in the vicinity that have functional or visual 
relationship to the proposed buildings. The Board of Appeals may re- 
quire a modification in massing so as to reduce the effect of shadows on 
abutting property in an S, SC, or T district or on public open space. 


(3) Open Space. All open space (landscaped and usable) shall be so 
designed as to add to the visual amenities of the vicinity by maximizing 
its visibility for persons passing the site or overlooking it from nearby 
properties. The location and configuration of usable open space shall be 
so designed as to encourage social interaction, maximize its utility, 
and facilitate maintenance. 


(4) Circulation. With respect to vehicular and pedestrian circulation, 
including entrances, ramps, walkways, drives, and parking, special at- 
tention shall be given to location and number of access points to the 
public streets (especially in relation to existing traffic controls and 
mass transit facilities, width of interior drives and access points, 
general interior circulation, separation of pedestrian and vehicular 
traffic, access to community facilities, and arrangement of parking 
areas that are safe and convenient and, insofar as practicable, do not 
detract from the use and enjoyment of proposed buildings and struc- 
tures and the neighboring properties. 

(5) Surface Water Drainage. Special attention shall be given to proper 
site surface drainage so that: removal of surface waters will not ad- 
versely affect neighboring properties or the public storm drainage 
system. Storm water shall be removed from all roofs, canopies and 
paved areas and carried away in an underground drainage system. 
Surface water in all paved areas shall be collected at-intervals so that it 
will not obstruct the flow of vehicular or pedestrian traffic, and will 
not create puddles in the paved areas. 


(6) Utility Service. Electric, telephone, cable TV and other such lines 
and equipment shall be underground. The proposed method of sanitary 
sewage disposal and solid waste disposal from all buildings shall be 
indicated. 

(7) Advertising Features. The size, location, design, color, texture, light- 
ing and materials of all permanent signs and outdoor advertising struc- 
tures or features shall not detract from the use and enjoyment of 
proposed buildings and structures and the surrounding properties. 


(8) Special Features. Exposed storage areas, exposed machinery in- 
stallations, service areas, truck loading areas, utility buildings and 
structures, and similar accessory areus and structures shall be subject 
to such setbacks, screen plantings or other screening methods as shall 
reasonably be required to prevent their being incongruous with the 
existing or contemplated environment and the surrounding properties. 


(9) Safety. With respect to personal safety, all open and enclosed 
spaces shall be designed to facilitate building evacuation and maximize 
accessibility by fire, police, and other emergency personnel and equip- 
ment. Insofar as practicable, all exterior spaces and interior public and 
semi-public spaces shall be so designed as to minimize the fear and 
probability of personal harm or injury by increasing the potential 
surveillance by neighboring residents and passersby of any accident or 
attempted criminal act. 

(10) Heritage. With respect to Brookline’s heritage, removal or disrup- 
tion of historic, traditional or significant uses, structures, or architec- 
tural elements shall be minimized insofar as practicable, whether these 
exist on the site or on adjacent properties. 


(11) Microclimate. With respect to the localized climatic characteristics 
of a given area, any development which proposes new structures, new 
hard-surface ground coverage, or the installation of machinery which 
emits heat, vapor, or fumes, shall endeavor to minimize, insofar as 
practicable, any adverse impact on light, air, and water resources, or 
on noise and temperature levels, of the immediate environment. 
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(12) Specific Standards for Beacon Street. 

(i) A front setback may be required greater than would be required 
under Section 5.54 (b), if deemed necessary to preserve the line of 
existing facades where this is essential to the purposes of this 
Section. 

(ii) Where preservation of the existing roof or cornice line of ad- 
joining buildings is considered necessary to the preservation of the 
desirable visual quality and property values of a particular part of 
Beacon Street, conformance with that roof or cornice line may be 
required; or, in the case of new buildings permitted to be taller 
than such adjoining buildings, a setback of the building may be 
required at the level of the adjoining roof or cornice line. 


(iii) Where the nature of the following design features is considered 
significant to the preservation or enhancement of the desirable 
visual quality and property values of a particular part of Beacon 
Street, any new structure or alteration shall be harmoniously re- 
lated to nearby pre-existing structures in terms of color, materials, 
scale, and such design elements as door and window size and loca- 
tion, in addition to signs, setbacks, roof and cornice line, and other 
major design elements. 


22. To amend Section 5.11 by changing section heading to “Cluster Sub- 
divisions and Designed Groups of Single Family Dwellings” and by sub- 
stituting the following wording for existing wording: 
SECTION 5.11 
CLUSTER SUBDIVISIONS AND DESIGNED 
GROUPS OF SINGLE FAMILY DWELLINGS 


(a) The minimum lot size for lots in a residential subdivision approved by 
the Planning Board after the effective date of this By-law may be 20,000 
square feet in an S-40 District, 12,500 square feet in an S-25 District and 7,500 
square feet in an S-15 District, provided that the following conditions are 
met: 


(1) the subdivision is 5 acres or more in total area in S-40 Districts, 3 
acres or more in S-25 Districts, and 2 acres or more in S-15 Districts, 
including public or private ways, platted lots, and the permanent open 
space specified below; 


(2) the total number of lots does not exceed the number that would 
result if the total area of the subdivision were divided by the minimum 
lot size for lots in subdivisions not subject to this Section; 


(3) land is set aside within the subdivision and either deeded to the 
Town as permanent open space or covenanted to be maintained as 
permanent open space in private or cooperative ownership, the area 
of such land to be not less than the difference between the total area 
platted in the subdivision and the total area which would have been so 
platted if all lots were of the minimum lot size for lots in normal 
subdivisions not subject to this section, as determined by the Planning 
Board in the review of the subdivisions; 


(4) the land so set aside is shown on the approved subdivision plan 
and provided in such a manner that it is usable for recreation or other 
activities, and accessible to all residents of the subdivision or, where 
the land has been deeded to the Town, to the public. 


(b) The Board of Appeals by special permit may authorize the development 
of designed groups of single family dwellings in S-40, $-25, and S$-15 Dis- 
tricts subject to the following conditions and procedures; 
(1) the site is 5 acres or more in area in S-40 Districts, 3 acres or more 
in S-25 Districts, and 2 acres or more in S-15 Districts; 


(2) the total number of dwelling units does not exceed the number that 
would result if the area of the site were divided by the minimum lot 
size for lots in subdivisions not subject to this Section; 


(3) permitted dwellings may be either attached or detached or any 
combination of the two types, but shall include only those designed 


and intended for permanent occupancy by families, rather than transient 
occupancy; 


(4) the entire site shall be designed to and shall remain in one ownership 
and shall be developed and maintained as a unit, except that single- 
family houses within the site together with the immediately adjacent 
yard areas designed for the private use of the occupant family may be 
individually owned either by condominium or by such other method as 
is deemed by the Board of Appeals to assure the unified control and 
and maintenance of all land not so individually owned; 


(5) the minimum land area occupied by each detached single-family 
dwelling together with immediately adjacent yard areas designed for 


the private use of the occupant family shall not be less than is spec- 
ified in Section 5.00; 


(6) the minimum land area occupied by each attached single-family 
dwelling together with immediately adjacent yard areas designed for 
the private use of the occupant family shall be 2,000 square feet, and 
the minimum width of such land area and of each such dwelling be- 
tween party walls shall be 25 feet; 


(7) the maximum horizontal dimension of any group of attached single- 
family dwellings together with one-story wings or attached accessory 
structures shall not exceed 150 feet, and the maximum horizontal dimen- 
sion of that part of such a group that is more than one story in height 
shall not exceed 120 feet; 


(8) each group of attached single-family dwellings shall be separated 
from the end of any other such group by a distance not less than 
two times the minimum side yard specified in Section 5.00 for the dis- 
trict in which the site is located; and where two such groups are placed 
face to face or back to back and are parallel or within 45 degrees of 
parallel they shall be separated by a distance no less than the sum of 
the minimum front and rear yards specified for the district in said 
section; ~ 

(9) the balance of the site not occupied by dwellings and their yard 
areas designed for private use by occupant families shall be designed, 
developed, and maintained for the use and enjoyment of all occupant 
families in common, and shall be restricted by deed or covenant to be 
used primarily for recreational or other open space uses where not 
shown on the approved site development plan for use as drives, 
walks, parking facilities, and common facilities for service and main- 
tenance of the property; and any buildings or roofed structures shall 
be limited to common use and shall not exceed in gross floor area one 
half of one percent of the area of said balance of the site; 


(10) no building, parking area, swimming pool, or any area designed 
and intended for active recreation shall be located nearer to any side 
or rear lot line than the dimension specified for the minimum rear yard 
-by Section 5.00 for the district in which the site is located and the 
Board of Appeals may require that such intervening space be so densely 
landscaped as to provide effective visual screening from adjoining 
property zoned for residence; except that no single-family dwelling 
need be farther from any lot line than required by the yard regulations 
applicable in the district; 


(11) an application for a special permit for a designed group of single- 
family dwellings under this section shall be subject to the Environ- 
mental Impact and Design Review procedures and standards of Sec- 
tion 5.09; 
(12) in granting a special permit for a designed group of single-family 
dwellings under this section, in addition to the findings required under 
Section 5.09 and Section 9.5, the Board of Appeals shall find that: 
(i) the location, topography, vicinity, or natural features of the site 
make it particularly suitable for such development, and 


(ii) the design of the development is such as to be in harmony with 
the prevailing character of the neighborhood. 


23. To amend Section 5.21 Exceptions to Maximum Floor Area Ratio Regula- 
tions by adding “(Bonus Provisions)” at end of section heading and by 
substituting the following wording for the existing wording: 
SECTION 5.21 
EXCEPTIONS TO MAXIMUM FLOOR AREA 
RATIO REGULATIONS (BONUS PROVISIONS) 


(a) The Board of Appeals may grant by special permit a maximum gross 
floor area higher than is permitted in Section 5.00, subject to the proce- 
dures, limitations, and conditions specified in this section, for a lot (or part 
of a lot) which meets the following basic requirements: 

(1) The lot (or part of a lot) is located in a district with a floor area 

ratio of 1.5 or greater 

(2) The lot (or part of a lot) is not less than 20,000 square feet 

(3) At least half of the floor area proposed is not located within a buffer 

area as defined in Section 5.31 (b) 

(4) No driveway from the lot shall enter a street opposite from an S, 

SC, or T district. 
(b) To aid the Board of Appeals in making the findings required in Section 
9.5 and the Planning Board in preparing the advisory report provided for in 
Section 9.4, the applicant shall submit the materials required by Section

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(c) The additional gross floor area granted in accordance with this Section 
5.21 shall not exceed the following percentages of the gross floor area per- 
mitted in Section 5.00:

(d) The Board of Appeals may grant additional gross floor areas where any 
of the following conditions obtain, subject to the limitations in paragraph 
(c). The additional gross floor area shall be calculated separately for each 
condition based upon the gross floor area permitted in Section 5.00. 


(1) For a lot that exceeds 20,000 square feet in area, additional gross 
floor area may be allowed calculated by increasing the floor area ratio 
specified in Section 5.00 at the rate of one percent for each 1,500 square 
feet of lot area in excess of 20,000 square feet. 


(2) Where dwelling units are subject to control of age of occupants or 
maximum rents in order to comply with the conditions of Federal or 
state legislation or regulations thereunder relating to subsidy for low 
or moderate income housing, such gross floor area attributable to such 
controlled dwelling units may be allowed in excess of the gross floor 
area as Calculated by the ordinary application of the requirements of 
Section 5.00. 

(3) Where landscaped open space or usable open space is provided in 
excess of the minimum specified in Section 5.00, additional gross floor 
area may be allowed at the rate of two square feet of gross floor area 
for each one square foot of either kind of open space in excess of the 
minimum requirements; said minimum requirement shall have been cal- 
culated based upon the aggregate of gross floor area allowable as a 
result of calculations from all applicable subparagraphs. 


(4) For an apartment building with an average gross floor area per 
dwelling unit in excess of 1,100 square feet, such excess gross floor area 
may be allowed in excess of the gross floor area as calculated by the 
ordinary application of the requirements of Section 5.00. Any gross 
floor area to be used for medical or dental offices, for any other non- 
residential principal use, or for retail services, classified under Use 63 
and 64 shall not be included in calculating the average gross floor area 
per dwelling unit. 


(e) Where the Board of Appeals acting under this section grants a special 
permit for a maximum gross floor area higher than is permitted in Section 
5.00, said Board may also by special permit authorize that Open space on a 
roof more than 10 feet above the level of the lowest story used for dwelling 
purposes and private balconies with a least dimension of six feet may be 
counted up to 25 percent of the useable open space requirement. The appli- 
cation shall include drawings showing surface materials, planting areas, 
fences, railings, lenches, access, and other similar items.

standard of amenity to nearby properties as would have been provided by 
the application of said requirements to the site in question in the absence 
of nontypical characteristics. 
(c) Where two different maximum height figures are specified for the same 
zoning district in Section 5.00, the lower figure shall apply to any lot or 
part of a lot located in a buffer area. A buffer area is defined as a lot or 
part of a lot located in an M-1.5, M-2.0, M-2.5, G-2.0, or G-4.0 District which 
is located at a lesser distance from a lot containing a residential building 
or public open space in an S, SC, or T District than the following: 

(1) 200 feet if the direction of the lot in the S, SC, or T District is north-

east, or westerly, between northwest and southwest; 


(3) 100 feet if such direction is southerly, between southeast and south- 
west,

29. To amend Section 6.10 (b) (1) Parking for Conversions by adding the fol- 
lowing phrase after ‘dwelling units” in the second line: “and the conversion 
results in an increased parking requirement.” 

30. To amend Section 6.11 (a) Table of Off-Street Parking Space Require- 
ments by adding ‘1.5’ to the list of zoning districts immediately above and 
with the same standards as “2.0”.

case of theatre or cinema signs or signs with automatically changing mes- 
sages), redesigned or altered in any way including repainting in a different 
color, except to conform to the requirements of this By-law; and provided 
further than any such sign or other advertising device which has deteriorated 
to such an extent that the cost of restoration would exceed thirty-five per- 
cent of the replacement cost of the sign or other advertising device at the 
time of the restoration shall not be repaired or rebuilt or altered except to 
conform to the requirements of this By-law. Any exemption provided in this 
Article 7 shall terminate with respect to any sign or other advertising device 
which: 


(a) shall have been abandoned; 


(b) advertises or calls attention to any products, businesses or activities 
which are no longer sold or carried on at the particular premises; or 


(c) shall not have been repaired or properly maintained within thirty days 
after notice to that effect has been given by the Building Commissioner.

ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT AND DESIGN REVIEW 


(a) Purpose. The purpose of this section is to provide individual detailed 
review of certain uses and structures which have a substantial impact upon 
the character of the Town and upon traffic, utilities and property values 
therein, thereby affecting the public health, safety and general welfare 
thereof. The environmental impact and design review process is intended 
to promote the specific purposes listed in Section 1.0 (a) of this By-law. 
(b) Application. In the following categories all new structures and outdoor 
uses, exterior alterations, exterior additions, and exterior changes which 
require a building permit under the Building Code shall require a special 
permit subject to the environmental impact and design review procedures 
and standards hereinafter specified: 
(1) Any structure or outdoor use on a lot any part of which fronts on or 
is within 100 feet of: 
Beacon Street 
Boylston Street 
Commonwealth Avenue 
Harvard Street 
Washington Street 


(2) attached dwellings in groups of three or more 

(3) designed groups of single-family dwellings as per Section 5.11 (b) 

(4) multiple dwellings with 10 or more units on the premises, whether 
contained in one or more structures 


(5) Lodging houses and hotels 
(6) gasoline service stations 
(7) outdoor automobile sales and storage for sales 


(8) non-residential uses in a non-residential district with more than 
10,000 square feet of gross floor area or with 20 or more parking spaces 


(9) non-residential uses in a residential district with more than 5,000 
sq. ft. of gross floor area or with 10 or more parking spaces. 


(c) Procedure. Applications for uses subject to environmental design review 
shall be submitted to the Building Commissioner and to the Board of Appeals 
in accordance with procedure for special permits specified in Sections 9.3 
and 9.4, including the requirements for public notice and hearing and re- 
ferral to the Planning Board. In reviewing applications under this section, 
the Board of Appeals may require modifications, conditions and safeguards 
reasonably related to the environmental impact and design standards of 
this section. 


To aid the Board of Appeals in making the findings required in Section 9.5 
and the Planning Board in preparing the advisory report provided for in 
Section 9.4, the applicant shall submit the following materials in addition 
to the usual drawings at the time of application: 
(1) Model. 
An inexpensive study model or final presentation model at a minimum 
scale of 1 inch equals 20 feet showing the tract, abutting streets, pro- 
posed contours, proposed buildings, and the massing of abutting build- 
ings. (Not required for additions, alterations, or changes which increase 
gross floor area by less than 100 percent.) 


(2) Drawing of existing conditions. 
A drawing showing the location, type, size, or dimension of existing 
trees, rock masses, and other natural features with designations as to 
which features will be retained. In order to meet the conditions for 
approval of a special permit as specified in Section 9.5 all existing 
trees, rock masses, and other natural features shall be retained until a 
special permit is approved. 
(8) Drawing of proposal. 
(i) Structure: a drawing including color and type of surface ma- 
terials showing front and rear elevations, and side elevations where 
there are no adjoining buildings, and floor plans. 
(ii) Landscape: a drawing showing the location, dimensions, and 
arrangements of all open spaces and yards, including type and size 
of planting materials, color and type of surface materials, methods 
to be employed for screening, and proposed grades. 
(4) Photographs. 
Photographs showing the proposed building site and surrounding prop- 
erties, and of the model (if required). Applications for alterations and 
additions shall include photographs showing existing structure or sign 
to be altered and its relationship to adjacent properties. 
(5) Impact Statement. 
Statement by applicant with explanation of how each of the environ- 
mental impact and design standards is incorporated into the design 
of the proposed development. Where a particular standard is not 
applicable, a statement to that effect will suffice. An environmental im- 
pact statement prepared in accordance with state or federal regulations 
may be accepted as a substitute in lieu of this statement. 


The report of the Planning Board to the Board of Appeals shall contain a 
specific evaluation of the application in relation to each of the standards 
listed in paragraph (d) of this section. The Board of Appeals shall not deny 
a special permit for any use or condition which requires a special permit 
solely because it falls into one of the categories listed in paragraph (c) of 
Section 4.10, unless it finds that the use or condition departs from the 
standards listed in paragraph (d) of this section to such an extent as to 
produce a serious adverse impact upon the character of the Town and upon 
traffic, utilities and property values therein, thereby adversely affecting 
the public health, safety and general welfare. 
(d) Environmental Impact and Design Standards. The following standards 
shall be utilized by the Board of Appeals and Planning Board in reviewing 
all site and building plans. These standards are intended to provide a frame 
of reference for the applicant in the development of site and building plans 
as well as a method of review for the reviewing authority. These standards 
shall not be regarded as inflexible requirements. They are not intended to 
discourage creativity, invention and innovation. The specification of one or 
more perticular architectural styles is not included in these standards. The 
standards of review outlined in subsections (1) thru (12) below shall also 
apply to all accessory buildings, structures, freestanding signs and other site 
features, however related to the major buildings or structures. 
(1) Preservation of Landscape. The landscape shall be preserved in its 
natural state, insofar as practicable, by minimizing tree and soil removal, 
and any grade changes shall be in keeping with the general appearance 
of neighboring developed areas. 
(2) Relation of Buildings to Environment. Proposed development shall 
be related harmoniously to the terrain and to the use, scale, and archi- 
tecture of existing buildings in the vicinity that have functional or visual 
relationship to the proposed buildings. The Board of Appeals may re- 
quire a modification in massing so as to reduce the effect of shadows on 
abutting property in an S, SC, or T district or on public open space. 
(3) Open Space. All open space (landscaped and usable) shall be so 
designed as to add to the visual amenities of the vicinity by maximizing 
its visibility for persons passing the site or overlooking it from nearby 
properties. The location and configuration of usable open space shall be 
so designed as to encourage social interaction, maximize its utility, 
and facilitate maintenance. 
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(4) Circulation. With respect to vehicular and pedestrian circulation, 
including entrances, ramps, walkways, drives, and parking, special at- 
tention shall be given to location and number of access points to the 
public streets (especially in relation to existing traffic controls and 
mass transit facilities, width of interior drives and access points, 
general interior circulation, separation of pedestrian and vehicular 
traffic, access to community facilities, and arrangement of parking 
areas that are safe and convenient and, insofar as practicable, do not 
detract from the use and enjoyment of proposed buildings and struc- 
tures and the neighboring properties. 

(5) Surface Water Drainage. Special attention shall be given to proper 
site surface drainage so that removal of surface waters will not ad- 
versely affect neighboring properties or the public storm drainage 
system. Storm water shall be removed from all roofs, canopies and 
paved areas and carried away in an underground drainage system. 
Surface water in all paved areas shall be collected at intervals so that it 
will not obstruct the flow of vehicular or pedestrian traffic, and will 
not create puddles in the paved areas. 


(6) Utility Service. Electric, telephone, cable TV and other such lines 
and equipment shall be underground. The proposed method of sanitary 
sewage disposal and solid waste disposal from all buildings shall be 
indicated. 

(7) Advertising Features. The size, location, design, color, texture, light- 
ing and materials of all permanent signs and outdoor advertising struc- 
tures or features shall not detract from the use and enjoyment of 
proposed buildings and structures and the surrounding properties. 


(8) Special Features. Exposed storage areas, exposed machinery in- 
stallations, service areas, truck loading areas, utility buildings and 
structures, and similar accessory areas and structures shall be subject 
to such setbacks, screen plantings or other screening methods as shall 
reasonably be required to prevent their being incongruous with the 
existing or contemplated environment and the surrounding properties. 


(9) Safety. With respect to personal safety, all open and enclosed 
spaces shall be designed to facilitate building evacuation and maximize 
accessibility by fire, police, and other emergency personnel and equip- 
ment. Insofar as practicable, all exterior spaces and interior public and 
semi-public spaces shall be so designed as to minimize the fear and 
probability of personal harm or injury by increasing the potential 
surveillance by neighboring residents and passersby of any accident or 
attempted criminal act. 


(10) Heritage. With respect to Brookline’s heritage, removal or disrup- 
tion of historic, traditional or significant uses, structures, or architec- 
tural elements shall be minimized insofar as practicable, whether these 
exist on the site or on adjacent properties. 


(11) Microclimate. With respect to the localized climatic characteristics 
of a given area, any development which proposes new structures, new 
hard-surface ground coverage, or the installation of machinery which 
emits heat, vapor, or fumes, shall endeavor to minimize, insofar as 
practicable, any adverse impact on light, air, and water resources, or 
on noise and temperature levels, of the immediate environment. 


(12) Specific Standards for Beacon Street. 


(i) A front setback may be required greater than would be required 
under Section 5.54 (b), if deemed necessary to preserve the line of 
existing facades where this is essential to the purposes of this 
Section. 


(ii) Where preservation of the existing roof or cornice line of ad- 
joining buildings is considered necessary to the preservation of the 
desirable visual quality and property values of a particular part of 
Beacon Street, conformance with that roof or cornice line may be 
required; or, in the case of new buildings permitted to be taller 
than such adjoining buildings, a setback of the building may be 
required at the level of the adjoining roof or cornice line. 


(iii) Where the nature of the following design features is considered 
significant to the preservation or enhancement of the desirable 
visual quality and property values of a particular part of Beacon 
Street, any new structure or alteration shall be harmoniously re- 
lated to nearby pre-existing structures in terms of color, materials, 
scale, and such design elements as door and window size and loca- 


tion, in addition to signs, setbacks, roof and cornice line, and other 
major design elements. 


22. To amend Section 5.11 by changing section heading to ‘Cluster Sub- 
divisions and Designed Groups of Single Family Dwellings” and by sub-

SECTION 5.11 


CLUSTER SUBDIVISIONS AND DESIGNED 
GROUPS OF SINGLE FAMILY DWELLINGS 


(a) The minimum lot size for lots in a residential subdivision approved by 
the Planning Board after the effective date of this By-law may be 20,000 
square feet in an S-40 District, 12,500 square feet in an S-25 District and 7,500 
square feet in an S-15 District, provided that the following conditions are 


met: 


(b) 


(1) the subdivision is 5 acres or more in total area in S-40 Districts, 3 
acres or more in S-25 Districts, and 2 acres or more in S-15 Districts, 
including public or private ways, platted lots, and the permanent open 
space specified below; 

(2) the total number of lots does not exceed the number that would 
result if the total area of the subdivision were divided by the minimum 
lot size for lots in subdivisions not subject to this Section; 

(3) land is set aside within the subdivision and either deeded to the 
Town as permanent open space or covenanted to be maintained as 
permanent open space in private or cooperative ownership, the area 
of such land to be not less than the difference between the total area 
platted in the subdivision and the total area which would have been so 
platted if all lots were of the minimum lot size for lots in normal 
subdivisions not subject to this section, as determined by the Planning 
Board in the review of the subdivisions; 

(4) the land so set aside is shown on the approved subdivision plan 
and provided in such a manner that it is usable for recreation or other 
activities, and accessible to all residents of the subdivision or, where 
the land has been deeded to the Town, to the public. 


The Board of Appeals by special permit may authorize the development 


of designed groups of single family dwellings in S-40, S-25, and S-15 Dis- 
tricts subject to the following conditions and procedures; 


(1) the site is 5 acres or more in area in S-40 Districts, 3 acres or more 
in S-25 Districts, and 2 acres or more in S-15 Districts; 


(2) the total number of dwelling units does not exceed the number that 
would result if the area of the site were divided by the minimum lot 
size for lots in subdivisions not subject to this Section; 


(3) permitted dwellings may. be either attached or detached or any 
combination of the two types, but shall include only those designed 
and intended for permanent occupancy by families, rather than transient 
occupancy; 

(4) the entire site shall be designed to and shall remain in one ownership 
and shall be developed and maintained as a unit, except that single- 
family houses within the site together with the immediately adjacent 
yard areas designed for the private use of the occupant family may be 
individually owned either by condominium or by such other method as 
is deemed by the Board of Appeals to assure the unified control and 
and maintenance of all land not so individually owned; 


(5) the minimum land area occupied by each detached single-family 
dwelling together with immediately adjacent yard areas designed for 
the private use of the occupant family shall not be less than is spec- 
ified in Section 5.00; 

(6) the minimum land area occupied by each attached single-family 
dwelling together with immediately adjacent yard areas designed for 
the private use of the occupant family shall be 2,000 square feet, and 
the minimum width of such land area and of each such dwelling be- 
tween party walls shall be 25 feet; 

(7) the maximum horizontal dimension of any group of attached single- 
family dwellings together with one-story wings or attached accessory 
structures shall not exceed 150 feet, and the maximum horizontal dimen- 
sion of that part of such a group that is more than one story in height 
shall not exceed 120 feet; 

(8) each group of attached single-family dwellings shall be separated 
from the end of any other such group by a distance not less than 
two times the minimum side yard specified in Section 5.00 for the dis- 
trict in which the site is located; and where two such groups are placed 
face to face or back to back and are parallel or within 45 degrees of 
parallel they shall be separated by a distance no less than the sum of 
the minimum front and rear yards specified for the district in said 
section; 
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(9) the balance of the site not occupied by dwellings and their yard 
areas designed for private use by occupant families shall be designed, 
developed, and maintained for the use and enjoyment of all occupant 
families in common, and shall be restricted by deed or covenant to be 
used primarily for recreational or other open space uses where not 
shown on the approved site development plan for use as drives, 
walks, parking facilities, and common facilities for service and main- 
tenance of the property; and any buildings or roofed structures shall 
be limited to common use and shall not exceed in gross floor area one 
half of one percent of the area of said balance of the site; 
(10) no building, parking area, swimming pool, or any area designed 
and intended for active recreation shall be located nearer to any side 
or rear lot line than the dimension specified for the minimum rear yard 
by Section 5.00 for the district in which the site is located and the 
Board of Appeals may require that such intervening space be so densely 
landscaped as to provide effective visual screening from adjoining 
property zoned for residence; except that no single-family dwelling 
need be farther from any lot line than required by the yard regulations 
applicable in the district; 
(11) an application for a special permit for a designed group of single- 
family dwellings under this section shall be subject to the Environ- 
mental Impact and Design Review procedures and standards of Sec- 
tion 5.09; 
(12) in granting a special permit for a designed group of single-family 
dwellings under this section, in addition to the findings required under 
Section 5.09 and Section 9.5, the Board of Appeals shall find that: 
(i) the location, topography, vicinity, or natural features of the site 
make it particularly suitable for such development, and 
(ii) the design of the development is such as to be in harmony with 
the prevailing character of the neighborhood. 
23. To amend Section 5.21 Exceptions to Maximum Floor Area Ratio Regula- 
tions by adding “(Bonus Provisions)” at end of section heading and by 
substituting the following wording for the existing wording: 


SECTION 5.21 


EXCEPTIONS TO MAXIMUM FLOOR AREA 
RATIO REGULATIONS (BONUS PROVISIONS) 


(a) The Board of Appeals may grant by special permit a maximum gross 
floor area higher than is permitted in Section 5.00, subject to the proce- 
dures, limitations, and conditions specified in this section, for a lot (or part 
of a lot) which meets the following basic requirements: 


(1) The lot (or part of a lot) is located in a district with a floor area 
ratio of 1.5 or greater 


(2) The lot (or part of a lot) is not less than 20,000 square feet 


(3) At least half of the floor area proposed is not located within a buffer 
area as defined in Section 5.31 (b) 


(4) No driveway from the lot shall enter a street opposite from an S, 
SC, or T district. 


(b) To aid the Board of Appeals in making the findings required in Section 
9.5 and the Planning Board in preparing the advisory report provided for in 
Section 9.4, the applicant shall submit the materials required by Section 
5.09 (b) in addition to the usual drawings at the time of application. 

(c) The additional gross floor area granted in accordance with this Section 
5.21 shall not exceed the following percentages of the gross floor area per- 
mitted in Section 5.00:

(d) The Board of Appeals may grant additional gross floor areas where any 
of the following conditions obtain, subject to the limitations in paragraph 
(c). The additional gross floor area shall be calculated separately for each 
condition based upon the gross floor area permitted in Section 5.00. 


(1) For a lot that exceeds 20,000 square feet in area, additional gross 
floor area may be allowed calculated by increasing the floor area ratio 
specified in Section 5.00 at the rate of one percent for each 1,500 square 
feet of lot area in excess of 20,000 square feet. 


(2) Where dwelling units are subject to control of age of occupants or 
maximum rents in order to comply with the conditions of Federal or 
state legislation or regulations thereunder relating to subsidy for low 
or moderate income housing, such gross floor area attributable to such 
controlled dwelling units may be allowed in excess of the gross floor 
area as Calculated by the ordinary application of the requirements of 
Section 5.00. 


(3) Where landscaped open space or usable open space is provided in 
excess of the minimum specified in Section 5.00, additional gross floor 
area may be allowed at the rate of two square feet of gross floor area 
for each one square foot of either kind of open space in excess of the 
minimum requirements; said minimum requirement shall have been cal- 
culated based upon the aggregate of gross floor area allowable as a 
result of calculations from all applicable subparagraphs. 


(4) For an apartment building with an average gross floor area per 
dwelling unit in excess of 1,100 square feet, such excess gross floor area 
may be allowed in excess of the gross floor area as calculated by the 
ordinary application of the requirements of Section 5.00. Any gross 
floor area to be used for medical or dental offices, for any other non- 
residential principal use, or for retail services, classified under Use 63 
and 64 shall not be included in calculating the average gross floor area 
per dwelling unit. 


(e) Where the Board of Appeals acting under this section grants a special 
permit for a maximum gross floor area higher than is permitted in Section 
5.00, said Board may also by special permit authorize that open space on a 
roof more than 10 feet above the level of the lowest story used for dwelling 
purposes and private balconies with a least dimension of six feet may be 
counted up to 25 percent of the useable open space requirement. The appli- 
cation shall include drawings showing surface materials, planting areas, 
fences, railings, enches, access, and other similar items. 


24. To amend Section 5.30 Maximum Height of Buildings by substituting 
“except as permitted in Sections 5.31 and 5.32” for phrase “except as per- 
mitted in Section 5.31.” 


25. To amend Section 5.31 Exceptions to Maximum Height Regulations by 
substituting the following for existing wording: 


SECTION 5.31 


EXCEPTIONS TO MAXIMUM 
HEIGHT REGULATIONS 


(a) The provisions of Section 5.30 shall not apply to church spires, belfries, 
cupolas, domes, monuments, watertowers, observation towers, transmission 
towers, windmills, chimneys, smokestacks, silos, derricks, conveyors, flag 
poles, masts, aerials, elevator penthouses, water tanks, monitors, or other 
structures normally built above the roof and not devoted to human occu- 
pancy. Such structures, however, shall be erected only to such heights and 
of such areas as are necessary to accomplish the purpose they are normally 
intended to serve. 
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(b) In a situation where the interpretation of the requirements of Section 
5.30 is not clear as a result of nontypical lot shape, topography, building 
alignment or configuration, or other characteristic, the Board of Appeals 
under a special permit after a hearing may establish maximum heights for a 
building or buildings or for different parts of a building which it deems will 
fulfill the spirit of the requirements of Section 5.30 and will assure the same 
standard of amenity to nearby properties as would have been provided by 
the application of said requirements to the site in question in the absence 
of nontypical characteristics. 
(c) Where two different maximum height figures are specified for the same 
zoning district in Section 5.00, the lower figure shall apply to any lot or 
part of a lot located in a buffer area. A buffer area is defined as a lot or 
part of a lot located in an M-1.5, M-2.0, M-2.5, G-2.0, or G-4.0 District which 
is located at a lesser distance from a lot containing a residential building 
or public open space in an S, SC, or T District than the following: 

(1) 200 feet if the direction of the lot in the S, SC, or T District is north- 

erly, between northwest and northeast; 

(2) 150 feet if such direction is easterly, between northeast and south- 

east, or westerly, between northwest and southwest; 


(3) 100 feet if such direction is southerly, between southeast and south- 
west.

ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT AND DESIGN REVIEW 


(a) Purpose. The purpose of this section is to provide individual detailed 
review of certain uses and structures which have a substantial impact 
upon the character of the Town and upon traffic, utilities and prop- 
erty values therein, thereby affecting the public health, safety and 
general welfare thereof. The environmental impact and design review 
process is intended to promote the specific purposes listed in Section 
1.0 (a) of this By-law. 


(b) Application. In the following categories all new structures and out- 
door uses, exterior alterations, exterior additions, and exterior changes 
which require a building permit under the Building Code shall require 
a special permit subject to the environmental impact and design 
review procedures and standards hereinafter specified: 


(1) Any structure or outdoor use on a lot any part of which fronts on 
or is within 100 feet of: 
Beacon Street 
Boylston Street 
Commonwealth Avenue 
Harvard Street 
Washington Street 


(2) attached dwellings in groups of three or more 

(3) designed groups of single-family dwellings as per Section 5.11(b) 

(4) multiple dwellings with 10 or more units on the premises, whether 
contained in one or more structures 

(5) lodging houses and hotels 

(6) gasoline service stations 

(7) outdoor automobile sales and storage for sales 


(8) non-residential uses in a non-residential district with more than 
10,000 square feet of gross floor area or with 20 or more parking 
spaces 

(9) non-residential uses in a residential district with more than 5,000 
sq. ft. of gross floor area or with 10 or more parking spaces. 

(c) Procedure. Applications for uses subject to environmental design re- 
view shall be submitted to the Building Commissioner and to the 
Board of Appeals in accordance with procedure for special permits 
specified in Section 9.3 and 9.4, including the requirements for public 
notice and hearing and referral to the Planning Board. In reviewing ap- 
plications under this section, the Board of Appeals may require modi- 
fications, conditions and safeguards reasonably related to the envi- 
ronmental impact and design standards of this section. 

To aid the Board of Appeals in making the findings required in Sec- 

tion 9.5 and the Planning Board in preparing the advisory report pro- 

vided in Section 9.4, the applicant shall submit the following materials 
in addition to the usual drawings at the time of application: 


(1) Model. 


An inexpensive study model or final presentation model at a 
minimum scale of 1 inch equals 20 feet showing the tract, abutting 
streets, proposed contours, proposed buildings, and the massing 
of abutting buildings. (Not required for additions, alterations, or 
changes which increase gross floor area by less than 100 percent.) 


(d) 


(2) Drawing of existing conditions. 


A drawing showing the location, type, size, or dimension of exist- 
ing trees, rock masses, and other natural features with designa- 
tions as to which features will be retained. In order to meet the 
conditions for approval of a special permit as specified in Section 
9.5 all existing trees, rock masses, and other natural features 
shall be retained until a special permit is approved. 


(3) Drawing of proposal. 
(i) Structure: a drawing including color and type of surface ma- 


terials showing front and rear elevations, and side elevations 
where there are no adjoining buildings, and floor plans. 


(ii) Landscape: a drawing showing the location, dimensions, and 
arrangements of all open spaces and yards, including type and 
size of planting materials, color and type of surface materials, 
methods to be employed for screening, and proposed grades. 

(4) Photographs. 

Photographs showing the proposed building site and surrounding 

properties, and of the model (if required). Applications for altera- 

tions and additions shall include photographs showing existing 
structure or sign to be altered and its relationship to adjacent 
properties. 


(5) Impact Statement. 


Statement by applicant with explanation of how each of the en- 
vironmental impact and design standards is incorporated into 
the design of the proposed development. Where a particular standard 
is not applicable, a statement to that effect will suffice. An envi- 
ronmental impact statement prepared in accordance with state or 
federal regulations may be accepted as a substitute in lieu of this 
statement. 


The report of the Planning Board to the Board of Appeals shall con- 
tain a specific evaluation of the application in relation to each of the 
standards listed in paragraph (d) of this section. The Board of Appeals 
shall not deny a special permit for any use or condition which re- 
quires a special permit solely because it falls into one of the cate- 
gories listed in paragraph (c) of Section 4.10, unless it finds that the 
use or condition departs from the standards listed in paragraph (d) of 
this section to such an extent as to produce a serious adverse impact 
upon the character of the Town. and upon traffic utilities and property 
values therein, thereby adversely affecting the public health, safety 
and general welfare, 


Environmental Impact and Design Standards. The following standards 
shall be utilized by the Board of Appeals and Planning Board in re- 
viewing all site and building plans. Thes: siandards are intended to 
provide a frame of reference for the applicant in the development of 
site and building plans as well as a method of review for the reviewing 
authority. These standards shall not be regarded as inflexible require- 
ments. They are not intended to discourage creativity, invention and 
innovation. The specification of one or more particular architectural 
styles is not included in these standards. The standards of review 
outlined in subsections (1) thru (12) below shall also apply to all ac- 
cessory buildings, structures, freestanding signs and other site fea- 
tures, however related to the major buildings or structures. 


(1) Preservation of Landscape. The landscape shall be preserved in 
its natural state, insofar as practicable, by minimizing tree and 
soil removal, and any grade changes shall be in keeping with the 
general appearance of neighboring developed areas. 


(2) Relation of Buildings to Environment. Proposed development 
shall be related harmoniously to the terrain and to the use, scale, 
and architecture of existing buildings in the vicinity that have 
functional or visual relationship to the proposed buildings. The 
Board of Appeals may require a modification in massing so as to 
reduce the effect of shadows on abutting property in an S, SC, or 
T district or on public open space. 

(3) Open Space. All open space (landscaped and usable) shall be so 
designed as to add to the visual amenities of the vicinity by max- 
imizing its visibility for persons passing the site or overlooking 
it from nearby properties. The location and configuration of usable 
open space shall be so designed as to encourage social interaction, 
maximize its utility, and facilitate maintenance.

Circulation. With respect to vehicular and pedestrian circula- 
tion, including entrances, ramps, walkways, drives, and parking, 
special attention shall be given to location and number of ac- 
cess points to the public streets (especially in relation to exist- 
ing traffic controls and mass transit facilities), width of interior 
drives and access points, general interior circulation, separation 
of pedestrian and vehicular traffic, access to community facili- 
ties, and arrangement of parking areas that are safe and con- 
venient and, insofar as practicable, do not detract from the use 
and enjoyment of proposed buildings and structures and the neigh- 
boring properties. 

Surface Water Drainage. Special attention shall be given to proper 
site surface drainage so that removal of surface waters will not 
adversely affect neighboring properties or the public storm drain- 
age system. Storm water shall be removed from all roofs, canopies 
and paved areas and carried away in an underground drainage 
system. Surface water in all paved areas shall be collected at 
intervals so that it will not obstruct the flow of vehicular or 
pedestrian traffic, and will not create puddles in the paved areas. 


Utility Service. Electric, telephone, cable TV and other such lines 
and equipment shall be underground. The proposed method of 
sanitary sewage disposal and solid waste disposal from all buildings 
shall be indicated. 


Advertising Features. The size, location, design, color, texture, 
lighting and materials of all permanent signs and outdoor ad- 
vertising structures or features shall not detract from the use 
and enjoyment of proposed buildings and structures and the sur- 
rounding properties. 


Special Features. Exposed storage areas, exposed machinery 
installations, service areas, truck loading areas, utility buildings 
and structures, and similar accessory areas and structures shall 
be subject to such setbacks, screen plantings or other screen- 
ing methods as shall reasonably be required to prevent their 
being incongruous with the existing or contemplated environ- 
ment and the surrounding properties. 


Safety. With respect to personal safety, all open and enclosed 
spaces shall be designed to facilitate building evacuation and 
maximize accessibility by fire, police, and other emergency per- 
sonnel and equipment. Insofar as practicable, all exterior spaces 
and interior public and semi-public spaces shall be so designed 
as to minimize the fear and probability of personal harm or in- 
jury by increasing the potential surveillance by neighboring resi- 
dents and passersby of any accident or attempted criminal act. 


Heritage. With respect to Brookline’s heritage, removal or dis- 
ruption of historic, traditional or significant uses, structures, or 
architectural elements shall be minimized insofar as practicable, 
whether these exist on the site or on adjacent properties. 


Microclimate. With respect to the localized climatic character- 
istics of a given area, any development which proposes new 
structures, new hard-surface ground coverage, or the installa- 
tion of machinery which emits heat, vapor, or fumes, shall en- 
deavor to minimize, insofar as practicable, any adverse impact 
on light, air, and water resources, or on noise and temperature 
levels of the immediate environment. 


(12) Specific Standards for Beacon Street. 


(i) A front setback may be required greater than would be re- 
quired under Section 5.54 (b), if deemed necessary to pre- 
serve the line of existing facades where this is essential to 
the purposes of this Section. 


(ii) Where preservation of the existing roof or cornice line of ad- 
joining buildings is considered necessary to the preservation 
of the desirable visual quality and property values of a par- 
ticular part of Beacon Street, conformance with that roof or 
cornice line may be required; or, in the case of new buildings 
permitted to be taller than such adjoining buildings, a set- 
back of the building may be required at the level of the ad- 
joining roof or cornice line. 


(iii) Where the nature of the following design features is consid- 
ered significant to the preservation or enhancement of the 
desirable visual quality and property values of a particular 
part of Beacon Street, any new structure or alteration shall 
be harmoniously related to nearby pre-existing structures in 
terms of color, materials, scale, and such design elements as 
door and window size and location, in addition to signs, set- 
backs, roof and cornice line, and other major design elements.

(3) land is set aside within the subdivision and its maintenance as per- 
manent open space assured by covenant satisfactory to the Board of 
Appeals or by some other manner satisfactory to the Board of Ap- 
peals, the area of such land to be not less than the difference between 
the total area platted in the subdivision and the total area which 
would have been so platted if a!l lots were of the minimum lot size 
for lots in normal subdivisions not subject to this section, as deter- 
mined by the Planning Board in the review o1 the subdivisions; 

(4) the land so set aside is shown on the approved subdivision plan and 
provided in such a manner that it is usable for recreation or other 
activities, and accessible to all residents of the subdivision or, where 
the land has been deeded to the Town, to the public. 

(b) The Board of Appeals by special permit may authorize the development 
of designed groups of single family dwellings in S-40, S-25, and S-15 
Districts subject to the following conditions and procedures; 

(1) the site is 5 acres or more in area in S-40 Districts, 3 acres or more 
in S-25 Districts, and 2 acres or more in S-15 Districts; 


(2) the total number of dwelling units does not exceed the number that 
would result if the area of the site were divided by the minimum lot 
size for lots in subdivisions not subject to this Section; 


(3) permitted dwellings may be either attached or detached or any com- 
bination of the two types; 


(4) the entire site shall be designed to and shall remain in one owner- 
ship and shall be developed and maintained as a unit, except that 
single-family houses within the site together with the immediately 
adjacent yard areas designed for the private use of the occupant fam- 
ily may be individually owned either by condominium or by such 
other method as is deemed by the Board of Appeals to assure the 
unified control and maintenance of all land not so individually 
owned; 

(5) the minimum land area occupied by each detached single-family 
dwelling together with immediately adjacent yard areas designed for 
the private use of the occupant family shall not be less than is speci- 
fied in Section 5.00; 
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(6) the minimum land area occupied by each attached single-family 
dwelling together with immediately adjacent yard areas designed for 
the private use of the occupant family shall be 2,000 square feet, and 
the minimum width of such land area and of each such dwelling be- 
tween party walls shall be 25 feet; 


(7) the maximum horizontal dimension of any group of attached single- 
family dwellings together with one-story wings or attached accessory 
structures shall not exceed 150 feet, and the maximum horizontal di- 
mension of that part of such a group that is more than one story in 
height shall not exceed 120 feet; 


(8) each group of attached single-family dwellings shall be separated 
from the end of any other such group by a distance not less than two 
times the minimum side yard specified in Section 5.00 or the district 
in which the site is located; and where two such groups are placed 
face to face or back to back and are parallel or within 45 degrees of 
parallel they shall be separated by a distance not less than the sum 
of the minimum front and rear yards specified for the district in said 
section; 


(9) the balance of the site not occupied by dwellings and their yard 
areas designed for private use by occupant families shall be designed, 
developed, and maintained for the use and enjoyment of all occupant 
families in common, and shall be restricted by deed or covenant to 
be used primarily for recreational or other open space uses where 
not shown on the approved site development plan for use as drives, 
walks, parking facilities, and common facilities for service and main- 
tenance of the property; and any buildings or roofed structures shall 
be limited to common use and shall not exceed in gross floor area 
one half of one percent of the area of said balance of the site; 


(10) no building, parking area, swimming pool, or any area designed and 
intended for active recreation shall be located nearer to any side or 
rear lot line than the dimension specified for the minimum rear 
yard by Section 5.00 for the district in which the site is located 
and the Board of Appeals may require that such intervening space be 
so densely landscaped as to provide effective visual screening from 
adjoining property zoned for residence; except that no single-family 
dwelling need be farther from any lot line than required by the yard 
regulations applicable in the district: 


(11) an application for a special permit for a designed group of single- 
family dwellings under this section shall be subject to the Environ- 
mental Impact and Design Review procedures and standards of Sec-

(12) in granting a special permit for a designed group of single-family 
dwellings under this section, in addition to the findings required 
under Section 5.09 and Section 9.5, the Board of Appeals shall find 
that: 


(i) the location, topography, vicinity, or natural features of the site 
make it particularly suitable for such development, and

(d) The Board of Appeals may grant additional gross floor area where any 
of the following conditions obtain, subject to the limitations in para- 
graph (c). The additional gross floor area shall be calculated separately 
for each condition based upon the gross floor area permitted in Section 
5.00. 


(1) For a lot that exceeds 20,000 square feet in area, additional gross 
floor area may be allowed calculated by increasing the floor area 
ratio specified in Section 5.00 at the rate of one percent for each 
1,500 square feet of lot area in excess of 20,000 square feet. 


(2) Where dwelling units are subject to control of age of occupants or 
maximum rents in order to comply with the conditions of Federal or 
state legislation or regulations thereunder relating to subsidy for low 
or moderate income housing, such gross floor area attributable to 
such controlled dwelling units may be allowed in excess of the gross 
floor area as calculated by the ordinary application of the require- 
ments of Section 5.00.
